MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


PICKING A $4.2 MILLION 
PLUM AT KEENELAND 


P lum Pretty, a Grade 1 winner at 3 and 4, sold for $4.2 
million as a broodmare prospect at the Keeneland 
November Breeding Stock sale Nov 6. The Pennsylvania- 
bred filly was the first session’s top price and ranked as the sales’ 
most expensive broodmare prospect. Her sales price tied for 
second highest overall at the sale. 

Bred by Silent Indy Stables LLC and DDS Stables, Plum 
Pretty (Medagha d’Oro—^Lis 2 y, by A.P Indy) was sold by her 
breeders as a 2-year-old for $130,000 at the 2010 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s March sale to John Fort of Peachtree Stable. 
The next year. Plum Pretty won or placed in seven of nine starts, 
counted wins in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl and Cotillion Stakes-G2, 
and earned more than $1.3 million. At 4, she won the Grade 1 
Apple Blossom Handicap and finished third in the La Troienne 
Stakes-G2, her final start, and retired having earned $1,688,746. 

Plum Pretty is now a resident of Timber Town Stable in 
Lexington, Ky, and joins 2011 Horse of the Year Havre de 
Grace in buyer Mandy Pope’s broodmare band. Pope acquired 
Havre de Grace for $10 million at Fasig-Tipton’s November 
mixed sale. 

Two other mares with local connections sold for more than 
$3 million at the Fasig-Tipton sale. Untouched Talent, dam of 
Virginia-bred millionaire Bodemeister, was sold by Audley Farm 
Equine LLC for $5 million in foal to Unbridled’s Song. M.V. 
Magnier signed the ticket for Cooknore. Audley had purchased 
the graded stakes winner when carrying her first foal in 2007 at 
Keeneland November for $1.2 million. The daughter of Storm 
Cat produced $1,304,800-earner Bodemeister in 2009. Audley 
sold the mare’s third foal, a daughter of Smart Strike, for $1.3 
million at last fall’s Keeneland September Yearhng sale. 

Michael Dubb, Bethlehem Stables and The Elkstone Group’s 
Grace Hall, one of the top 3-year-old fillies of 2012, was bought 
by Reynolds Bell Jr. for a New York-based client for $3.2 million. 
The daughter of Empire Maker, purchased as a yearling at 
Keeneland September for $95,000 by trainer Tony Dutrow, won 
or placed in nine of 11 starts her first two seasons, and earned 
$1,401,360. Among her six victories was the Grade 1 Spinaway

Stakes at 2 and three Grade 2 races at 3-the Delaware, Indiana 
and Gulfstream Oaks. 

The highest-priced Mid-Atlantic-bred to sell at the Fasig- 
Tipton sale was Virginia-bred mare Refugee. Sold in foal to 
Cowboy Cal, the now 15-year-old daughter of Unaccounted 
For went for $480,000 to Blandford Bloodstock Ltd. Consigned 
by Hill ^N’ Dale Sales Agency, agent. Refugee is the dam of 
Executiveprivilege, who won two Grade 1 stakes in California 
and finished second in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile FiUies-Gl 
in 2012. Hickory Tree Farm Inc. bred and campaigned graded 
stakes-placed Refugee and sold her, in foal to Not For Love, for 
$65,000 at Keeneland’s January sale in 2006. 


DELAWARE HANDICAP RETURNS TO GRADE 1 STATUS 


T he Delaware Handicap, which had its 75th anniversary 
in 2012, was reinstated to Grade 1 status for 2013 by the 
American Graded Stakes Committee of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association. 

One of the original Grade 1 races when the system was 
established in 1973, the Delaware Handicap maintained its 
ranking until 1989, dropped to Grade 3 in the mid-1990s and 
wouldn’t be elevated again until the 2003 season. 

Over the past decade, with Delaware Park offering a 
$1 million purse for the first time in 2005, the race has 
consistently attracted the top distaffers in training. The 2011 
edition included eventual Horse of the Year Havre de Grace 
and the previous year’s champion 3-year-old fiUy Blind Luck. 


Last year’s version lured Royal Delta, champion 3-year-old fiUy 
of 2011 and a likely Eclipse Award winner again for her 2012 
campaign. 

Mid-Atlantic tracks will run five Grade 1 stakes in 2013: 
the Delaware Handicap, Haskell Invitational and United 
Nations (Monmouth Park), Cotillion (Parx Racing) and 
Preakness (J^imlico). 

Other changes made to the region’s graded stakes schedule 
for 2013: Colonial Turf Cup (Colonial Downs) was returned 
to Grade 2, Gallant Bob Stakes (Parx Racing) was upgraded 
to Grade 3, General George Handicap (Laurel Park) was 
downgraded from Grade 2 to Grade 3, Parx Dash Handicap 
(Parx Racing) was upgraded to Grade 3.

CHARLES TOWN 
ANNOUNCES NEW 
HALL OE FAME CLASS 

E ight new names, including legendary jockey Bill Hartack, 
were added to the HaU of Fame at Charles Town Races 
in December. The group covers past, present, human and 
equine and brings the HaU’s total list of honorees to 40. 

The 2012 class, officially inducted in December, includes: 

Bill Hartack (Distinguished Achievement): One of the 
most prohfic jockeys in the history of American racing, he began 
his career at Charles Town in 1949 and rode his first winner at 
Waterford Park in 1952. He led aU riders in wins during Charles 
Town’s 1952 meet and, by his third season, was the country’s 
leading jockey. Included in his 4,272 winners are five victories 
in the Kenmcky Derby, three in the Preakness and one in the 
Belmont Stakes. 

Cor tan (Horse): Known for his Mid-Atlantic rivalry with 
fellow Charles Town HaU of Famer Jiva Cooht, Cortan won 28 
of his 60 career starts for owner/breeder Charles Russell and 
trainer Bob RawUngs. The son of Illustrious was known for his 
versatility - winning at distances from 3^2 furlongs to F/ie miles. 

Dr. Dale Keyset (Distinguished Achievement): The long¬ 
time practicing veterinarian in Jefferson County originaUy came 
to Charles Town for an internship with fellow 2012 inductee Dr. 
William TrusseU. Keyser went on to be an official for the West 
Virginia Racing Commission and Department of Agriculture 
prior to his passing in 2008. 

Eddie Maple (Jockey): He won his first race at 17 aboard 
Swami at Charles Town in 1966 as his career began in Ohio 
and West Virginia before moving to New Jersey and New York. 
Maple rode 4,398 winners, captured two Belmont Stakes in a 
career that ended in 1998 and, like Hartack, is in the National 
Thoroughbred Racing HaU of Fame. 

Jeff Runco (Industry): FoUowing his start as a jockey, he 
made the switch to training in the mid-1980s. At the time of his 
3,000th victory as a trainer in AprU 2011, Runco stood as one 
of only eight trainers in American racing with 3,000 wins and a 
winning percentage of 20 percent or higher. Included in those 
wins are two Charles Town Classics with Researcher and three 
taUies in the West Virginia Breeders Classic. 

Onion Juice (Horse): Owned and trained by Buck 
Woodson, the local hero won 27 of 65 hfetime starts in a 
career that spanned from his 2-year-old season in 1982 through 
1988. WhUe eight wins came in stakes, none was bigger than 
the inaugural running of the West Virginia Breeders Classic in 
1987. He amassed $226,715 in career earnings. 

William R. Lewis Jr. (Jockey): He had a decorated riding 
career that included 2,647 wins, the last coming in 2009. He won 
four races in the West Virginia Breeders Classics, including the 
1987 Classic aboard Onion Juice. 

Dr. William TrusseU (Industry): Born in Charles Town in 
1907, the weU-known veterinarian in Jefferson County practiced 
for more than a half century. In addition, he served as the track 
veterinarian at Charles Town and Shenandoah Downs from 
1934-’71.

S ummer 1995. Microsoft released a 
new version of Windows, nobody 
knew what a DVD was, the NASDAQ 
closed above 1,000 for the first time, Jerry 
Garcia passed away Cigar’s winning streak 
stood at nine. 

And Betsy Barr turned the search for a 
project into a family treasure. 

The Hfelong foxhunter went to Dela¬ 
ware Park with a simple aim. Find a horse 
with good bone, balance and si 2 e for 
about $1,000. While inspecting another 
horse, she couldn’t miss a chestnut gelding 
kicking the walls and throwing himself 
against the door of his stall. When she 
approached, the horse pricked his ears, 
stood quietly and allowed her to pet and 
scratch him. 

‘‘He’s never like that, he’s just not a 
happy horse,” said the trainer. “The guys 
are all scared of him.” 

Physically, the chestnut ticked aU the 
boxes; he was attractive and well put- 
together. He was 8 years old, she was told, 
had won a 1 V 2 -mile allowance on the turf 
at Saratoga earher in his career, and had 
Secretariat in his pedigree. He had tailed 
off in several of his most recent starts, 
running in Florida for a few seasons 
before ending up at Delaware with trainer 
Ruth Fittante. The only obvious issue was 
a tendon—clearly an old bow—recently 
blistered. 

“I felt sorry for him,” Barr said, 
“because you could tell it was driving 
him crazy. At that point the skin was just 
peehng off of it. It looked awful, but it 
was all superficial.” 

Barr Hked the horse enough to pursue 
the matter, and the deal was struck. She’s 
not sure of the sales price, but he came in 
under budget. At that point, Barr hadn’t 
done any research on her new purchase, 
knowing only that his name was Torbay. 
His arrival at Linden Hill, the West Chester, 
Pa., farm she owns with husband Doug, 
still sticks in their memories. Getting him 
off the trailer, through the field and into 
the barn was a production. 

“I remember looking at his tendon 
and thinking ‘Oh my God, what has she 
bought?’ ” Doug grinned. 

^ The papers arrived with the horse that 
□ day, and it was only after Torbay was safely 
< settled in that the Barrs actually sat down 
i to read them. Bred by Juddmonte Farms 
and foaled on April 16, 1987, Torbay was 
a son of Secretariat and the first foal of 
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Devon Diva, a daughter of The Minstrel. In five seasons on 
the track, he made 45 starts, won three times, placed 15 more 
and earned $69,683. Stunned to reali 2 e that the ‘‘maniac’’ they 
had just bedded down was regally bred, they delved further 
into his family. 

Devon Diva was a black-type generator for Juddmonte, 
producing stakes winners Western Approach (Gone West), 
Devon Heights (Mt. Livermore), and Torbay’s fuU-brother, 
multiple graded stakes-winning millionaire Tinners Way. 
Twice victorious in Del Mar’s Pacific Classic-Gl, Tinners 
Way was not only one of Secretariat’s best runners, but also 
his final foal. After 14 years at stud, he was sent to Old 
Friends equine retirement facility in Kentucky in 2010, quickly 
becoming a fan favorite. 

It took a few weeks, but Torbay became part of the Barr 
clan. 

“He wasn’t mean, but he’d been on the track for so long 
that everything was hke ‘OhmyGod, OhmyGod,’ ” Betsy said. 
“It took maybe two weeks of him dragging us around and then 
he figured out that nothing bad was going to happen to him.” 

The rest was a bree 2 e. With proper management, the old 
tendon became a non-issue, and Torbay never took a lame 
step. Running and jumping? No problem. 

“He hunted like a rock star—always, even in his very first 
season,” Barr said. “He’s reaUy smart, and nothing rattles 
him. I don’t think I’ve ever been on him when he’s genuinely 
spooked at something. If something scares him he’ll look at it, 
then he kind of absorbs it, and then he’ll go on with it. He’s 
very honest that way.” 

After nearly 18 years with the Barrs, there’s very httle 
Torbay hasn’t done. Betsy and Doug hunted him, first with 
the Brandywine pack and then later with Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire Foxhounds. Betsy used him to outride at point-to- 
points. 

At home, he babysits weanlings and still flirts with brood¬ 
mares. But after reading about the success of Pimhco’s Totally 
Thoroughbred Horse Show last summer, Betsy decided 
there was still one thing Torbay needed to do. Photos of 
that event’s huge leadline classes convinced her that Torbay 
needed to cross “Horse Show” off his Bucket List. 

The Barrs have a steeplechase horse. Parade Lap, in 
training at Fair HiU with Fenneka Bentley. A conversation 
with Bentley and exercise rider Alex Brown informed the 
Barrs that Fair HiU planned to host its own Thoroughbred 
show. From Furlongs to Fences, in late October. Decision 
made, Betsy entered their daughter Eh 2 abeth, then 7, in the 
leadUne class on Torbay. 

“I really wanted EU 2 abeth to get to do that with him just 
because he was 25 at the time,” Betsy said. “He is so great 
with her and (younger daughter) Annie. We thought it was as 
good an opportunity as we would ever find. It was close, and 
the reason behind having the horse show was great.” 

For Torbay, it was just another family duty. Never turning 
a hair, he packed EU 2 abeth around the ring on that rainy 
Sunday morning, finishing second. To racing fans, he’s the 
son of a legend; a last link to an immortal. But to a smaU 
blond girl clutching a cherished red ribbon, Torbay wiU always 
be a hero. ^

Editorial

Lucky ’13 
breeds feeling 
of optimism 

N owhere does it say this space must 
be optimistic, but more often than 
not it is and probably should be. 
Complaints and gripes about the racing 
industry occur as naturally as weeds in a 
pasture so the editorial space of a regional 
Thoroughbred magazine ought to be 
a respite from the storm-sometimes 
anyway 

As the calendar turns to 2013, Tm 
optimistic. Hopeful even. ReaUy. 

This region can be an impact player 
on the national Thoroughbred landscape, 
now. 

Think about it. . . 

Sires standing in Pennsylvania 
produced two Breeders’ Cup winners. A 
short time ago, I would have been hard 
pressed to name two Pennsylvania sires. 
Penn National hired a guy away from the 
New York Racing Association, and lured a 
division of horses from entrenched New 
York/Florida trainer Linda Rice. Penn 
also announced a $500,000 turf stakes for 
3-year-olds, to be run at a mile June 1. Get 
ready for more in 2013, Keystone State. 


Maryland’s purses are climbing, and 
the horsemen and racetracks finally have a 
long-term deal (reached as this magazine 
went to press). The latter is a crucial part 
of the equation, as it’s tough to breed 
horses with confidence if you really don’t 
know the racing landscape into the future. 
The state in the region with the longest 
Thoroughbred pedigree, and deepest 
roots, is on its way to firmer ground and 
a spot next to the early slots states. Keep 
the train on the tracks, everyone. 

West Virginia just announced a 
$1.5 million purse for the Charles Town 
Classic. Do the math, it’s the country’s 
third-highest number after some Breeders’ 
Cup races and the Kentucky Derby. At 
Charles Town. In a promotional twist, the 
Grade 2 race’s winner will get $1 million. 
The race is in April, let’s aU go. 

The region, through the Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, stands as a 
leader in the push for national uniform 
medication rules. In December, the 
Association of Racing Commissioners 
International Model Rules Committee 
adopted medication reforms calling for 
a simple list of therapeutic medications, 
withdrawal times, penalties and aU the 
things most sensible people want. Of 
course, it’s up to individual states to 
adopt those model rules, but it’s a big 
step toward cooperation and sense. And 
here’s one for the to-do list regional 
leaders-uniform medication rules for aU 
Mid-Atiantic states. Make it happen. 

The hst goes deeper: The Delaware 
Handicap is a Grade 1 again. Zenyatta’s 
half-sister Eblouissante prepped at 
Camden Training Center with South 
Carolina horseman Mickey Preger. The 
best steeplechaser in North America, 
the Virginia-trained Demonstrative, is 
only 6 years old. Virginia’s Audley Farm 
produces some of the world’s best 
Thoroughbreds. Maryland’s Fair HiU 
Equine Therapy Center is the go-to place 
for Thoroughbred rehabilitation and 
recovery. Timonium is a great place to 
buy, or sell, a horse. 

Like any industry, opportunity drives 
and there’s more opportunity than ever 


for regional owners, breeders, trainers, 
fans. The same Thoroughbred can be 
West Virginia-bred, Maryland Million- 
eligible and Delaware-certified. Or some 
other combination of regional programs 
to boost the chances of making racehorse 
ownership a more viable choice. Extend 
the radar just a bit—to New York—and the 
East Coast is a good place to be involved 
in racing. Add it all together and this side 
of the country rivals the racing climate in 
Kentucky or anywhere else with strong 
purses, beefy state-bred incentives, high- 
powered horses and horsemen all within a 
short drive of each other. 

AH that cheer does not erase the need 
for work, for progress. 

New Jersey could use a break after a 
year of radical change, and a blast from 
Hurricane Sandy, at Monmouth Park. The 
horsemen have a chance to control their 
destiny, however, which wiU help fuel 
the breeding industry over time. Here’s 
to a year of stabihty. Colonial Downs 
shortened its meet by a few days for 2013, 
looking for balance between economics 
and oppormnity for horsemen. Like New 
Jersey, the Virginia track could use a break 
from the legislature, from somewhere. 
Keep the Thoroughbred alive in the 
Commonwealth. 

I’d love to see more progress on 
a regional racing calendar, where 
crossover of horses was encouraged 
not discouraged. Run in Maryland, run 
in Delaware, run in Virginia, run in 
New Jersey, run in West Virginia, run in 
Pennsylvania. Just run. WiU it mean fewer 
racing days in an individual state or at an 
individual track? It might, but it might also 
be an improvement over bathing for the 
same horses all the time. And that’s not a 
green Hght for tracks to slash racing dates 
or for horsemen to dig in their heels and 
fight the concept. Over time, horsemen 
and tracks wiU aU be better served by 
racing in the region-anywhere in the 
region. Some tracks, despite the success, 
battle to fiU races when the calendar gets 
crowded. Looking at the big picture would 
help that problem.

Pennsylvania-based stallions E Dubai, 
Wiseman’s Ferry deliver Breeders’ Cup victories

L arry Karp? Hawthorne Race Course, cheering like he bet 
a bundle. Maria Vorhauer? Her lucky spot in the barn, 
alone, making lots of noise. Gayle Gerth? A box at Penn 
National Race Course, waiting to eat nachos. Carl McEntee? He 
was at Santa Anita Park, seeing it all live. 


Like racing fans everywhere, the four 
horsepeople watched the Breeders’ Cup 
with interest and enthusiasm. They studied 
past performances, leaned through photo 
finishes, put favorites to the test, made 
cases for longshots, pondered track biases, 
compared the Europeans to the Yanks. 
Karp, Vorhauer, Gerth and McEntee aren’t 
gamblers; well, not the kind you’re think¬ 
ing about anyway. Instead of trying to hit 
the Pick Six, they bet on Pennsylvania’s 
Thoroughbred industry and are about to 
collect. Together, they are responsible for 


stallions E Dubai (Karp and McEntee) and 
Wiseman’s Ferry (Vorhauer and Gerth). 
Each sire produced a Breeders’ Cup win¬ 
ner in 2012, changing fortunes for two 
stud farms and boosting the Keystone 
State’s Thoroughbred industry. 

Wiseman’s Ferry stands at Dana Point 
Farm, a Lenhartsville operation owned 
by Gerth and managed by Vorhauer. The 
93-acre facility owns controlling interest in 
Wiseman’s Ferry, a son of Hennessy who 
moved to Pennsylvania in time for the 
2009 breeding season after standing five 


seasons in Kentucky and New York. The 
chestnut stallion, now 14, won the West 
Virginia Derby-G3 and three other races 
on the track. His finest son. Wise Dan, 
won the Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl and was 
part of any Horse of the Year discussion 
after a standout season in 2012. 

‘‘My husband Bob (Levine) and I were 
sitting at Penn National in a private box 
that had chairs and a sofa and you could 
bring the television right up to you,” said 
Gerth. “When Danny started to make his 
move, we started screaming, ‘Go Danny, 
Go Danny, Go Danny Go’ at the top of 
our lungs. You have certain things that 
are highlights in your life, and this was 
definitely one. He is such an incredibly, 
amazing, versatile horse. To have his father 
at our farm is amazing.” 

E Dubai stands at Northview Stallion 
Station’s Pennsylvania division, a 180-acre 
expansion to a new state by the Maryland 
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Wise Dan streaked toward the finish in the Breeders’ Cup Miie-G1. Bred in Kentucky, the Horse of 
the Year candidate is by Pennsyivania sire Wiseman’s Ferry who stands at Dana Point Farm. 


operation in 2009. Karp owns the 15-year- 
old son of Mr. Prospector, making the 
purchase from Darley after E Dubai’s 2010 
season in Kentucky. On Breeders’ Cup 
Day, E Dubai’s son Fort Lamed won the 
$5 million Breeders’ Cup Classic-G1. 

“We were at Hawthorne Race Course 
watching the races, and people in the place 
must have thought I owned the horse,” 
said Karp, a Texan who makes a tradition 
out of watching the Breeders’ Cup with 
his daughter Stephanie and his Illinois- 
based trainer Joe Kasperski. ^ Wou go nuts, 
you go absolutely crazy. I had a small 
wager on the horse just to have a rooting 
interest, but it was a very exciting race 
to watch, an exciting moment. You can’t 
help but think of aU the people who are 
impacted—Northview, Carl, (Northview 
president) Richard Golden, the state of 
Pennsylvania. It was very special.” 

Alone, either achievement would be big 
news in a state with a Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try the size of Pennsylvania. Combined, 
they were front page, lead story at 11, 
ESPN SportsCenter crawl. The Daily Show 
report, Facebook feed, Twitter trend. . . 
name your media source or your era, it was 
news for the horse industry in Pennsylvania 
when Wise Dan and Fort Lamed won at 
the Breeders’ Cup. 

“The Breeders’ Cup was a great day for 
the Pennsylvania breeding program,” said 
Jeb Hannum, executive secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association. 
“Two farms represented with winners? 
Other than in Kentucky, it’s huge. It’s 
certainly something we can draw attention 
to and we wiU. We’ve seen the numbers of 
stallions dechne in Pennsylvania recently, 
but I think our quality is up. There’s real 
depth to the stallion band now.” 

The impact was immediate. Each stal- 
Hon wiU most likely breed 100 mares in 
2013, significant increases. Last year E 
Dubai bred 46, Wiseman’s Ferry 32. 

How to own a stallion 

Larry Karp bought his first racehorse 
for $6,500 on Mother’s Day “1984 or ’85” 
at a paddock sale at Sportsman’s Park race¬ 
track in Chicago. A week later, he claimed 
a horse for $10,000 after a “really good 
day” at the windows. Kasperski, whom 
he met at that sale, was his trainer then 
and they’re still a team. Karp parlayed that 
tepid initial investment into 30 years in the 
business-racehorses, broodmares, buying, 
selling. 

Now he owns one of the country’s 
hottest staUions, a business move with 
roots at Fasig-Tipton’s Timonium, Md., 


sales grounds in 2009. Karp was looking 
at horses, and met McEntee at the Ghost 
Ridge Farms consignment. The Penn¬ 
sylvania program intrigued Karp and by 
the time the sale was over, he had bought 
a share in young Ghost Ridge stallion 
Jump Start. Karp eventually owned 4.5 of 
the 30 shares, and listened when McEntee 
and Ghost Ridge owner Tarry Bratton dis¬ 
cussed other stallion prospects. E Dubai 
was on the Hst, and Karp kept coming 
back to the Grade 2 winner. 

“Look, if you’re not interested I think 
I’d like to buy him outright,” Karp told 
McEntee on the phone one day. McEntee 
called Darley, made an offer in the middle 
six-figures and Karp owned a stallion. 

He also completed a circle of sorts 
for he owned E Dubai’s dam Words of 
War. Purchased for $28,000 as a yearling, 
she earned nearly $700,000 on the race¬ 
track. Karp bred her to Nureyev and sold 
her to Stone Farm and Stonerside Stable 
for $440,000. The Nureyev foal turned 
out to be No Matter What, a Grade 1 
winner and champion producer. Words 
of War’s second foal, by Mr. Prospector, 
was E Dubai-a $1.35-miIlion yearhng 
at Keeneland in 1999 and winner of the 
Dwyer Stakes-G2 at 3 and Suburban 
Handicap-G2 at 4 for Godolphin Racing. 

All those years later, Karp didn’t make 
the purchase on sentiment. But it was there. 

“Around and around, life comes full 
circle sometimes,” he said. “I didn’t buy 


him because of the history, but wow. How 
much does fate play in aU of this?” 

The 70-year-old Karp, former presi¬ 
dent of Warner’s and Bah apparel com¬ 
panies, truly bought E Dubai because of 
Pennsylvania’s burgeoning Thoroughbred 
industry. Revenue from slot machines was 
being set aside to bolster breeders, with a 
10-percent purse bonus for stallion owners 
when a horse finishes first, second or third. 

“That’s the key to being successful in 
the stallion part of business-the annuity 
you have for the progeny that are on the 
ground,” he said. “If a staUion is pro¬ 
lific, with enough foals on the ground and 
even moderately successful, you can make 
money for years.” 

E Dubai stood one season at Ghost 
Ridge, then moved to Northview when 
the farm expanded over the Mason-Dixon 
Line. He stands for $7,500 and commands 
attention in the region’s best roster. His 
first Pennsylvania progeny start racing in 
2014, and Karp can’t wait. 

Wise decision 

A Cahfornia businesswoman, Gayle 
Gerth got into the Thoroughbred business 
on something of a whim, meeting Maria 
Vorhauer at a sale in Saratoga Springs, N.Y., 
in 2007. They bought broodmares, took 
them to Pennsylvania, sold the foals, spht 
the profits. Gerth anted up and bought 
Dana Point in 2008. She hired Vorhauer 
as the manager, brought in staUions, built

a business-all against a rising tide of eco¬ 
nomic gloom. 

“It's definitely a business, but it's hard 
not to take this personally," said Gerth, 
former owner of an electronics firm, 
which created the Relaxor fine of massage 
chairs and seating solutions for the airline 
and automobile industries. “I have such a 
passion for these animals and we've been 
so, so formnate, with Maria's help, build¬ 
ing the reputation of the farm. We've 
been battiing this economy; it hit us one 
month after we closed on the farm. We've 
just been hanging in there with what we 
beheved we could do." 

Dana Point, near Allentown and 
about the same distance from Harrisburg 
and Philadelphia, stood a variety of 
staUions-Toccet, Action This Day, Sir 
Shackleton and Southern Success - through 
a connection with Kentucky farm 
Castle ton Lyons. 

Wiseman's Ferry, raced on the flat by 
Wise Dan's owner and breeder Morton 
Fink among others, was part of the 
mix. He stood at Castleton Lyons, and 
moved to Dana Point for the 2009 season 
as a second chance. As with E Dubai, 
Pennsylvania's program was an attraction; 
so was the farm. 

“We were contacted on some recom¬ 
mendations," said Gerth. “They came, saw 
the facility. We were in the process of 
building the stallion quarters and they saw 


he was going to live like a king so they 
chose us." 

Some syndicate members grew tired 
of the expense, and Gerth started buying 
shares. Evenmally, she got close to halfway 
and bought out 51 percent with the other 
49 now owned by “10 or 12 people." She 
controls his fumre, makes the decisions, 
call the shots. 

“It wasn't something I was looking for, 
but I'm glad I did it now," she said. “Once 
I got close to half, I thought I'd try to buy 
enough to control it." 

Then along came Wise Dan. Unraced 
at 2, he won four times and finished 
sixth in the Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl as a 
3-year-old in 2010. He won four stakes at 
4, including a season-ending victory in the 
Clark Handicap-Gl at Churchill Downs. 
His 2012 was the stuff of legends (the 
modern version anyway) —a devastating 
win on Polytrack in Keeneland's Ben Ah 
Stakes-G3, a head defeat to Ron the Greek 
in the Stephen Foster Handicap-Gl on 
the dirt at ChurchiU, then four consecu¬ 
tive turf stakes victories culminating with 
a course record in the Breeders' Cup 
Mile-Gl at Santa Anita in November. 

The phone has rung ever since. 

Two paths, one economy 

Wiseman's Ferry and E Dubai reside 
in Pennsylvania for the same reason: the 
state's commitment to the breeding indus¬ 
try. Since passage of the Race Horse 


Development and Gaming Act in 2004, 
farms sprouted, stalhons moved, business 
boomed. Dana Point and Northview offer 
different models on the same theme. 

For 2013, Dana Point moved Ventana 
to Indiana, making the stud farm exactly 
that-a stud farm. Wiseman's Ferry will be 
the only staUion on the property. 

“We made that decision this year-way 
before the Breeders' Cup," said Vorhauer. 
“We were going to have a good season if 
(Wise Dan) didn't win, but he won and 
now we're looking to have a great season. 
It's not about a bunch of horses; it's about 
having the tight ones. We can accommo¬ 
date the mares and the owners better this 
way. The farm won't be overwhelmed with 
the population of mares coming in." 

Vorhauer was booking six mares a day 
in December and expects to be plenty busy, 
even with her single staUion. Already a 
popular presence at Dana Point, Wiseman's 
Ferry will get plenty of attention from the 
two women in his Hfe. 

“He's loved and adored and he's also got 
a phenomenal place to five," said Gerth. 
“He's a wonderful staUion, nice to handle, 
kind. He is just a fun, fun staUion to be 
around. He tikes his routine. We believed 
in him for a long time and just knew he 
was going to throw something great." 

Foaled in Kentucky from the Wolf 
Power (SAf) mare Lisa Danielle, Wise Dan 
was part of Wiseman's Ferry's 2007 crop 
of 67 horses. Two years later, just 12 foals 
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hit the ground, but those now 4-year-olds 
include six winners. And if Wise Dan is 
any indication, patience wiU pay dividends, 
especially with the first Pennsylvania-sired 
foals reaching 3 years old in 2013. 

“Wiseman’s Ferry horses mature late, 
they get better minds late and the older 
they get, as long as they haven’t been hurt, 
the better they get,” said Gerth. “They’re 
stiU running at 6 and 7 and even if they 
may not be Wise Dan, they’ve earned a lot 
of money.” 

She’s proud of her horse, and bumped 
his fee shghtly from $3,500 to $5,000. 

“We’re not a farm that calls and begs 
everybody to breed,” said Vorhauer. “If 
you build the church, people wiU come.

We’re going to cap him at (100 mares). We 
probably could have increased the fee a lit¬ 
tle more, but we want to make him attrac¬ 
tive and not send people somewhere else.” 

Eighty miles away, Northview flexes 
its muscle as the biggest, best breeding 
farm in Pennsylvania. The farm stands a 
half dozen stallions, including four of the 
state’s top six. Combined with its Maryland 
division, Northview stands the best stal- 
hon roster east of Lexington, by a furlong. 

Like Dana Point, Northview’s Pennsyl¬ 
vania division became reality because of 
the state legislature’s decision to support 
breeding with revenue from slot machines. 
Already an established player in the region 
with its Maryland farm, Northview cre¬ 
ated a stallion showplace from a swath of 
Pennsylvania farmland known more for 
cows and crops. 

Since its launch, Northview PA has 
boosted its stallion roster to include region¬ 
al leader Jump Start, local hero Smarty 
Jones, Silver Train, Medallist, Fairbanks 
and E Dubai while building new barns, 
hiring new staff and attracting mares from 
the region and beyond. The efforts and 
acquisitions reached a peak at the Breeders’ 
Cup when Fort Lamed won the Classic 
and Rail Trip (by Jump Start) finished 
second in the Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile-Gl. 


Both achievements translate to business. 
Expect more traffic (trucks and trailers 
mainly) on Little Britain Church Road. 
Northview president Richard Golden and 
bloodstock manager McEntee further 
ensured the boom by decreasing E Dubai’s 
fee. The move seems counter-intuitive, but 
will ensure even more demand for the 
region’s only stallion in the top 10 nation¬ 
ally. 

“We wanted to make it a level play¬ 
ing field and we’re still getting out of 
this economic downturn in this industry,” 
McEntee said. “Now is the time to make it 
as affordable and as economically feasible 
to breed to your stallion. If you look at the 
top 10 stallions in the country, there’s only 
one that stands for $7,500.” 

E Dubai. He was having a good year 
before the Breeders’ Cup, but Fort Lamed 
pushed the horse to a new level-along 
with a farm, a state, a region. 

“It means a lot; obviously he’s in the 
top 10 nationally because of that win,” 
said McEntee. “It reinvigorates the horse 
a tittle bit and makes people take another 
look at him as a stallion and without a 
doubt it helps draw attention to your farm 
and therefore more attention to your other 
staUions. It’s what we aU wanted to happen 
in Pennsylvania. It’s why Northview built 
the farm it did in Pennsylvania.” 
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A multiple graded stakes winner campaigned by Godolphin Racing, E Dubai began his stallion career at Dariey In Kentucky before 
moving to Ghost Ridge Farms (for a year) and Northvlew PA, Northvlew Stallion Station’s Pennsylvania division. 


Down the stretch 

Politics, state subsidies, stud fees, sire 
rankings and the rest can make Thor¬ 
oughbred racing seem like an EC ON 101 
lecture. Don’t forget what this is all about, 
however- the races, the thrills, the action. 

For Vorhauer, it came when Wise Dan 
kicked away in the stretch and built enough 
of a lead to thwart the hard-charging 
Animal Kingdom. Alone, she screamed 
at the television, rejoiced at the result and 
went to tell the proud father down the 
shedrow. 

“Watching at home on the farm, right in 
the barn with Wiseman meant so much to 
me,” she said. “I went down to see him in 
his stall and told him Wou did it.’ ” 

At Penn National, Gerth felt like she 
was watching her horse win rather than 
Fink’s. The long-striding chesmut made it 
look easy yet again, accelerating to the fin¬ 
ish to complete a mile in a course-record 
1:31.78. Gerth let out a cheer, hugged her 
husband and thought of another chestnut 
back on the farm. 


“It’s been phenomenal to be connected 
hke we are,” she said. “I couldn’t think 
more of the entire group involved with 
him and my boy, it’s Hke he knew. He’s aU 
puffed up Hke he’s saying ‘That’s my kid.’ 
I’m so proud of him.” 

An hour later. Fort Lamed dug in to 
fight off Mucho Macho Man in the Classic, 
getting home by a half-length. Owned and 
bred by Janis Witham and trained by Ian 
Wilkes, the now 5-year-old won his second 
Grade 1 of the year and made Karp feel 
smart, lucky, awed. 

“I’ve been to the Breeders’ Cup before 
and I thought about going this time but it 
was special to watch at Hawthorne, too,” 
he said. “I was so excited for the people 
who own Fort Lamed. It’s heartwarming 
when something Hke that happens. I’ve 
been involved in horse racing 30 years and 
this is one of the most special things I’ve 
been associated with. It’s exciting, wonder¬ 
ful.” 

McEntee was the lucky one. He got 
to see it all Hve. He watched Wise Dan 
win for Wiseman’s Ferry, for Dana Point, 


for Pennsylvania. Then Fort Lamed came 
through for E Dubai, for Northview, for 
the state again. 

McEntee was in a box with John 
PhiUips and Robert Hammond of Darby 
Dan Farm. Moments earHer, they’d been 
talking about Wilkes and the job he’d done 
with the horse. Nobody said he was going 
to win, though the possibiHty crossed 
McEntee’s mind. 

“You want it to happen, but to be honest 
you don’t think it is going to happen,” he 
said of a Breeders’ Cup victory. “When he 
kicked on, I thought it looked a lot Hke the 
Whitney. It was a phenomenal effort.” 

And despite his proximity to one of the 
weekend’s biggest stars, McEntee thought 
about the big picture, too. 

“This part of America is producing 
some very good horses,” he said. “We have 
very good staUions, very good trainers; it’s 
a very exciting time to be involved. This 
Northeast corridor is reaUy surging as a 
Thoroughbred marketplace. It’s good for 
the entire region. You can feel it.” ^

Jockey looks back on record¬ 
setting career at Breeders’ Cup

an you name all 16?’’ 

Mike Smith squinted, then 
smiled. 

will if we sit down and you give me 
a chance,” the HaU of Fame jockey said, 
from the apron of the Santa Anita jocks’ 
room during Breeders’ Cup Weekend. 

Smith had broken Jerry Bailey’s record 
of 15 career wins in the Breeders’ Cup 
with another combination of instincts 
and conviction, choreographing a front¬ 
running, butter-melting trip aboard 
champion Royal Delta Friday at Santa 
Anita (he added another Saturday, when 
Mizdirection won the Turf Sprint). 

‘d remember all 16, I certainly do,” 
Smith said. 

Remember them? How could he for¬ 
get? How could we forget? 

The first came in 1992 at Gulfstream. 
Smith nudged Lure, a 3-year-old Clai¬ 
borne homebred, from the inside to take 
the lead in the Mile, then fished-giving a 
tittle, taking a tittle-to his first Breeders’ 
Cup victory. Smith pumped his fist at the 
wire tike he knew it all along. A year later. 
Lure broke from the outside at Santa 
Anita and Smith gradually put that speed 
to use. Same thing. Smith’s chin between 
Lure’s ears, he stole lengths at each corner 
and won again. A ti 2 ard on a log, he never 
took his hands off the reins. 

A year later, at Churchill Downs, Smith 
nudged Cherokee Run to stay as close as 
he dared in the Sprint, before splitting 
horses and engaging Soviet Problem. It 
took him the length of the stretch to get 
past. Smith stood up at the wire, kissed 
the sky and shoved his left hand across 
his body, raising a finger in triumph. 
A few hours later. Smith met French- 
based Pennsylvania-bred Tikkanen in the 
paddock and dropped the anvil on the 
Augustin Stable runner. Three lengths off 
the last horse early. Smith slipped a chair 
under Pat Day’s doorknob on Paradise 
Creek late. That made four. 

A year later, in the gray mist of 
Belmont Parkin 1995, Smith cajoled and 
coddled the headstrong Unbridled’s Song 
in the Juvenile, then rode the inside tire 


track to stave off Hennessy. Part iron fist, 
part feather touch. Smith had number 
five. Hours later, riding that same tire 
track, he had number six, settling Inside 
Information before turning on the faucet. 
Smith looked under his right arm once, 
simply a joy ride, he blessed himself at 
the wire. 

Two years later at Hollywood Park, 
Smith kept Ajina close enough in the 
Distaff to have a chance if she was good 
enough. At the only moment, he wedged 
her inside Sharp Cat for number seven. It 
might be his best. Hours later, facing two 
horses in front of him and three rang¬ 
ing on his outside. Smith-trainer Sonny 
nine’s instructions in his ear-allowed 
Skip Away to take the lead on the back¬ 
side of the Classic. Game over. Halfway 
there. 

The tough half 

Smith broke two vertebrae in August 
1998, fought to come back, came back 
too soon, lost most of his business, went 
through a divorce, moved to California 
and didn’t return to the Breeders’ Cup 
podium until 2002 with the undefeat¬ 
ed Vindication and the streaking A 2 eri 
at Arlington Park. Broken back be 
damned. Smith used Vindication’s speed 
and A 2 eri’s class to provide yet another 
Breeders’ Cup double. 

But then the jockey was gone again, 
winless for six years until he swung 
Stardom Bound five wide in the Juvenile 
Fillies at Santa Anita in 2008. Such a 
cinch, he galloped out tike it was a maiden 
in June. Or maybe he was waiting. Hours 
later, the great Zenyatta dominated the 
Ladies’ Classic. He could have left his 
whip in the room. That made 12. 

A year later, back at Santa Anita, Smith 
went where only water could go, guiding 
Zenyatta inside five horses and outside 
five horses in a quarter mile to win the 
Classic. This time. Smith pointed at her. 
Number 13. 

Fourteen would have to wait when 
Zenyatta failed to run down Blame in 
2010 (he’d trade the record to get that 
one back). In 2011 at Churchill Downs, 


California-based Ama 2 ombie won the 
Sprint and Drosselmeyer upset the 
Classic to tie Bailey. 

Whew. 

This year. Smith allowed nature to take 
its course, staying out of the way as Royal 
Delta broke sharply to take the Ladies’ 
Classic by the scruff 

‘‘She caught a flyer, for her, she usu¬ 
ally doesn’t get away that well, she broke 
so well that I just took advantage of it. 
Because she’s got such a brilliant stride, I 
wanted to use it,” Smith said. “I thought, 
‘Either I’m going to be a hero or this ain’t 
going to be too good.’ She’s so talented, 
she pulled it off I’m in awe of her. These 
horses are talented, man, a lot of times 
you’ve got to let them do what they do 
best and stay out of the way.” 

Like Clemons to Springsteen, Dundee 
to All, hot fudge to vanilla. Smith has 
mastered staying out of the way. Born 
to be a jockey, he rides out of the pad- 
dock with the knot of the reins in his 
lap, his feet kicked out of the stirrups-a 
long, tight touch. He’s combined natu¬ 
ral instincts and learned pragmatism to 
become the all-time leader. His career has 
come full circle, the go-to rider for HaU 
of Famer BUI Mott early and late. 

The record is his. It can’t last forever, 
as the Breeders’ Cup has gone from a 
seven-race delicacy to a 15-race aU-you- 
can-eat buffet, but for now. Smith is the 
greatest in the history of the Breeders’ 
Cup. 

“It’s a huge honor, the Breeders’ Cup 
means so much to me,” Smith said. “To 
be on top, I feel tike Mr. Breeders’ Cup, I 
kind of tike that.” 

Read over the list again, let the names, 
the performances, the moments dance- 
Lure, Inside Information, Skip Away, 
Ajina, A 2 eri, Zenyatta, Royal Delta. . . 

“There’s nothing tike it, what a feeling, 
just to be involved in a Breeders’ Cup is 
special, to win this many is incredible,” 
Smith said. “It aU has to come together 
on these great days tike this. I’m just so 
blessed. I’m not sure a man should be so 
blessed like this.” ^

Newspaperman, racing historian Joe Kelly 
gets the win in remarkable life, career in racing

J oe Kelly stood on the press box balco¬ 
ny at Pimlico Race Course, his favorite 
place of worship outside St. Ignatius 
Catholic Church, and awaited the pro¬ 
cession. Horses moved onto the track in 
cold and windy grayness, and the easy pre¬ 
race banter turned to foaling. 

Joe said his had taken place in 1918, 
February, the year after Man o' War. 

^Wou mrned 70 last month?" 1 asked. 
^Wou go on as if you’re barely through the 
clubhouse turn." 

“I’m farther along than that," Joe said 
that late-winter day in 1988. “But 1 hope 
there’s stiU some ground to cover." 

By any figurative measure, few covered 
as much racetrack ground as Baltimore’s 
Joe Kelly. From his first %2 wager on a 
daffy upstart named Whirlaway, he spent 
the next 70 years as genteel writer, histo¬ 
rian, pioneer, editor, organizer, publicist, 
philosopher and mainstay of the Maryland 
turf 

How vast was his span in deed and 
duration? In 1979, Pimlico presented Joe 
its Old Hilltop Award, a de facto lifetime- 
achievement honor for turf reporting. In 
2000, Joe won it again. 

Pimlico’s stately clubhouse burned. The 
Washington, D.C., International disinte¬ 
grated. Bowie Race Track raced no more. 
And Joe Kelly merrily, graciously, fruitfully 
endured, singularly unimpressed with his 
own accomplishments. 

He remained so vital so long that we 
wondered whether his biological track 
had a finish line. Into his 90s, his mind 
remained as agile, his silvery hair as pres¬ 
ent, his eyes as blue, his cheeks as rosy and 
unwhnkled, his heart as open. 

Then last autumn, a bhnd-side: He’d 
lost his appetite, had a fall. Handed a grim 


diagnosis at 94, he died in the dark of a 
new day, Nov. 26. 

Fifteen months earlier, the Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred had planned a feamre on the 
Laurel Park centennial and asked Joe if 
he felt up to writing a short memoir on 
its once-signamre race, the International. 
Editors wished not to tax him and won¬ 
dered what, if anything, he might deliver 
at 93. The answer arrived as six perfectly 
enchanting essays-on the lavish pre-race 
parties at Washington’s embassies, on a 
cuckoo clock given him by a German- 
based trainer, on the mystique of horses 
and connections from the Soviet Union, 
on his urdikely alliance with track owner 
John D. Schapiro, on his curious dealings 
with actor Mickey Rooney, and on Kelso’s 
three tantahzing International misses 
before his 1964 score. 

One of Joe’s favorites, five-time Horse 
of the Year Kelso twice lugged 136 pounds 
to victory around two turns. Joe, in a sense, 
carried many of us a lot further. 

During my years as president of the 
Maryland Racing Media Association, 1 
managed to excite the group into an utter 
state of apathy, which begat a problem. 
Placement advertisements for the annual 
crabfeast program were funding MRMA’s 
$1,000 scholarship then; someone had to 
sell them. Joe, well into his 70s, singlehand- 
edly served as ad man many years running, 
spending untold hours soliciting sales for a 
nominal commission. 

“I’m glad to do it," he said one year 
after nixing a higher percentage. “It keeps 
me in the game. Know what 1 mean?" 

That was Joe. If he gave you a ride 
somewhere, he’d thank you for getting him 
out of the house. Part Father Flanagan, 
part Father Time. 


Joe’s benevolence had been bubbling a 
half-century or more, since he’d graduated 
Loyola College in 1939. Before he made his 
way to The Baltimore Sun, he spent several 
years doing social work for the city welfare 
department. The goodwill never left him. 

Joe had edited the Loyola newspaper 
and rehshed the challenge of running 
down a story, of distilling and presenting 
the material, of delivering on deadline. 
When the Sun advertised a staff-writing job 
in 1943, Joe winningly applied. 

He began as a general news reporter, 
moved to sports after Snowden Carter 
became sports editor. In the busding, 
smoky press rooms at state racetracks, Joe 
Kelly found his clackety-clack knack. His 
prose, hke his manner, was straightforward 
and unaffected. 

In 1946, Joe covered his first Preakness, 
starring club-footed Triple Crown winner 
Assault. The following April, he chronicled 
the racing debut of a Bull Lea colt who 
fought hard to win a four-horse photo at 
Havre de Grace. Citation was 8-5 that day 
against 10 other 2-year-olds. 

And that fall, four months shy of 30, Joe 
helped document another breakthrough. 
The Sunpapers had conceived local TV 
station WMAR and sought to feature two 
Pimhco races for the city’s first live telecast. 
Joe and fellow Sun scribe Jim McManus 
served as on-air reporters. 

Television, Joe thought then, was a petri 
dish of uncertainty in a newspaper culture. 
So he stayed behind the typewriter while 
McManus went before the camera. . . as 
Jim McKay. 

Joe often laughed at the upshot with 
self-effacing candor. A wiser man, he said, 
would have drawn more from an odd 
encounter in Hutzler’s department store 
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soon after the telecast. A woman on an 
escalator pointed to him excitedly and 
proclaimed, ‘‘I saw you on TV!” Joe spelled 
out the metaphor: She was taking the esca¬ 
lator up, he down. 

Joe was a newspaperman from 1943 
to 1981, absent the four years he spent 
as regional secretary for the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 
Frosty dealings between tracks and horse¬ 
men then, 1951 to ’55, put Joe’s office in 
a parking-lot trailer. It was conducive to 
moving, anyway, which the job required—to 
Pimhco, Laurel, Bowie, Timonium, 
Marlboro, Bel Air, Cumberland, Delaware 
Park, Charles Town, Shenandoah, Water¬ 
ford, Wheeling. Good pay couldn’t quiet 
Joe’s conscience: He was gone too long 
from wife Stew and their children (six in 
aU), a break he had to fix. 

So he put it in park and became racing 
editor, columnist and principal mrf writer 
of The Washington Star for nearly 30 years, 
until the paper folded in 1981. was 63 
and out on the street,” he deadpanned. 

What happened next certified Joe’s fair¬ 
ness, integrity and universal regard. Wise to 
the Sta7^% shutdown. Laurel owner Schapiro 
offered Joe by unsolicited letter a position 
as track pubhcity director. Philosophically, 
this was an oil executive bringing a job to a 
conservationist. 


As a columnist, Joe at times had written 
critically of Laurel and its management. 
But Schapiro had seen truth within the 
barbs and decency within the source. Joe 
took the job. 

The son of a civilian Navy man, Joe 
retained his buoyancy in resdess seas. 
When Frank De Francis and the Manfuso 
brothers bought Laurel in 1984, Joe again 
made it ashore as pubhcity director of 
the Maryland Milhon, teaming anew with 
former colleague and longtime pal McKay. 

In the late ’80s, Laurel and Pimhco 
looked to create a bona fide media guide 
and turned to Joe for historical narratives 
about the tracks and the Preakness. As a 
man, Joe exhibited the quahties his writings 
ascribed to those Triple Crown winners: 
durabihty, heart and class. 

After one such meeting at Laurel, near 
another milestone birthday, I said, ^^Eighty, 
Joe? And you haven’t even cleared the 
backs tretch.” 

‘‘Passed it a good while back,” he said. 
“But I’m still in the hunt.” 

As the Maryland Jockey Club’s histori¬ 
cal consultant, he broadened the job para¬ 
meters through innate goodness. Every 
Preakness and beyond, media types would 
make hke gold diggers to his Pimhco 
office, mining Joe for information, leaving 
richer. 


True to his time, Joe generally wore a 
sports coat and necktie (un-cinched), but 
his style ran deeper. He was dapper in 
character. 

A careful bettor, he savored the cerebral 
challenge of handicapping, approached 
it with a marksman’s eye and a surgeon’s 
disciphne. He kept a ledger detaihng each 
day’s net outcome and honored a monthly 
horseplaying budget. One late-April day at 
Pimhco, he watched races without a trip 
to the window and didn’t dodge why. An 
unusually poor month had taken him to 
the hmit. “Time to wrap up,” he said. 

A win and exacta man who came to 
tame the self-service betting terminals, Joe 
typically tried to beat the favorite, bifocals 
low on his nose as he fathomed program 
data in the Pimhco press box lobby. In 
my 30 years knowing him, I never heard 
Joe raise his voice, even after a bitter pari¬ 
mutuel miss. At worst, he’d peer above his 
glasses and say, “That jock couldn’t find his 
way through the A&P,” meant more as a 
laugh than a knock. 

Joe kept a jockey’s significance in per¬ 
spective, saying a rider controls maybe 
10 percent of a horse’s performance. So 
Eddie Arcaro told him. 

In the spring of 2008, after a long 
winter at Laurel Park, we returned for the 
spring season at Pimhco. First stop: Joe’s 
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Joe Kelly, 94 

The Maryland racing community 
lost one of its most prominent mem¬ 
bers when award-winning journalist 
and racing historian Joseph B. Kelly 
passed away Nov. 26 at Stella Maris 
Rehabilitation and Hospice after a short 
battle with cancer. He was 94. 

A lifelong resident of Baltimore, 

Mr. Kelly covered horse racing for 
nearly 70 years. He began his career 
at The Baltimore Sun in the 1940s 
then moved to the now-defunct The 
Washington Star 'm 1955 where he 
spent the next 26 years covering rac¬ 
ing. He won a national honor from the 
Thoroughbred Racing Association for 
a story about 1968 Kentucky Derby 
winner Dancer’s Image, a Maryland- 
bred and the only Derby winner to be 
disqualified from the top spot because 
of a medication violation discovered in 
a post-race test. 

Mr. Kelly is also the only two- 
time winner of Pimlico’s Old Hilltop 
Award for excellence in horse racing 
coverage, winning in 1979 and 2000. 

He appeared in the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s production, 

The Preakness: An American Classic, 
which aired in July 2000 on WMAR-TV 
and won an Eclipse Award that year for 
local television. 

After retiring from the newspaper 
business, Mr. Kelly worked as a track 
publicist at Laurel Park, became the 
founding publicity director for the 
Maryland Million in 1986 and was 
Pimlico Race Course’s historical con¬ 
sultant until his death. 

Mr. Kelly was the father of 
Jacques, Ellen Cora, Edward Joseph, 
Mary Stewart, Ann Rose and 
Josephine Stewart; his wife of 44 
years, M. Stewart Monaghan, died in 
1993; he is also mourned by his sister, 
Mary Agnes Kelly Evelius; also 
survived by Coard Simpler, Robert 
Hughes, Christopher Whaley and 
Thomas O’Rourke.

office. He was typing, bright and vigorous 
as ever. 

^^ou turned 90,” I said, ^‘and you’re 
barely on the far turn.” 

^‘More hke deep stretch,” he said. ‘‘But 
Fm still scrapping.” 

Even last spring, Joe regularly drove 
himself to Pimhco to do research, play 
horses, hobnob with friends, tab the indus¬ 
try pulse. Using a walking stick more for 
prop than need, he remained a giving, 
mobile repository of racing lore. 

Last summer, Joe wrote a letter to a 
man he’d never met: MJC chairman Frank 
Stronach. More precisely, Joe dictated the 
memo to Pimhco office manager Ruth 
Picarello. It read in part: 

Belatedly, Congratulations to you and 
your team which accomplished the reward¬ 
ing job, the two day Thoroughbred show, 
perhaps the best ever at Pimlico. In my long 
experience which goes back to 1946, it was 
the most beautifully presented Preakness. 

With the landscaping, new trees, and 
flowers, Pimlico never looked more attrac¬ 
tive, particular^ on national TV. The 
track at age 142 looked like a showplace 
of Thoroughbred racing. It was like the 
racing stars of the past were making a 
guest appearance. 


I believe Pimlico, despite its age, has a 
promising future. It remains a promoters 
dream, with its authentic historical back¬ 
ground, located in a big league city where 
the US. National Anthem was created. I 
might be prejudiced but I would not trade 
Pimlico for any track in America. . . 

In Maryland racing’s dusky times, Joe 
Kehy cast a big, bright hght. 

As the consummate team player, he 
couldn’t help it, even late in his illness. 
When MJC communications director Mike 
Gathagan phoned the man he and others 
reverently called “Mr. Kelly,” Joe steered 
the conversation to more pressing matters. 
Joe asked Gathagan to look after the racing 
artifacts in his Pimhco office “to make sure 
they don’t faU into the wrong hands.” 

By then, doctors had given him the hard 
news, and stih he sought not to burden 
anyone. In my last conversation with Joe, 
he didn’t mention cancer; instead, he spoke 
the language born on that Pimhco balcony 
24 years before. 

“You’ve stih got the whole homestretch 
ahead of you,” I told him. 

“Well, the doctor gave it to me straight,” 
he said, “but I’m looking up. I’m looking 
up, and I can see the wire.” ^

Former champion DeclaFs Moon part 
of retired racehorse projecfs 2013 challenge

T he mission of the Retired Racehorse 
Training Project is fairly simple. At 
the same time the mission of the 
Retired Racehorse Training Project is fairly 
difficult. 

Such contradictions should not come 
as a surprise to anyone with even a passing 
investment or interest in the horse world, 
and particularly to anyone with knowledge 
of the world of retired Thoroughbreds. 

The simple part of the RRTP comes 
directiy from the organi 2 ation’s mission 
statement. As a recogni 2 ed 501(c)(3) char¬ 
ity, the program is designed to ‘‘increase 
demand for Thoroughbred ex-racehorses.” 
It is difficult because, the way RRTP 
founder and president Steuart Pittman 
sees things, overcoming years of atrophied 
beliefs about the value of ex-racehorses as 
sport horses is quite the challenge. 

“Our mission is to increase demand 
for Thoroughbreds off the track,” said 
Pittman, a lifelong equestrian with a back¬ 
ground in eventing and owner of Dodon 
Farm in DavidsonviUe, Md. “The way we 
go about that is to first figure out what the 
problem is. In our view there is not enough 
demand to keep up with supply. So we 
have to increase demand. Thafs in the rec¬ 
reational and sport horse world. WeVe had 
to come up with creative ways to inspire 
those people.” 

One way Pittman and RRTP hopes will 
do just that is the 100-Day Challenge, a

program modeled after 100-day stallion 
testing for Warmbloods that will see four 
retired Thoroughbreds put through a train¬ 
ing regimen before they are evaluated on 
their suitabihty as sport horses. 

The horses wiU be evaluated on jump¬ 
ing, conformation, movement and train- 
ability, and Pittman said the challenge will 
focus primarily on the horses' characteris¬ 
tics and abilities. The challenge started the 
first week of December and the horses will 
be judged at the Pennsylvania Horse World 
Expo in late February, not quite 100 days 
but close enough. 

The challenge follows RRTP's original 
Trainer Challenge, which was staged in 
2012 and focused more on trainers than 
horses. 

‘We thought this would be a fun way 
to do it," Pittman said of the 2013 version. 
“The scary part was finding good horses; 
you don't want to end up with bad horses. 
We just got lucky. Not only do we have 
four fantastic horses from four great farms 
to participate, but each has a story that is 
typical but different." 

The difference in the competition this 
time around is fairly significant, with four 
horses representing major Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred farms-Country Life, 
Sagamore, Walnut Green and Northview 
Stallion Station-and aU to be trained by 


Pittman and his staff at Dodon. The 
variety in the sample of horses might be 
as close to perfect as one might assemble. 

The group features a champion-and 
not a state-bred version, a bona fide 
Eclipse Award winner—along with a mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner who banked more than 
$600,000 the hard way, a one-time winner 
who never raced out of claiming company 
in his 10 starts before retiring with earnings 
of just over $12,000, and a filly described 
as “gorgeous with a petite head, magnifi¬ 
cent tophne," but no desire to race. 

Meet The Cast 

Declan's Moon, undefeated champion 
2-year-old male of 2004, is easily the head- 
hner and represents Country Life Farm 
and Samantha Siegel's Jay Em Ess Stable. 
The 11 -year-old Maryland-bred gelding by 
Malibu Moon was retired after his 6-year- 
old season. 

Before Declan's Moon was returned 
by Siegel to his native state, he went 
through a career frequently derailed by nig¬ 
gling injuries after a brilliant juvenile cam¬ 
paign that earned him his Eclipse Award. 
Declan's Moon won all four of his starts 
at 2, including the important Hollywood 
Futurity-Gl that clinched the title the same 
year the Breeders' Cup Juvenile-Gl pro¬ 
duced the longshot and European-based 


winner Wilko, who finished third in the 
Hollywood Futurity. The early favorite for 
the Kentucky Derby-Gl, Declan's Moon 
suffered a knee injury after winning the 
Santa Catahna Stakes-G2 in his sophomore 
debut and missed the spring classics. Beset 
again with a cannon bone fracture in the 
fall of his 3-year-old campaign. Declan's 
Moon never regained his championship 
form and won only once in his final 13 
career starts. 

Declan's Moon's entry into the 100- 
Day Challenge came with an enthusiastic 
endorsement from Siegel after she was 
contacted by Country Life's Josh Pons. 

“When the horse first retired here in 
2008, we rode him around the farm," Pons 
said. “He's very spirited, just this sort of 
alpha personality. He would be the surviv¬ 
ing stud if he had testicles out there in the 
wild getting chased by Hons and tigers. And 
to ride him you'd have to get tied on, and 
he was just a little more than some of us 
old duffers around here were comfortable 
with." 

Pons kept looking at Declan's Moon, 
part of the turnout gang at Country Life's 
training operation Merryland Farm, and 
thinking there had to be more in his fumre. 

“I'm sorry horse, you just need to do 
something," Pons would say to the dark 
bay gelding while passing the field.

like 16.2, a little on the lean side, 
just an elegant mover,” Pons said. ‘‘Pd seen 
Steuart at the Maryland Million, he came to 
the box and talked about what he was doing. 
I just thought if Samantha said yes, maybe 
let him be the headliner, it would really get 
some attention to the cause. I guarantee 
the horse is loving it. He craves attention 
and loves the work. He's a smart horse.” 

On the opposite end of the spectrum 
comes Gunport, a 4-year-old Mi 22 en Mast 
fiUy who showed 2 ero interest in racing for 
her connections in her lone start last sum¬ 
mer at Colonial Downs. Bred in Maryland 
and owned by Kevin Plank's Sagamore 
Farm, the gray filly raced at or near the 
back of a field of lower-level maiden 
claimers sprinting on the turf before fin¬ 
ishing last of 11 as the third choice in the 
large field. 

Despite that less-than-inspiring perfor¬ 
mance, she is described as the ‘‘beauty 
queen” of the challenge and just might be 
able to carry on the recent traditions of 
females toppling their male counterparts in 
equine competitions. 

“She didn't show any affinity for run¬ 
ning,” said Tom MuUikin, general manager 
at Sagamore. “Her first two dams threw 


some decent runners, but nothing great 
and it wasn't a black-type kind of family, 
so we weren't going to breed her mainly 
because we're trying to compete at a cer¬ 
tain level. We actually had her turned out 
with weanlings as sort of a babysitter. She's 
a gray and attractive enough, and seems 
to have a friendly disposition. So we said, 
‘Why not?' We thought we'd see if she 
wants to do something else with her life. It 
just seemed like the right thing to do.” 

Sagamore might have another good 
candidate for anything Pittman might 
come up with for 2014 in Winning Drive, 
the operation's first stakes winner who 
descended down the claiming ranks into 
the $4,000 level at Penn National before he 
wound up back on the farm. Mullikin said 
he actually considered Winning Drive, who 
won 10 of 39 starts and earned $327,885, 
but the Golden Missile gelding stiU needed 
time to let down and recuperate after his 
career ended in late November. 

“That's another horse with a great mind, 
just a nice horse to be around,” Mullikin 
said. “He could make a nice hunter/ 
jumper or a fox hunter. Who knows if he 
wants to jump. We can't save them aU, but 
the ones we have at the farm at least we 


can do the best we can. I believe in karma, 
and the more reserves we can have in good 
karma spirit the better.” 

Suave Ja 22 fits in the middle and per¬ 
haps more toward the top after a career 
that saw him win two stakes, capture 17 
races overall and twice place in graded 
stakes among 70 lifetime starts. 

Trained for a large chunk of his career 
by Tony Du trow. Suave Ja22 earned 
$651,062, but ended his career in $4,000 
claiming company at Suffolk Downs. 
Dutrow always considered him a favorite 
so when the time came for his retirement 
the conditioner took him back. Dutrow 
is a parmer in Walnut Green with veteran 
bloodstock agent and former trainer Mark 
Reid, who said the 10-year-old bay Florida- 
bred might not be “the prettiest horse, but 
he's a good mover.” 

Northview will be represented by famil¬ 
iar bloodlines in Alluring Punch, a 4-year- 
old gelding by Two Punch who earned 
$12,290 after winning just once in 10 starts. 

Alluring Punch was bred in Maryland 
by Barbara Ryan and raced exclusively at 
Charles Town by her brother Dan Ryan in 
the name of his Smart Angle. The Ryans 
are the children of Eleanor Ryan, who 
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bred and raced Two Punch and later stood 
the hugely successful Mr. Prospector stal¬ 
lion at Northview. After getting Alluring 
Punch back from her brother, Barbara 
Ryan contacted Northview, which was 
interested in sponsoring the gelding as a 
tribute to his late sire. 

^We’re so tied into Two Punch, of 
course my mother also raced his dam. 
Heavenly Cause, who was a 2-year-old 
champion,’’ said Ryan, who is no lon¬ 
ger involved in the breeding business but 
maintains her riding and lesson operation 
Thunderhill Farm in Myersville, Md. ‘‘So I 
called Northview and asked if they wanted 
to help co-sponsor, get some free pubhcity, 
and have some fun. Thankfully they said yes. 

“It’s a great idea, and I hope he gets 
a lot of publicity. We’re in it to win, but 
those two older horses are going to be 
tough. They’re so athletic and rightfully 
so, they had long careers and earned a lot 
of money. But you never know. [Alluring 
Punch] is a big, good looking horse. Maybe 
he wanted to be a jumper all along.” 

Follow Along at Home 

The 100-Day Challenge is quite a bit 
longer than the initial Trainer Challenge, 
which feamred three off-the-track Thor¬ 
oughbreds who were picked out by train¬ 
ers at the Maryland Horse World Expo 
in January, worked for five weeks, then 
returned to show their progress during the 
Pennsylvania Horse World Expo. 

The event was considered a success, so 
Pittman took things a step further. 

“We’ve got the old campaigner who 
has run a lot of races but is stiU sound, 
a young horse who didn’t want to run, a 
typical horse who retires at the end of their 
3-year-old year, ran a bunch but didn’t do 
much, and of course Declan’s Moon, who 
not only won an Echpse Award but was 
turned out for five years,” Pittman said. 
“A lot of people want to know how that 
is going to go, putting him back to work.” 

The first rides by the four participants 
were recorded and the videos placed on 
the RRTP’s YouTube channel so those 
interested could track their progress. Other 
unique aspects to the challenge will allow 
tracking on the RRTP website and on the 
organization’s Facebook page. 

Pittman plans to include additional 
videos as the challenge goes on, and when 
the 100 days are up three of the partici¬ 
pants will be offered for sale. Declan’s 
Moon win not be offered, but Pons said 
Siegel might consider a lease arrangement 
for the champion. 

AH in aU the challenge follows the mis¬ 
sion of the RRTP, which Pittman launched 


just two years ago as a way to give back to 
retired racehorses who “gave me my career 
as a rider and trainer.” 

Pittman, who makes a clear point to 
state that the RRTP is not a horse rescue, 
said United States Equestrian Federation 
statistics he was able to dig up showed that 
40 years ago 40 percent of show horses 
were Thoroughbreds compared to just 10 
percent now. 

“Back in the 1970s every show hunter 
was a Thoroughbred, jumpers were Thor¬ 
oughbreds,” Pittman said. “Now you rarely 
find upper-level dressage horses that are 
Thoroughbreds. In eventing they are still 
the dominating breed, but there are other 
breeds as well and they are gaining [in 
popularity]. 


“But there are people who want Thor¬ 
oughbreds and want to bring them back. 
It’s probably a problem of marketing more 
than anything, being out-promoted by the 
other breed registries.” 

Challenge Made Public

Thoroughbreds For All 


T he Retired Racehorse Training 
Project initiated two other events 
besides its challenge competitions 
that got the attention of the greater horse 
world. 

The first Thoroughbreds For All! 
events were held at West Wind Farm in 
Lexington, Ky, in late April and in late 
October at Fair Hill, Md. The Kentucky 
event featured nearly 300 attendees and 
Pittman said the latter was a success 
despite attendance being somewhat limit¬ 
ed with Hurricane Sandy barreling down 
on the area. 

The Thoroughbreds For AU! events 
feature educational seminars about racing 
and training off-the-track Thoroughbreds 
and provide a marketplace for buying 
oppormnities. The educational portion 
at Fair HUl included a panel discussion 
featuring Dr. Kathy Anderson, from the 
Equine Veterinary Care facility on the 
Fair HUl Training Center grounds, and 
other veterinarians from the University 
of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton Center. 

The marketplace portion featured 
about 30 retired racehorses shown to 
the group of nearly 70 that attended 
the events. Pittman said some horses 
changed hands as a result of the showing. 

“Some were even sold beforehand,” 
he said. “We don’t know the actual num¬ 
ber sold since it wasn’t an auction where 
you sell them on the spot. Everybody 
that brought horses was pretty pleased 
though. And without the hurricane the 
whole event would have been much bet¬ 
ter.” 


The event in Kentucky, staged not 
far from the Kenmcky Horse Park and 
right after the conclusion of the popu¬ 
lar Rolex Three-Day Event there was a 
ticketed event, while the Fair PlUl event 
was open to the public. The Fair HUl 
event was held the day before the Fair 
HiU Thoroughbred horse show From 
Furlongs to Fences. The site was a good 
venue for the program, but Pittman sees 
even bigger options. 

Staging an event at a racetrack is 
one possibility and Pittman made some 
inroads during the University of Arizona 
Race Track Industry Program’s annual 
Symposium on Racingin early December. 

Pittman was a speaker during the 
event in Tucson on a panel titled “Back in 
Fashion: How Tracks and Horsemen Can 
Benefit from the Renewed Interest in 
Thoroughbreds.” Georganne Hale, direc¬ 
tor of racing for the Maryland Jockey 
Club, was also on the panel and she and 
Pittman met afterward to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of an RRTP event at an MJC track 
in the future. 

“We’re not planning anything right 
now, but I talked to people from four 
different tracks that are interested in 
the idea,” Pittman said. “This is not a 
completely new idea. Finger Lakes has 
an annual showcase of horses at the end 
of their meet they do with the folks from 
CANTER, and people bring their horses 
to the paddock and some of them wind 
up getting sold. We want to do something 
like that, but we want it more focused on 
education.”

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Big win bji brother pushes filly to top ofi December sale

T hey say timing is everything. 

For the sales-topper at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December Mixed 
sale Dec. 3 in Timonium, Md., the timing 
was perfect. Eight days before Hip 156, 
a weanling fiUy by Read the Footnotes, 
walked through the ring, her 3-year-old 
half-brother Unbridled Command bol¬ 
stered her page by winning the Grade 1 
Hollywood Derby. Trained by Tom Bush 
for Lewis Lakin, the colt increased his 
career earnings to $469,040 with his fifth 
consecutive win and first Grade 1 score. 

The win helped propel his half-sister 
to the $100,000 threshold, the only time 
it was achieved, at the December sale. 
Purchased by Mike McMahon and Jamie 
HiU for Vivien Malloy’s Edition Farm, 
the New York-bred filly doubled the next 
highest purchase. 

Owned by Rhapsody Farm and Jon 
Davis and consigned by Rhapsody and 
Hidden Lake Farm, the gray filly stood out 
on paper, as her family includes Grade 1 - 
winning millionaire Manistique. A two-time 
breeder of the year in New York, Malloy 
wiU keep her options open with the fiUy 
‘‘She’s a very nice filly and we’re very 
hopeful that the half-brother will be a seri¬ 
ous horse in 2013,” said McMahon. “Mrs. 
Malloy’s intention is that if he is, we will 
offer her at a sale next summer, possibly 
Saratoga Select but maybe even as a 2-year- 
old. She has plenty of page and so we may 
even consider a long-term plan with her.” 

/K $100,000 Read the Footnotes weanling filly, 
a New York-bred half-sister to Grade 1 winner 
Unbridled Command, topped the sale. 
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Unbridled Command has certainly 
done his part. Bred by Lakin and Sequel 
Thoroughbreds, the gray New York-bred 
son of Master Command launched a 
stakes-winning streak in Saratoga’s Grade 3 
Saranac, followed by scores in the Mohawk 
Stakes and Hollywood Derby When Bush 
told Lakin he wanted to try the Saranac, the 
owner tried to talk sense into his trainer. 

“I told him I really wanted to take a shot 
in the Saranac and there was a long pause,” 
Bush said. ‘‘Finally, he says, ‘Take two aspi¬ 
rin and sleep on it. Let me know how you 
feel when you wake up.’ ” 

Bush felt good enough to upset the turf 
stakes and Unbridled Command leapt to 
the top of the 3-year-old turf division. For 
the sale, the update was crucial. 

“It was nice to get the big update 
the week prior with regard to the half 
to Unbridled Command,” Fasig-Tipton’s 
Paget Bennett said. “Elaine Peck from 
Rhapsody Farm has had good luck bring¬ 
ing weanlings to the Midlantic sales and 
she stayed with her original plan, even 
after the huge update, and had a successful 
outcome in selling to a New York farm.” 

Weanlings led the way, producing the 
sales-topper and three final bids of $50,000. 
The 2-year-old fiUy La La’s Cookin pro¬ 
duced the only other $50,000 bid. Highest- 
priced mare was Solar Powered (in foal to 
Jump Start), who attracted $30,000 from 
Tom Keithley. The Landenberg, Pa., resi¬ 
dent bought 11 horses, including a colt by 
Warrior’s Reward and a filly by Successful 
Appeal for $50,000 each. 

Keithley is relatively new to the buy¬ 
ers’ list, but he’s building a stable through 
the sales ring and Mid-Atlantic connec¬ 
tions such as West Point Thoroughbreds 
(they bought now 3-year-old filly Flashy 
Gray together for $775,000 at Keeneland 


November). Most of Keithley’s horses 
have yet to run, with just-turned 2-year- 
olds at Kip Riser’s Kirkwood Stable in 
South Carolina, and yearlings at Margaux 
Farm in Kenmcky. 

“We’re just getting started, my oldest 
class of horses are yearlings (of 2012),” 
he said. “We would hope that come late 
(2013), we would start to see some of them 
on the track, if they’re mature enough as 
2-year-olds. If not, then the following year. 
The goal is to have half a do 2 en in each 
class that we feel are allowance quality 
or better. We would run regionally in the 
northeast; if we feel that a horse is good 
enough, we would run nationally.” 

In all, 140 horses sold from 195 offered 
for $1,150,200. The average price was 
$8,216 while the median was $4,000. 

Consignor Sally Thomas enjoyed a 
strong showing, producing two of the 
top five, including a Virginia-bred colt 
by Warrior’s Reward. Bred by Carolyn 
Nicewonder Beverly, he is a half-brother to 
stakes winner Que Paso. Thomas also sold 
a colt by Bluegrass Cat for $50,000 to Ken 
and Sarah Ramsey. 

Consignor Bill Reighder produced 
three of the top 10, including a $50,000 
exchange of La La’s Cookin to Foxtale 
Farm. An addendum to the sale, the juve¬ 
nile filly was the last horse through the 
ring. Owned by Robert Hall, the daughter 
of Harlan’s Hohday had a third in three 
starts at Charles Town last fall, but the half- 
sister to Grade 1 winner Outofthebox was 
another with a recent update-she is a half- 
sister to the dam of Demoiselle Stakes-G2 
winner Unlimited Budget. 

Sales numbers were off from 2011 when 
260 horses sold for a total of $3,739,350. 
That sale was bolstered by the dispersal of 
Flying Zee Stable, however. 



Solar Powered, in foal to Jump Start, led 
the broodmare market at $30,000. 


“I don’t think it’s fair to compare it to 
2011, last year we had the dispersal for 
Flying Zee, which was over 100 horses, that 
obviously provided a huge boost to the 
previous year’s average,” Bennett said. “The 
mare market continued to be the toughest 
sell but it was nice to see new buyers in the 
Midlantic market. Hopefully we’U begin to 
see increases in our numbers with Maryland 
racing getting sorted out and the con¬ 
tinuation of the strong purses in neighbor¬ 
ing states. Midlantic is a good market.” ^

Chasing About 


A Grand Finale 

Demonstrative closes jump season 
with powerhouse Colonial Cup score 


D emonstrative won twice at Saratoga, 
including a Grade 1. Pierrot Lunaire 
won Grade 1 starts in September and 
October. The only thing left, in the race for 
the steeplechase championship, was the 
Colonial Cup. 

The late-season goal of top steeple¬ 
chasers since 1970, the race has deter¬ 
mined champions from Top Bid to Zaccio 
to Flatterer to McDymamo to Good Night 
Shirt. The great race didn't get the chance 
in 2012. 

Pierrot Lunaire, the earnings title 
locked safely away, skipped the finale. The 
move was probably smart as the connec¬ 
tions eyed an Eclipse Award (he'd beaten 
Demonstrative in the Grand National- 


NSAl at Far Hills a month earlier) and a 
2013 campaign, but it left plenty wonder¬ 
ing what might have been. 

Especially when Demonstrative deliv¬ 
ered the performance of the year in the 
2%-mile Colonial Cup, the $100,000 fea¬ 
ture on the season's finale Nov. 17 at 
Springdale Race Course in Camden, S.C. 

Owned by Virginian Jacqueline Ohr- 
strom. Demonstrative charged from last of 
nine at the final fence to win by a length for 
trainer Richard Valentine. Matt McCarron 
rode the son of Elusive Quality, who 
needed 5:15.80 to edge Divine Fortune, 
with Alajmal third. 

The victory erased a frustrating second 
half of the season for Valentine and his 


horse. After Demonstrative won the New 
York Turf Writers Cup-NSAl at Saratoga 
in August, the trainer drew up a plan that 
included the Lonesome Glory-NSAl at 
Belmont Park in September, bypassed the 
Grand National because of the course's 
normally soft turf and finished at the 
Colonial Cup. 

You know what they say about plans. 

Favored in the paddock for the Lone¬ 
some Glory, Valentine scratched his stable 
star when jockey Robbie Walsh was injured 
a race earlier. As Demonstrative went back 
to the barn, Pierrot Lunaire upset the 
Lonesome Glory in a gutsy photo-finish 
over Spy in the Sky. Valentine changed 
course and aimed for the Grand National, 
where lashing rain the day before left the 
course soft and favoring the European- 
raced Pierrot Lunaire-who delivered 
another victory. Demonstrative finished a 
good fourth behind the winner, gallant but 
defeated. 

From there, attention turned to Spring- 
dale. The course, the distance, the history 
all pointed to a rematch. Winner take all in 
terms of reputation, honor, spoils. Then 
Pierrot Lunaire stayed home.

Demonstrative more than did his part 
in a field that included every other stakes 
player of 2012—Grade 1 winner Spy in the 
Sky the always-in-the-mix Divine Fortune, 
2010 champion Slip Away, novice upstart 
Alajmal, gritty veteran Decoy Daddy (Ire), 
consistent Irish import Charminster (Ire). 

Predictably, Slip Away set the pace, 
followed by Divine Fortune and Decoy 
Daddy A closer. Demonstrative started 
comfortably and was last going to the first 
fence. His jumping, combined with a slow 
pace up front, shortly put him into the 
race and he was fourth coming under the 
wire with a fuU, 2-mile lap to go on the 
vast Springdale course. McCarron, looking 
more like an exercise rider on a morning 
beast, leaned against his horse-feet for¬ 
ward, shoulders hunched, back bent. 

“I didn’t want to be out the back and 
we were close enough over the first couple, 
but he jumped his way up into the race,” 
said McCarron. ‘‘The next thing I know 
Fm fourth or fifth and he’s tanking. Now 
I’m absolutely panicking.” 

Not that it looked like it. Convinced 
that being close at that stage would com¬ 
promise his horse’s chances late, McCarron 
sat there and hoped the others would 
introduce more speed. As the field turned 
to face the long Springdale backside, he 
got his wish. The pace quickened and 
Demonstrative backed off-dropping 
through the field to last of 10. In the 
stands, Valentine and the rest wondered if 
the position change was by design or if -at 
the end of a long season-the horse was 
surrendering. 

“He was strong early,” said Valentine. 
“He can do that, but you don’t want him to 
be; that’s not how he runs his best. Going 
down the back when he dropped back I 
thought that was it. It’s been a long year, 
everyone’s done a great job, but he wasn’t 
going to win. You don’t get detached, 10 
lengths out of it, even when there’s that 
much ground left in the race.” 

On board, McCarron could read Valen¬ 
tine’s mind but knew it was the only 
chance. 

“If I want any turn of foot I can’t go 
with them now,” the jockey told himself. 

Last on the inside. Demonstrative kept 
jumping and stayed close enough to pro¬ 
vide hope. He’d lost his position, but not 
his chance, and proved it in the stretch. 
StiU inside and behind eight horses com¬ 
ing to the final fence, McCarron angled 
his horse wide-clearing heels and opening 
space-and gunned. Demonstrative filled 


the bridle, attacked that final fence and 
went after them all. He passed Alajmal, Jack 
Cool (Ire), Spy in the Sky, Charminster and 
Wild for Gold in the air, got Decoy Daddy 
and Slip Away in the first few strides 
after the fence, then surged past Divine 
Fortune-game but second-best again - in 
the final yards. 

For McCarron, the race was a fitting end 
to a 21-season career as a jump jockey. The 
two-time champion picked up the mount 
when Walsh was injured in September, and 
put up a performance worthy of his uncle 
Chris and father Gregg-getting his horse 
to back off the pace, then producing him 
when it mattered in the final furlong. 

“I wasn’t sure I was going to get there 
after the last, but thankfully it’s a long run 
to the wire,” the jockey said. “He’s got 
some engine in him. What a horse.” 

Afterward, Valentine felt like he’d swal¬ 
lowed a still spinning yo-yo. 

“I was so nervous beforehand and 
watching it,” he said. “I was very con¬ 
cerned when Matt went so dramatically to 
the outside to make a run. I thought he 
broke down or something went wrong. I 
didn’t think he would get there and then 


when he did and went past with his ears 
pricked, it just tells you how special a horse 
he is. He is a phenomenal horse. 

“It was fun to watch... no it wasn’t,” he 
continued. “It was awful to watch. The end 
was fun to watch, the rest. . .” 

The Colonial Cup decision left the 
Eclipse Award in the hands of the voters. 
Pierrot Lunaire led Demonstrative in the 
earnings race ($253,000 to $209,000) and 
finished in front of him in their only two 
meetings. Demonstrative won one more 
race, and dehvered when he had to in the 
Colonial Cup. 

NOVEMBER STORY 

The final month of the season included 
just five racing days, but plenty of action. 

■ Also at the Colonial Cup meet, 
Kinross Farm’s More Tea Vicar won the 
$25,000 Raymond Woolfe Memorial Stakes 
for 3-year-olds. The victory clinched the 
season championship and shined a spot¬ 
light on a fighter of a horse. The chesmut 
son of Congaree and the Lear Fan mare 
Monday’s Child was born in a field at 
Kinross—30 days early and aU but dead.

Revived with CPR by trainer Neil Morris 
and assistant Chhs Read, the foal lived, and 
grew into a racehorse. Not quick enough 
to be competitive on the flat at Colonial 
Downs last summer, the Virginia-bred fin¬ 
ished with a win and two seconds in three 
jump starts. 

At Camden, he went to the front under 
Bernie Dalton and made the lead stand up 
for a 1%-length win. Afterward, Morris 
couldn’t help thinking about the day More 
Tea Vicar was born and the horse’s path. 

“I remember thinking we’d saved the 
foal, he could be a horse on the farm,” the 
trainer said. ‘‘Nobody thought he would 
amount to anything. He was here, always 
kind of the bridesmaid, the extra horse. 
He’s been fun to take to the races, it’s 
meant a lot to us.” 

■ At the Montpelier races Nov. 3 in 
Virginia, Valentine and McCarron teamed 
up to win the $35,000 Noel Laing with 
Augustin Stable’s Rainiero (Chi). Tough 


to handle in claimers and starters over the 
past two seasons, the veteran picked up 
a stakes win with a powerful late charge 
to get past two-time race victor Decoy 
Daddy and win by 6 lengths. McCarron 
and the veteran son of African Dancer 
have made quite a team with four wins and 
a third in five starts together over the past 
two seasons going into the Laing. They 
added another win and were second in the 
final ride of McCarron’s career in a starter 
allowance at Camden. 

“I’ve had Greek Hero and some oth¬ 
ers I’ve won more races on, but I’ve 
never had success like I have with him,” 
said McCarron. “He produces every single 
time.” 

■ Carded the same day as Montpelier, 
Georgia’s Callaway Gardens meet hosted 
small fields for a five-race card. The fea¬ 
tured $50,000 AFLAC Supreme Novice 
Hurdle lured just three, but showcased a 
potential star in Dahoud (NZ) for owner 


Gill Johnston, trainer Jack Fisher and 
jockey Ross Geraghty. A maiden winner 
at Far HiUs two weeks earlier, Dahoud 
improved to 2-for-3 with another power¬ 
ful score-advancing from third to defeat 
Brave Prospect by 2% lengths. 

Johnston bought the now 7-year-old as 
a flat prospect through bloodstock agent 
Denny Boultinghouse, and Dahoud raced 
in California with trainer Jerry Hollen- 
dorfer-winning allowances at Santa Anita 
and Hollywood Park and placing in the 
Grade 3 Cougar II Handicap at Del Mar. 

“He’s bought New Zealand horses for 
a long time. I’m not quite sure how I got 
hooked up with him in the first place but 
somewhere along the line in my flat racing 
career, which is very limited, I got hooked 
up with him,” Johnston said. “Dahoud is 
like (former steeplechaser) Swagger Stick, 
Jack saw him running and said ‘When he 
comes East, he’s going in my barn.’” 

■ Callaway’s $40,000 Crown Royal 
Stakes for fillies and mares went to 
Magalen Bryant’s veteran Well Fashioned. 
The daughter of Co 22 ene exited a fall at 
Far HiUs to produce a quality effort under 
James Slater in her 5-year-old finale, kick¬ 
ing away from the field in the stretch and 
winning by a length over LiUehammer 

^ with Cordillera (GB) third. Well Fashioned 
^ hadn’t won since the race’s 2011 running. 

I Trainer Doug Fout said his mare 
deserved one. 

“rU never go back to Far HiUs with her,” 
Fout said of the normally soft ground at 
the New Jersey meet. “She loves Callaway, 
rock hard, turning the whole time, that’s 
what she Ukes. It’s a horse for course. She 
Ukes it fast, lean and mean.” 

■ Marylander WaUy Pinkard enjoyed 
a timber stakes win at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup by Won Wild Bird, who thrived 
at the slow pace and precision jumping for 
trainer Regina Welsh. Ridden by Roddy 
Macken 2 ie, the now 11-year-old mare got 
away from Sand Box Rules at the last fence 
and won by AVa lengths in the 4-mile classic 
worth $35,000 Nov. 4. 

Bred in Florida by Anne Haynes, Won 
WUd Bird has phed her trade for years with 
38 jump starts (plus 20 more in National 
Steeplechase Association flat races and 
point-to-points). She came in to the Hunt 
Cup off two duU starts last fall, though 
Welsh was thinking positively. 

“Being a small stable and training by 
yourself, it’s hard to judge how fit they are,” 
said the trainer. “At Genesee she was very 
game and I thought she could do 4 miles. 
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even if she hadn’t done it successfully 
before. The Pennsylvania Hunt Cup was 
always the goal.” 

The old, gray mare obliged-jumping 
well and putting her experience to good 
use. She joined 1970s star Perfect Cast as 
the only mares to win the historic race (to the 
best of any researcher’s capabilities anyway). 

REGIONAL-BRED 

ROUNDUP 

New Jersey-bred Nondo won a $20,000 
open timber at the Colonial Cup for 


Sportsmans HaU and trainer Alicia Murphy. 
Bred by VaUee Gughehni, the son of 
Private Interview raced on the flat with 
trainer Alan Iwinski before Murphy bought 
him as a timber prospect as a 6-year-old in 
2011. Nondo’s sire is also responsible for 
Private Attack, who won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup for Murphy and Sportsman’s 
HaU. . . Virginia-bred Searubyrun scored a 
maiden hurdle win at Montpeher for 
Rebecca Sheppard and trainer Lilith 
Boucher. . . Pennsylvania-bred stakes-win- 
ning hurdler Nationbuilder won a maiden 


timber at CaUaway Gardens for owner BUI 
Pape and trainer Jonathan Sheppard. . . 
Maryland-bred Foyle graduated the maiden 
timber ranks at the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup 
for Merriefield Farm and trainer Dawn 
Williams. The son of Yarrow Brae was 
bred by Mrs. C. Frank Hopkins. . . No 
horse tried harder than Divine Fortune in 
2012. The Pennsylvania-bred won just 
once, but finished second in three Grade 1 
stakes-the Iroquois in May, Grand 
National in October and Colonial Cup in 
November. ^ 


2012 STEEPLECHASE CHAMPIONS 


The 2012 National Steeplechase Association champions pro¬ 
vided a mix of old and new. 

Owner: Pennsylvanian Irv Naylor claimed his third con¬ 
secutive crown with another powerhouse year, even if it paled 
in comparison to his record-setting 2011. Naylor’s horses won 
13 races and earned $449,075, the fifth-highest total of aU-time. 
Stakes winners Via GaUlei (Ire), Blackjack Blues (Ire) and Top 
Man Michael (Ire) led the way. 

Trainer: Marylander Jack Fisher reclaimed the champion¬ 
ship after a break of two years where Jonathan Sheppard and 
Tom Voss won in 2010 and 2011, respectively. Fisher’s stable 
won 16 races, the lowest total (along with Voss in 2011) for a 
champion. Fisher picked up his sixth tide, moving him into eUte 
company with Jonathan Sheppard, Mikey Smithwick, Burley 
Cocks and Sidney Watters Jr. with at least a half-do 2 en tides. 
Sheppard led the earnings Ust with $549,400. 

Jockey: For the sixth consecutive year, the crown went to 
a foreign-born jockey as Irishman Ross Geraghty steered home 
the winners of 17 races to take the top spot. Naylor’s first-call 
jockey won nine for the leading owner, including major scores 
with Via GalUei and Blackjack Blues, but also won five races for 
Fisher and won at Saratoga for HaU of Famer Janet ElUot. Older 
brother of top Irish jockey Barry, Ross rode his first American 
race in 2009. 

Horse: Mary Ann Houghland’s Pierrot Lunaire claimed 
the Lonesome Glory Champions Award with $253,000 to 
lead aU steeplechasers. The Kentucky-bred won two Grade 1 
stakes - the Lonesome Glory at Belmont Park in September and 
the Grand National at Far HiUs in October-for trainer Blythe 
MiUer Davies. The son of War Chant hadn’t won a race since the 
Iroquois in May 2009. 

Timber Horse: Maryland-bred Incomplete went 3-for-3 
on the season to pUe up $84,000 and claim the pri 2 e for owner 
Bob Kinsley and trainer Ann Stewart. The son of Press Card 
won the My Lady’s Manor, Virginia Gold Cup and National 
Sporting Library Chronicle Cup. 

Novice: Alajmal, bred in Kentucky but purchased as a 
2-year-old in England in 2010 by trainer Janet EUiot, led first- 
year horses with two wins and $74,000 earned. Owned by Greg 


Hawkins, the son of First Samurai won at Penn National and 
Saratoga over the summer, then closed his season with a soUd 
third against top company in the Colonial Cup-NSAl. 

Three-Year-Old: Virginia-bred More Tea Vicar put up a 
win and two seconds in three starts for owner/breeder Kinross 
Farm and trainer NeU Morris. The son of Congaree cUnched the 
championship with a win in the $25,000 Raymond Woolfe at the 
Colonial Cup meet in November. 

Filly/Mare: South CaroUna-based owner/trainer Kate 
Dalton produced Cat Feathers, who came through with two 
soUd efforts in the summer at Saratoga to claim the champion¬ 
ship. Ridden by Dalton’s husband Bernie, the New York-bred 
daughter of Catienus won the Mrs. Ogden Phipps and finished 
second in the Mrs. Walter Jeffords Stakes to earn $58,500 on the 
year ($900 more than runner-up Cubist). 

Other Awards: Owner/breeder BiU Fossett’s You the 
Man won the claiming championship with one win (in his only 
2012 start) at Saratoga for trainer Todd Wyatt. . . Darren Nagle 
won the amateur jockey crown with 14 wins. . . Mark Beecher 
won the apprentice championship with seven.

Sandy hits the Shore 

Despite damage estimated at more than 
$1 million, 2013 meet set to open on time

H urricane Sandy pummeled New 
Jersey’s popular shore in late Octo¬ 
ber and forced management at Mon¬ 
mouth Park to change plans for facility 
upgrades designed to enhance the enter¬ 
tainment value and fan-friendly experi¬ 
ences at the Oceanport racetrack. 

^We had to put everything on hold,” 
Monmouth president Robert Kulina said 
while assessing the considerable damage 
the track sustained. ‘‘In the 40 years Pve 
been in management here, Pve experi¬ 
enced quite a bit. But I never thought we’d 
see anything like this. It was chaos. Now we 
have to put our resources into this. We’re 
thinking the damage is a minimum of $1 
milHon, but every day the numbers keep 
creeping up. HopefuUy, everything wiU 
be back to normal, or whatever the new 
normal is.” 

When the “super storm” made land¬ 
fall Oct. 29, Monmouth’s stable area, 
clubhouse and grounds took a hard hit. 
No humans or horses were injured, but 
training was scrapped for the rest of the 
year. Racing had already shifted to the 
Meadowlands, which offers no stabling, 
earlier in the month and most of the horse¬ 


men still at Monmouth followed the direc¬ 
tive to evacuate beforehand. 

“Everybody got out OK, although a 
few people didn’t listen and didn’t move 
their horses when we told them to well in 
advance,” Kulina said. “We knew the storm 
was hitting 24 hours out, and 12 hours out 
we knew even more. We told them that if 
they didn’t move their horses they were 
going to be in trouble. Luckily, we had a 
few people who were able to then go in 
and slam those [remaining] horses out of 
the barns just in time because the water 
came rushing in through the stable gate in 
15 minutes and it rose so fast. It was just 
hke, boom, and the water kept rising. The 
storm surge was as high as nine feet. It was 
incredible.” 

Trainer Diane Alvarado, who splits her 
stable between Monmouth in the summer 
and South Florida in the winter, watched 
the weather reports and wrestled with the 
dilemma of when and where to go. 

“I shipped all of my other horses to 
Calder on Sunday morning [the day before 
the storm],” said Alvarado, who got even¬ 
tual four-time Breeders’ Cup Marathon-G2 
starter Eldaafer on the last charter flight 


out of New York along with the final con¬ 
tingent of East Coast-based horses travel¬ 
ing to Santa Anita Park for the Breeders’ 
Cup. “But I almost cancelled the van 
because I was scared that it was going to 
end up driving right into the storm. I am 
so relieved that I followed my instincts and 
stuck with my original decision. All of my 
horses got out of the storm safely, but the 
situation was extremely stressful.” 

STABLE AREA HIT HARD 

While no one was injured, some track 
workers wound up in harm’s way. Kulina 
said people were trapped in the stall office, 
which subsequently was declared a total 
loss, and needed to be rescued. 

“We were lucky in the sense that we 
didn’t get much rain because the storm 
surge was so high,” Kulina said. “The 
water went aU the way back to Barn 17. 
Our mechanic shop was also complete¬ 
ly destroyed, along with everything that 
was in there. Everything was floating. Ice 
machines were floating. Our equipment 
shop and everything in there was ruined, 
even though we had everything put up as 
high as possible.” 

While trees were downed on the prop¬ 
erty and the clubhouse roof was damaged, 
the stable area took the worst of it. Kulina 
said that there was four feet of stand¬ 
ing water in the fire house, many of the 
dormitories were flooded badly, one trans¬ 
former was blown out and the water dam¬ 
age was extensive. The most significant 
destruction was electrical in nature and one 
month after the storm, half the stable area 
remained without power. 

“AU of the fire suppression systems in 
the barns were ruined because the com¬ 
pressors went under water,” Kulina said. 
“We lost a lot of fencing and the awnings 
on the barns, trees were downed, tents 
were destroyed and the clubhouse roof 
really got screwed up. We’ve been working 
with adjusters and contractors to figure out 
what we can do.” 

The track served as a rapid response 
center under the direction of the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, the State 
of New Jersey and the Red Cross. 

More than 1,400 utiUty trucks were 
parked at the track and approximately 
3,000 workers from across the coun¬ 
try lived in quickly erected tents and ate 
meals that were prepared there when they 
returned from 12-hour shifts. 

Another 4,000 people rendered home¬ 
less by Sandy were living in another tent 
city in the parking lot before some were 
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Entering stud in 2013

moved into the grandstand, where showers 
and other amenities were installed. About 
400 people stiU housed inside the facility 
were in the process of being relocated by 
state officials in late November. 

NO OPENING DELAY 

The planned expansion of the track’s 
popular picnic area, addition of a board¬ 


walk, and completion of a summer stage 
concert venue will not be ready for open¬ 
ing day, but the 2013 meet is on schedule 
and the track will open for training in 
April. The New Jersey Racing Commission 
granted Monmouth 71 days of live racing 
and the schedule mirrors 2012. Twilight 
programs run on Thursdays in August dur¬ 
ing 2012 were not included for 2013. 


The New Jersey circuit begins this year 
at Atlantic City Race Course for six Live 
dates (April 25-28, April 30 and May 1) 
and then the action shifts to Monmouth, 
which wiU conduct 61 programs on the 
weekends and holidays (Memorial Day, 
Independence Day and Labor Day) from 
May 11 through Oct. 6. Monmouth’s live 
dates return to the Meadowlands for night 
racing on the turf exclusively on Fridays 
and Saturdays from Oct. 11 through Nov. 
2. In 2012, five of the 10 Monmouth dates 
at the Meadowlands had to be cancelled 
because of rain and four of those were 
due to Sandy. 

Horsemen can expect some changes in 
2013 even though the meet’s duration may 
be virtually the same as 2012. 

‘‘I’m going to try some different things 
with the condition book and I’ve got 
some ideas I gave to Mike [Dempsey, 
Monmouth’s director of racing and rac¬ 
ing secretary] to play around with,” said 
Kuhna, who will be going out on the 
road in late January/early February with 
Dempsey to recruit horsemen in Florida, 
Louisiana and Arkansas. “I’ve been writ¬ 
ing books in my head for the last month. 
Before we go we’re going to have to know 
what we’re going to give away [in purses]. 
But we will have a book to show to people 
by the first of February.” 

Lowering the value of some turf races 
is under consideration, as well as reallocat¬ 
ing the dollars of some other contests in 
the overnight program in order to keep 
maiden special weights at $40,000. Running 
races with larger fields and attracting new 
outfits are two main objectives. 

“I’ve always been a proponent of 
change,” KuHna said. “I’m trying to think 
of new things instead of sitting here and 
saying it is not what it used to be. What 
it used to be doesn’t matter. I don’t know 
what the book will look like, but I know 
we’re going to try to do some different 
things.” 

Monmouth’s forward-thinking approach 
is necessary for survival. The track, which 
no longer receives purse supplements 
from the state’s casino industry, must com¬ 
pete with New York, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Maryland and Delaware, where 
purses have risen dramatically with revenue 
derived from gaming. 

“There is a lot of competition out there 
now,” KuHna said. “Competition is compe¬ 
tition no matter where it comes from.” ^

Shifting Winds 

Higher purses driving infiux of horsemen, 
horses to Maryiand track for winter meet

She’s All Scat was not to be denied as she floated home in the Gin Talking Stakes for 2-year-old fillies. 


C ha-Ching. There are no whirring slot 
machines with their cacophonous 
beUs, whistles and blaring horns sta¬ 
tioned throughout the Laurel Park grand¬ 
stand. Nevertheless, those which are locat¬ 
ed at three existing Maryland casinos (with 
three more to open in the next few years) 
are making sweet music for horsemen. 

“There is absolutely no question that 
I am entering more horses at Laurel this 
year. The money generated by the slots is 
taking us to a lot of places,” said trainer 
Douglas Nunn. “The slots have enticed 
a lot of owners to take advantage of the 
bigger purses. Otherwise, Ld be running 
at Penn National or Philadelphia (Parx 
Racing) during the winter.” 

With purses swelling from an average 
daily distribution of $160,000 in 2011 to 
just under a quarter of a million dollars in 


2012 with the infusion of the slots revenue 
dedicated for racing, Nunn has plenty of 
incentive to load his charges on a van and 
head south on 1-95 for the seven-hour 
round trip from his base at Overbrook 
Farm in Colts Neck, N.J. Ben Perkins Jr., 
who stabled in Maryland before shifting 
his operation to New Jersey in the 1990s, 
came back in force. 

“Everyone is pretty excited and look¬ 
ing forward to going forward here,” said 
Perkins, who has filled 20 stalls at the near¬ 
by Bowie Training Center. “The fields have 
been gigantic. The turf races all had 13 and 
14-horse fields. Maryland has always been a 
real ‘horse state.' They run racing really well 
and try to do the right thing.” 

Money should not be an object. In 
the November election, voters narrow- 
ly approved a ballot initiative known as 


Question 7 and the result is that table 
games like poker and blackjack will be 
legali 2 ed at aU slots parlors in the state, 
turning them in to full casinos. Moreover, 
a new high-end casino to be built in Prince 
George’s County will be put out to bid. 
The Purse Dedication Account is the big 
winner. 

Currently, 7 percent of revenue gener¬ 
ated from slots in Maryland, up to $100 
million annually, is dedicated to horsemen 
and breeders. The percentage is spht 80/20 
between the state’s Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred industries, with the former 
getting the larger share. Maryland breeders 
receive 11 percent from the Thoroughbred 
share, which means that 89 percent of the 
total helps fund the purses. 

Under the new legislation, the 7 per¬ 
cent share remains intact from the five 
casinos until the sixth is operational and 
then the figure drops to 6 percent, with the 
$100-million cap remaining. 

“Maryland racing is getting bigger now. 
It’s just catching on,” said Nunn. “This is 
going to be the next big stepping stone for 
racing. The Mid-Atlantic region is just so 
busy now because of the slots money.” 

APPRENTICE MCMANIGELL 
MAKING HEADWAY 

Shortly after moving her tack from 
Parx Racing to Laurel Park in November, 
Kristina McManigeU made the most of the 
first opportunity from trainer Chris Grove - 
booting home Food Fightin ($59.80) at 
Penn National Nov. 27. 

The longshot success was only part of 
the reason why McManigeU walked the 
chiUy backside in the mornings fuU of 
steam and confidence. 

“I’m so glad I decided to come here,” 
said the 23-year-old jockey. “The move has 
been a real morale booster. It’s given me 
a fresh start and a lot to look forward to. 
Since arriving at Laurel, I’ve been work¬ 
ing a lot of horses, and some pretty good 
horses, and they’re aU for good trainers. 
I’ve got a positive attitude, and they all have 
a positive attitude toward me. They’re giv¬ 
ing me a shot, so I’m getting more chances 
on better horses. I feel that I’m making real 
progress here.” 

For the year, through the end of 
November, McManigeU had 40 wins from 
451 mounts, who bankroUed $1,179,639. 
That boosted her total to 138 trips to the 
winner’s circle and $3,238,743 in purses 
since she graduated from Chris McCarron’s 
North American Racing Academy and 
then completed an internship with mul-

tiple Eclipse Award-winning trainer Todd 
Fletcher in 2009. 

Two of those victories came on the 
night of Nov. 27 at Penn National, one on 
Frappe La Rue for trainer Patricia Farro 
and the nightcap for the Maryland-based 
Grove. She also cited Jose Corrales, John 
Rigattieh and Kieron Magee as some of 
the Maryland horsemen who are helping 
her move forward. 

“IPs true that I am supportive of 
Kristina,” said Grove. ^‘What I like about 
her is that she’U listen to me. Pve been 
watching her, and horses seem to run for 
her. Maryland is one of those jockey colo¬ 
nies where female riders get oppormnities. 
She can do well here.” 

With live racing only a few days per 
week in Maryland, McManigeU has been 
spending as much time in a car as she has 
on horses morning, afternoon and night. 
She and Joe PagHei, her agent since she 
relocated from Suffolk Downs in Boston 
to Parx in October 2010, burn through 
plenty of miles traveling between Laurel, 
Parx, Penn National and Charles Town. 

“Oh my goodness,” she exclaimed 
when asked how much time they spend out 
on the road. “One day recendy we drove 
from Laurel to Philly, where I was named 
on the favorite in a race in the afternoon 
but the horse scratched. Then we went to 
Penn National so I could ride on the card 
that night, and afterward we drove back to 
Laurel so I could work horses first thing in 
the morning. I am in the car a lot so I can 
be riding day and night and on as many as 
I can.” 

Losing sleep is only one of the sacri¬ 
fices she committed to make. She has no

time left over to enjoy a personal life, and 
she’s also missing the opportunity to visit 
family members who relocated from 
southern Illinois to Kentucky when she 
went off to school to be a jockey. 

“If I have any regrets, it’s that I’d like 
to see my family more. This past summer, 
my mom was diagnosed with breast cancer 
and it was very hard not to be able to be 
there with her,” McManigell said. “In this 
business, you don’t get two weeks of paid 
vacation. I miss my family, but the good 
news is that my mom is doing better.” 

McManigell, who broke her neck in a 
nasty spiU at Parx two years ago and was 
out of action for about three months, is on 
the upswing as weU. Her goals of winning 
a stakes race, riding regularly at Saratoga, 
and competing in the Triple Crown and 
Breeders’ Cup are still elusive, but she 
remains enthusiastic and determined. 

“At Laurel, I am doing really well but I 
always want to be doing better,” she said. 
“Every jockey wants to be in the big races. 
I also want to be the leading rider at a meet. 
I’ve set goals for myself and I’m working 
as hard as I can to get there.” 

TURF COURSE GETS WORKOUT 

When trainers started their horses on 
Laurel’s turf course this past season, they 
may not have reali 2 ed that they were doing 
more than running for a share of the 


purse. They were further making the point 
that the course belongs in any discussion as 
one of the best around. 

“Our turf course is what has kept us 
going over the past couple of seasons, and 
we probably ran the most races we’ve ever 
run on it this year,” said Georganne Hale, 
the racing secretary at Pimlico and Laurel, 
late last fall. ^We used it pretty good this 
meet and the entries were great.” 

Field si 2 e in mrf races averaged a robust 
10.49 during the fall meet, which hosted 
134 grass races through the finale Nov. 24. 
The average win mutuel on the turf course 
was $14.56 and jockey Horacio Karamanos 
booted home 19 winners. 

‘We probably have the best turf course 
in the country. Everybody likes the grass 
here and they want to run on it,” Hale 
said. “That’s kept our head above water 
these last couple of years. With the purses 
offered at the other tracks being so much 
higher, we probably wouldn’t have made it 
without our turf racing.”

Back on Top 

Veteran trainer Aristone rides big year 
to big iead in iate-season trainer standings

P hil Aristone was weU on his way 
toward locking up his second Parx 
Racing training tide as 2012 drew to 
a close. 

The Merchantville, N.J., native held a 
12-victory lead over J. Guadalupe Guerrero 
through Nov 29, with 88 wins from a 
meet-leading 470 starts and purse earnings 
of $2,077,551. 

Aristone snagged his first training tide 
in 2010 in a career spanning 35 years, 
the bulk of it at Parx. He topped Juan 
Carlos Guerrero, brother of J. Guadalupe 
Guerrero, by one win that year. 

The bulk of Aristone’s stable are claim- 
ers, with the occasional good allowance or 
stakes type emerging from the ranks. One 
that Aristone has improved this past year is 
Bird's I D, a Pennsylvania-bred Birds tone 
gelding claimed for $5,000 last May who 
moved up to win two allowances and earn 
nearly $90,000 since the claim. 


Aristone, 60, trailed in the standings 
until early summer, then unleashed a tor¬ 
rent of wins that propelled him to the top. 

‘T didn't start thinking about winning 
the title until the middle of June," Aristone 
said. “I have more horses than in years 
past, and I have knowledgeable owners 
who are aggressive." 

Aristone hails from a family that has 
been involved in the sport for several 
decades. His father, Roland, established the 
300-acre Indian Mills Stock Farm in New 
Jersey, and campaigned many stakes win¬ 
ners, including the popular Bombay Duck. 
The son of Nashua gained a measure 
of notoriety during the 1975 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl when he was plunked by a beer 
can thrown by a fan in the infield. 

Roland Aristone, who founded a con¬ 
struction company in south Jersey in 1954, 
built many of the Cathohc churches and 
schools in the Camden, N.J., diocese. 
He died in 2008, and was posthumously 
inducted into the Parx HaU of Fame last 
summer. 

‘T can't put into words how much that 
meant to me," Phil Aristone said of the 
honor. 

Phil Aristone's brother, Menotti, was a 
popular jockey in the Delaware Valley, and 
was the regular rider of Bombay Duck and 
other Indian Mills Stock Farm runners. 

Despite nearly four decades in racing, 
it's only been in the last three years that 
Aristone has become a dominant force. 
His success came just at the right time, 
since purses at the suburban Bucks County 
racetrack have skyrocketed thanks to gam¬ 
ing revenues. 

‘‘Five or six years ago, before the purses 
went up, you were just happy to break even 
at the end of the month," he said. “Now, 
you can make a few dollars and show a 
profit." 


Aristone has saddled more than 9,600 
career starters, won 1,300-plus races, and 
has total purse earnings in excess of $20 
million. He won his first race in 1977. 

When asked about his longevity, he 
said: “I've always had a competitive spirit, 
and as long as I s till have that burning 
desire. I'll keep doing this." 

APPRENTICE SPADONI 
FINDS WIN IN FIRST TRY 

Jockeys who win on their first mount 
are few and far between. In the Delaware 
Valley, Tony Black was one of those fortu¬ 
nate few, scoring with Stand by Me at now- 
defunct Liberty Bell Park in April 1970 en 
route to becoming Parx Racing's all-time 
leading rider. 

Joining Black in that exclusive club was 
apprentice Arianna Spadoni, who got a leg 
up from trainer Ramon Moya on Perfect 
Lover on Nov. 4, and found herself in the 
winner's circle just a few minutes later. 

“The feehng as I crossed the wire was 
unbelievable," said Spadoni, a native of 
Glenmoore, Pa. “I had to look back to see 
if someone was coming." 

True to tradition, Spadoni was greeted 
by her fellow riders back in the jocks' room 
with a shower of ice-cold soapy water, a 
few eggs cracked over her head, and hand¬ 
fuls of shaving cream smeared in her face. 

Spadoni, 24, was an exercise rider and 
broke young horses at Ronnie and Betsy 
Houghton's Syknar Farm in Christiana, Pa., 
prior to getting her apprentice hcense. She 
also worked at Evolution Training Center 
and Maui Meadow Farm, both in West 
Chester, Pa. 

Spadoni then worked with steeplechase 
trainer Kathy Neilson and fox hunted with 
the Radnor Hunt. A little too small and 
light for steeplechasing (tipping the scales 
at 104), she eventually turned her attention 
to flat racing. 

Spadoni credits trainer Kate DeMasi at 
Parx for helping her get experience at the 
racetrack, and to Moya for naming her on 
her first mount. . . and first winner. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Two trainers enjoying high-percentage 
seasons at Parx are Ramon Moya and 
Patricia Farro. Farro, fifth in the stand¬ 
ings with 53 wins through Nov. 29, has a 
21 percent winning rate, and Moya, who 
spent much of the year at Monmouth 
but switched full time to Parx in the fall, 
captured 24 races from 63 starters for a 
strong 38 percent strike rate. Starters from 
those two barns hooked up in a race Nov. 
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Back to his dominating ways, NOT FOR LOVE's 
son EIGHTTOFASTTOCATCH eagerly took 
command in the one-mile $100,000 Jennings 
Handicap at Laurel Park on Dec. 1 and was 
never threatened, sailing home by 5 y 2 lengths 
to top a Northview-sired trifecta, as post time 
favorite Hello Lover (NOT FOR LOVE) rallied 
from next-to-last to take second with Charge 
(JUMP START) finishing third. 

In recording his second consecutive Jennings 
score, the Tim Keefe trained runner boosted 
his career earnings to $535,430. Now 7, the 
gelding, who had not won in four starts since 
taking Laurel's Harrison E. Johnson Memorial 
Stakes last March, now has six stakes wins, 
including the 2011 Maryland Million Classic. "It 
was nice to see him bounce back to form," said 
winning riderSheldon Russell. 

Arnold Heft, who once co-owned the 
Washington Capitals, owns EIGHTTOFASTTO¬ 
CATCH with Sylvia, and named him after the 
Capitals' star player, Alex Ovechkin, who wears 
the No. 8 jersey and is often too fast to catch.

Safe to Exhale 

Pollard’s Boy gives connections anxious 
moments after mid-November victory

T homas McClay’s and Mohns Hill 
Farm’s PoUard’s Boy has been a con¬ 
sistent check-getter since he made 
his 2-year-old debut in July 2011 at Penn 
National. The Pollard’s Vision gelding con¬ 
tinued his profitable ways with a deter¬ 
mined win in a $42,560 allowance that 
improved his lifetime in-the-money mark 
to ll-for-13. 

The Nov. 13 victory was not without 
some anxious moments for trainer Bernie 
Houghton. 

Rated on the outside by Dana Whitney, 
PoUard’s Boy made a bid for the lead 
around the far turn in the 1 -mile and 
70-yard event. He edged past Lighdy 
Wound in the stretch then held off a hard- 
charging Siegfried by a nose. PoUard’s Boy 
stumbled and feU about a furlong from 
the finish, pitching Whitney hard to the 
ground. 

“I was so excited that he won, and then 
he started galloping out and the next thing 


I know, he went down,” Houghton said. 
‘Tt happened in a split second. I was just 
hoping his leg wasn’t broken or anything 
like that. 

“He got up and started to run off, and 
the outriders caught him. Dana was dazed 
for a whUe. He said the horse just tripped. 
We got reaUy lucky that time. He ended up 
with only some cuts and bruises.” 

Pollard’s Boy enjoyed a steUar juvenile 
season highUghted by a victory over even¬ 
tual stakes winner and $301,910-earner 
Traffic Dght in the Pennsylvania Nursery 
Stakes at Parx Racing. Off for six months 
after the Nursery, he returned with a runner- 
up finish in the 2012 Danzig Stakes at Penn 
National. He was also third in the Crowd 
Pleaser Handicap-won by Traffic Light- 
and the Roanoke Stakes, both at Parx, prior 
to the aUowance score, his first win since 
the Nursery. 

“He’s good and sound and a very con¬ 
sistent horse,” Houghton said. “We’ve 


made money with him, and as long as 
he’s OK we’ll keep running him over the 
winter.” 

The victory pushed the career earnings 
of PoUard’s Boy to $175,848. McClay, a 
businessman from Hummelstown, Pa., was 
sixth in the Penn National owner standings 
through Nov. 28, with 17 wins from 81 
starts. Mohns HiU Farm is the stable name 
of bloodstock agent Ed Price, a mem¬ 
ber of the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association board of directors. Mohns Hill 
Farm is located in Reinholds, Pa. 

PoUard’s Boy was bred in Pennsylvania 
by Denise McHenry-Dommel. He is one 
of four foals of racing age out of the 
Sultry Song mare Sultry Ann, a half-sister 
to stakes winner Abduct. His third dam is 
Sharp Queen, dam of the late leading sire 
Khs S. 

DEMASI HORSES THRIVE AT PENN 

Kate DeMasi, one of the top train¬ 
ers in the region for many years, enjoyed 
success again in 2012 at Penn National 
shipping from her bases at Parx Racing 
and Monmouth Park. The Maryland native 
won eight races through Nov. 29, including 
an off-the-pace score by Merry’s Very Won 
in a $40,000 aUowance at 6 furlongs Nov. 2. 

The Not For Love gelding lagged near 
the rear of the field before raUying on the 
outside to get up late by a half length from 
Service Choice. 

Merry’s Very Won was bred by Pewter 
Stable, the stable name of DeMasi and 
her husband, Greg, and is campaigned in 
partnership by his breeder and LDJ Stable. 
He was bred in Pennsylvania out of the 
three-time stakes winner Merry Princess. 
The daughter of Polish Numbers raced for 
Pewter and earned $319,164. 

DeMasi saddled the winners of 45 races 
and earners of more than $1.47 million 
through Nov. 29. The MuUica Hill, N.J., 
resident is closing in on 1,000 victories, 
which she is Ukely to achieve this year.

Ben’s Cat guts out Fabulous Strike win 


P enn National Race Course served 
up a bang-up menu Nov. 21 when 
four stakes worth $475,000, topped 
by the inaugural running of the $200,000 
Fabulous Strike Handicap, led off the 
Thanksgiving Eve program in succession. 

In the Fabulous Strike, named for the 
Grade 1 -winning Pennsylvania-bred cam¬ 
paigner who was based at Penn National 
with trainer Todd Beattie, the remarkable 
Ben's Cat added to his impressive resume 
with a head victory over Immortal Eyes, 
with Grade 1 winner Poseidon's Warrior 
third and favored II ViUano fourth in 
the field of nine. Blocked most of the 
way, Ben's Cat finally shook loose in the 
stretch and narrowly prevailed in 1:09.50. 

The 14th stakes victory was the 19th 
overall for Ben's Cat, who normally excels 
in mrf sprints for owner/trainer/breeder 
King Leatherbury. The Maryland-bred by 
Parker's Storm Cat boosted his lifetime 
bankroll to $1,357,290. 


^T really didn't think he was going to 
win because he's basically a turf horse," 
said Leatherbury. ‘‘There were some real¬ 
ly tough horses in here; some of the top 
sprinters in the country. I was coming to 
pick up a piece of the purse, hopefully." 

Other stakes on the program were 
the $75,000 Blue Mountain Stakes for 
2-year-old Pennsylvania-bred fillies at 
6 furlongs, won by Karen Benshoff's 
Foxy Sara, a daughter of Even the Score 
trained by Norman Pointer; the $100,000 
Swatara Stakes for older runners at F/is 
miles, won by Burning Sands Stable's San 
Pablo, a Jump Start colt trained by Todd 
Pletcher; and the $100,000 Dayhly Stakes 
for older females at 6 furlongs, captured 
by Gem Inc.'s Nicole H, a Mr. Greeley 
mare trained by Mike Hushion. 

The holiday eve program was well 
received by bettors, with Penn National 
officials reporting total wagering on the 
nine-race card to be $1,549,406, the best 


at the track in three years. The opening 
all-stakes pick four attracted the track's 
largest pool for that wager at $70,120, 
and total betting on the Fabulous Strike 
was $354,341, the second-highest figure 
in track history behind only the 2009 
Pennsylvania Governor's Cup Handicap. 

“The racing department here, includ¬ 
ing racing secretary Dave Bailey, stakes 
coordinator Craig Lytel, and assistant 
racing secretary Jenny Bowman, put 
together a terrific card and it was great to 
see bettors around the country respond 
so enthusiastically," said Dan Silver, Penn 
National's new director of racing opera¬ 
tions. “We're thankful for the strong 
support demonstrated for our races by 
the horsemen and it was exciting to see 
tremendous stakes performances from 
Ben's Cat, Nicole H, San Pablo and Foxy 
Sara."

Rolling Along 

Russell Road avenges Classic defeat 
to rival Lucy’s Bob Boy in A Huevo Stakes

J ames W. Casey has been in the 
Thoroughbred training business for 
decades, and the Charles Town-based 
conditioner appears to be in no hurry to 
slow down anytime soon. 

The same could be said for RusseU 
Road, the highly accomplished West 
Virginia-bred gelding Casey has overseen 
for owner Mark Russell since that preco¬ 
cious runner burst upon the scene at 2 
in 2008 at Charles Town. Twice a winner 
of the West Virginia Breeders Classic (in 
2009 and Tl), Russell Road came up a 
disappointing second in the 2012 edi¬ 
tion behind Lucy’s Bob Boy. But the big 
son of Wheaton and Roberta Grump (by 
Verification) came up big to end his year 
on a high note, scoring a 1 -length victory 
in the $50,000 A Huevo Stakes on Nov. 17. 

Squaring off against a field loaded with 
familiar rivals, Russell Road left the start¬ 
ing gate in the highly unusual position of 
third choice among bettors, who instead 
preferred the 3-year-old Lucy’s Bob Boy 
and Plantation. RusseU Road may weU have 
been oblivious to that slight affront, but 
nevertheless exacted his revenge with Luis 
Pere 2 holding the reins. His win in 1:53.20 
over the IVs miles relegated Lucy’s Bob 
Boy to second-it might not have made up 
for the Classic defeat, but it was something. 

“I’m not sure if we’d have beaten him 
even if we had a good trip that night,” 
RusseU said of RusseU Road’s previous 
meeting with Lucy’s Bob Boy. “It sure is 
nice to get a Uttle redemption.” 

Russell Road’s late surge proved the 
difference, as the veteran gelding started 
reeUng in early leader Plantation down the 
backstretch, then caught up with Lucy’s 
Bob Boy in the final stretch for the victory. 
Russell Road has shown ability as a front¬ 
runner and a closer in his career, leaving his 
connections relatively unconcerned by his 
spot off the pace after a half mUe. 


“I told Luis to play it Uke he sees it,” 
RusseU said. “I don’t Uke to give too many 
instructions. He’s got such a big stride, he 
was able to make it up.” 

The victory ended RusseU Road’s rela¬ 
tively light 2012 campaign with four victo¬ 
ries and one highly disappointing runner- 
up finish in six starts. AU in aU, it was 
another soUd year for the miUionaire, who 
increased his earnings to $1,374,114. If aU 
goes according to plan, the now 7-year-old 
wUl pick right back up where he left off by 
staying close to home at Charles Town for 
another run at the Classic. 

“We have raced him kind of Ught,” 
Casey said. “He doesn’t show any signs 
of slowing down at the present time. Of 
course, he’s an older horse but I think he 
can come back and stiU be a force. He’s a 
pretty sound horse.” 

FUTURITY DIVISIONS TO CASEY 

RusseU Road may be the dean of 
Casey’s runners, but a pair of 2-year-olds 
proved that the pipeUne is far from run¬ 
ning dry for his Taylor Mountain Farm 
operation by winning both divisions of the 
West Virginia Fumtity on Dec. 1. 

In the colts and geldings division, a 
7-furlong test for state-breds, Casey’s 
homebred bay gelding Cinderella’spalace 
hteraUy needed Uttle urging to score by a 
length in 1:28.26. Antonio Lopez lost his 
whip in midstretch, just as his mount was 
making his move on leader Mr. Ripken. 
It didn’t matter, as the son of home stal- 
Uon Windsor Castle and Our Princess, by 
Lido Palace (Chi), completed his surge to 
the wire for the victory. Cinderella’spalace 
was sixth at the half-mile mark, but came 
through as the 3-2 second choice to beat 
16-1 longshot Roy’s Song. 

Two races later, Casey went back to the 
winner’s circle after his Queen’o’dabaU won 
the 7-furlong fiUies division by 5y4 lengths 


under Lopez. Another Windsor Castle off¬ 
spring, out of Return Trick, by Put It Back, 
the chestnut fiUy covered the distance in 
1:27.56 as the 9-1 third choice. Longshots 
Landon Did It (14-1) and Golden Style 
(40-1) completed a $3,103.40 trifecta. 

LOCALS FIND TRI-STATE GLORY 

State-breds came up big in the Nov. 
10 Tri-State Futurity as weU. Both 7-fur- 
long races, worth $64,137 each, resulted 
in sizable purses for Charles Town-based 
conditioners. In the colts and geldings 
division, 1-5 favorite In the Fairway talked 
by 1 % lengths in 1:26.07 for owner/trainer 
Jeff Runco’s Coleswood Farm. Jockey Jose 
Montano had the bay son of Posse (out 
of Royal Sweep, by End Sweep) stalking 
the pace around the first turn before draw¬ 
ing even near the seven-sixteenths pole. 
He puUed clear from there. It was a nice 
foUow-up for In the Fairway, an impressive 
winner of the Vincent MoscareUi Memorial 
Breeders Classic Stakes in October. 

Runco’s horse performed as expected, 
but breeder/owner/trainer John McKee 
got a splendid effort from his longshot 
FUrting Song in the fiUy division. A 12-1 
shot, the roan daughter of Fiber Sonde out 
of the Kris S. mare Witchy Krissy notched 
a HA-length victory in 1:26.85 under Jesus 
Sanchez. Second choice Dixieland Silk did 
just that, and Queen’o’daball was third. 

The up-and-comers may have domi¬ 
nated the night, but the card also show¬ 
cased steUar distaffers in the My Sister 
Pearl Stakes. The IVs-mile test promised 
another battle between Down Town Allen 
and Silver Heart. But just Uke in the Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes in August and the $250,000 
“Cavada” Breeders Classic in October, 
Down Town AUen had the upper hand as 
she held on for a 1 -length victory in 1:53.27. 

Bred, owned and trained by John A. 
Casey, the now 6-year-old bay daughter of 
Windsor Castle out of Like Down Town, 
by Roy, earned her 15th victory in 30 career 
starts for earnings of $678,767. Mathew 
McGowan had the mount. Runaway Brae 
took second; Hot Sauce was third. Silver 
Heart was done early and finished fourth. 

WELLS WINS WITH RETURNEES 

Trainer David WeUs found success with 
some of his traveUng entries as the weather 
began to cool at Charles Town. 

On Nov. 21, Kentucky-bred filly 
Empress Hatshepsut won a IVie-mile 
optional claimer in her first trip back to 
Charles Town since July. Erik Ramirez 
guided the daughter of Don’t Get Mad to

HEADED FOR TRACK’S HALL,

Runco picked up the ultimate honor 
at Charles Town Dec. 1 when he was 
included in the track’s eight-member 
2012 Hall of Fame induction class under 
the industry category (see Mid-Atlantic 
Report on page 12). StiU very much in 
his prime as an owner and trainer, Runco 
continues to be the man to beat at Charles 
Town and headed into the final month of 


the year with another string of victories as 
he 2 eroed in on his sixth straight leading 
trainer title. 

On Nov. 13, his homebred filly Severn 
Shore shook off the disappointing dis¬ 
qualification in the Division of Tourism 
Breeders Classic Stakes to win in allow¬ 
ance company.

The year- 
older half-brother (by Cape Town) to 
Severn Shore ran his record to five wins in 
eight starts in 2012 for earnings in excess 
of $110,000. *

Home Team 

Silver leaves post with NYRA 
to take reins at Penn National 



D an Silver got a glimpse of both what 
was now his new normal and prob¬ 
ably what will now be expected from 
him and the team at Penn National Race 
Course a httle over a month into his tenure 
as director of racing operations. 

Penn National, the racino officially 
known by parent company Penn National 
Gaming Inc. as Hollywood Casino at Penn 
National, roUed out a stakes-laden pro¬ 
gram the night before Thanksgiving that 
was weU received by horsemen, on-track 
patrons, and simulcast bettors around the 
country. Bettors, clearly looking for some¬ 
thing to do before stuffing themselves 
full of Thanksgiving dinner or taking one 
last respite before or after going over 
the river and through the woods to visit 
family, responded enthusiastically as Penn 


National reported record and near-record 
handle figures. 

‘‘Things are off to a great start,” said 
Silver, who started at Penn National Oct. 
22 after a nearly five-year stint with the 
New York Racing Association (NYRA). 
“It was a terrific night of stakes racing on 
Thanksgiving Eve. The Wednesday before 
Thanksgiving handle [at Penn National] 
is always pretty good, so the decision 
was made to put the stakes races on that 
night. Our racing department put together 
a good program and we went out and 
promoted it. We promoted the night in 
various pubhcations, did radio interviews, 
TV interviews. It just shows that if you 
can combine a night of good racing and 
promote it properly, you will be rewarded.” 

Silver, 33, admits he had little to do 
with the concept of the program, which 
was highlighted by the $200,000 Fabulous 
Strike Handicap as the fourth of an all¬ 
stakes pick four that started the card, since 
he was stiU getting settled into his new 
position at the GrantviUe, Pa., racetrack. 
He also knows that the event was not a 
one-off deal, that corporate management 
will expect more innovative and attractive 
concepts from their new executive whose 
experiences and credibility within the 
industry far outweigh his tenure in racing. 

Silver is a native of Philadelphia who 
attended high school at Friends' Central 
School in Wynnewood, a college prepara¬ 
tory school widely regarded as one of the 
best in Philadelphia, before earning a bach¬ 
elor's degree from Haverford College in 
nearby Haverford. Silver left the Keystone 
State shortly after graduation from Haver¬ 
ford and earned a master's degree from the 
MediU School of Journalism at North¬ 
western University. 


A future in racing and particularly a 
return to Pennsylvania did not seem to be 
on the horUon after Silver took a job as 
director of broadcasting and communica¬ 
tions for the Missouri River Otters. Among 
other responsibilities. Silver worked as a 
play-by-play announcer for the minor- 
league ice hockey team in the St. Louis sub¬ 
urb St. Charles. The River Otters folded in 
2006 and Silver headed west, matriculated 
at University of Ari 2 ona in the school's 
Race Track Industry Program that has pro¬ 
duced scores of people working in myriad 
capacities in the racing industry. 

Silver landed one of those positions 
shortly after earning his second master's 
degree, taking a job as marketing man¬ 
ager with NYRA in 2008. He was later 
promoted to director of media relations 
and worked under Charlie Hayward, Hal 
Handel and EUen McClain. Silver wore 
many hats in his media relations role, 
pitching in on projects developed by other 
departments and of course handling the 
year-round responsibilities that come with 
the position. The pressures of the posi¬ 
tion, which include coordinating media 
coverage of the Saratoga Race Course 
meeting from late July through Labor Day, 
included some unexpected tests as well and 
nowhere was that more evident than prior 
to the 2012 Belmont Stakes-Gl. The 11th- 
hour defection of Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Preakness Stakes-Gl winner I'll Have 
Another put Silver and his team in crisis 
mode and a press conference with the 
colt's connections was set up and staged 
less than three hours after word of the 
scratch was broadcast or reported by every 
major news outlet in the United States. 

Arizona ‘Roots’ 

Silver credits each of the executives 
mentioned above for helping nurture his 
career in different ways and it was that 
guidance that finds him in his current posi¬ 
tion with Penn National. That and the fact 
he always had an eye on returning home. 

“My folks StiU hve in PhiUy, and honest¬ 
ly, the racing industry is not a huge industry 
so you go where the opportunities are,” 
said Silver, recogni 2 ed as a young industry 
leader by Thoroughbred Times in 2010 as a 
member of its “40 Under 40” class. “But I 
always thought it would be nice to go back 
to Pennsylvania. I never changed my driv¬ 
ers Ucense or even my license plates. When 
I was in St. Louis, in Ari 2 ona, in New York, 
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and now in Pennsylvania, theyVe always 
been PA plates. And thankfully Pm up to 
date with all that stuff and don’t have to 
change them now. 

“I went to the racetrack program at 
Arizona to get a well-balanced education 
in racing with the goal to someday operate 
a racetrack. I was very fortunate out of the 
program to get a job with NYRA in mar¬ 
keting. I feel like I accomplished a lot of 
great things in the vein of media relations 
and met a lot of good people. 

^Tor me I was just looking to take 
the next step in my career and get more 
operational experience managing a race¬ 
track. The opportunity came along where 
Penn National was looking for someone to 
come in in an operation role and they were 
looking to move Mark Loewe to some 
of their other properties in Ohio. It just 
seemed like a good opportunity and I was 
extremely impressed with everyone I met 
with Penn National both on the corporate 
side and at the racetrack.” 

Silver’s addition to the management 
team is one of several key moves by 
Penn National Gaming over the last sev¬ 
eral months and years. In addition to 
moving Loewe, Penn National’s former 
vice president of racing, to oversee the 
company’s existing racetracks Beulah 
Park and Raceway Park in Ohio, Penn 
National Gaming also recently tabbed for¬ 
mer Meadowlands general manager Mike 
NewHn to serve a similar role at its grey¬ 
hound track in Orlando, Fla. And the com¬ 
pany promoted Erich Zimny from director 
of racing operations to vice president of 
racing operations at its Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races in June. 

Zimny, credited with helping raise the 
stamre of Charles Town’s racing product 
and particularly its $1.5-miIlion Charles 
Town Classic Stakes-G2 program, and 
Silver are longtime friends and studied 
together at the University of Ari 2 ona. 
Zimny was also a member of the ‘‘40 
Under 40,” and works closely with key 
Penn National Gaming management on 
strengthening the company’s major events. 

Silver and Zimny speak on an almost 
daily basis on any number of issues. Silver 
said even though Zimny is in a “slightly 
larger role” at Charles Town, they are in 
fairly comparable positions and can hope¬ 
fully work together on future projects. At 
the very least the two young executives can 


be “honest with each other on things, peer- 
to-peer,” Silver said, essentially eliminating 
any possibility of one trying to one-up the 
other in front of company brass. 

“At Arizona, Dan originally had some 
interest in the bloodstock and breeding 
end of things, but gradually seemed to 
move toward wanting to get into the opera¬ 
tions end of racing,” Zimny said. “By the 
time we’d left Arizona, I think these were 
the types of roles we both saw ourselves 
wanting to progress towards. Wouldn’t 
have guessed we’d both wind up with the 
same company in these capacities less than 
five years later, but here we are. 

“Like me, at his core, Dan is a big fan 
of horse racing. When those are the glasses 
you look at the sport through, it’s easier to 
put yourself in the shoes of the custom¬ 
ers and come to a better understanding of 
what it is they want out of the whole expe¬ 
rience. With that comes an enthusiasm to 
do his job that he’s able to project.” 

Grow into role 

Penn National Gaming executives were 
familiar with Silver’s and Zimny’s friend¬ 
ship, but that alone was not the reason for 
bringing the former on board. 

“Erich and Dan are good friends.. . but 
I’ve been able to watch Dan over the years 
move forward in the racing industry,” said 
Chris McErlean, Penn National Gaming’s 
vice president of racing. “Dan brings great 
passion for racing and based on his experi¬ 
ence at NYRA showed that he could oper¬ 
ate as a leader.” 

McErlean, in his position with Penn 
National Gaming since 2007 after a 
15-year stint with the New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority, understands the 
challenges that Silver and the region face. 
He also feels he has the right person to 
tackle those issues for several reasons. 

“I want Dan to grow into becoming a 
better manager and leader,” McErlean said. 
“This position is a big move responsibility- 
wise for him and a bit out of his prior ele¬ 
ment. So far I’m very pleased with Dan’s 
efforts, he has jumped right in. Having had 
several great mentors as I’ve progressed in 
the industry, I want to make sure Dan has 
support but managing a racing operation 
today is not easy, even when you have a 
gaming facility as part of the picture. There 
are so many different areas you get pulled 
into and balancing the financial side with 


the realities of the racing industry is a daily 
challenge. 

“As mentioned earlier we are looking 
at our racing programs and opportunities 
to create niche stakes and special events,” 
added McErlean. “There is a plan ready 
to be announced shortly at Penn National, 
which Dan has been helping shape and I 
think it will be well received.” 

In addition to developing more projects 
and programs that hopefully will be well 
received by horsemen and bettors. Silver 
will tackle the built-in challenges at Penn 
National and in the region. Gone are the 
Saratoga days of stakes-heavy programs 
and daily race cards Uttered by horses 
from the most prominent and successful 
racing operations in the world. Here are 
the days of year-round racing—200 days 
to be exact, conducted mainly Wednesday 
through Saturday. 

On the surface the differences seem 
profound, after aU, no one is confusing the 
racing product or average daily purse distri¬ 
bution at Penn National with some others 
either in-state or in close proximity. The 
challenges, however, are not too far apart 
and inherent at racing jurisdictions across 
North America. 

“The entire industry faces challenges; 
just look what happened in Canada,” said 
Silver, referring to the Ontario govern¬ 
ment’s decision to pull the plug on the 
lucrative Slots At Racetracks program that 
fueled the provinces’ racing and breeding 
programs. “This past year in Pennsylvania 
there was the possibiUty [$72-milUon] 
would be diverted away from the rac¬ 
ing industry by the state of Pennsylvania. 
Fortunately that didn’t occur. Fortunately 
only about $5 milUon from Race Horse 
Development Fund was taken. 

“This industry has come to a spot 
where a lot of tracks are dependent on slot 
machine payments. The industry needs 
to be careful because obviously it was 
legislated in that a certain percentage goes 
to purses and it can certainly be legislated 
out, too. 

“It’s important to emphasize how 
important racing is to agriculture, to show 
how important the industry is to the overall 
state economy. We have a great group of 
breeders and owners who are very dedi¬ 
cated to the sport in the state. They’re a 
very passionate group of horsemen and 
breeders, and we’ve got great racetrack 
operators looking out for the industry.” ^

LIMEHOUSE 
JOINS ROSTER 
AT O’SULLIVAN 



L imehouse, a multiple graded stakes-winning millionaire who 
has sired 13 stakes winners and the earners of more than $9 
million in four crops, has joined the roster at the Funkhouser 
family’s O’Sullivan Farms in Charles Town, WVa. With 2012 
progeny earnings in excess of $3.5 million, he ranks first on the 
state’s leading sires hst and seventh in the Mid-Atlantic region. 


‘‘He’s a proven horse and has got everything I want. He is the 
perfect horse for Charles Town,” said Randy Funkhouser, whose 
farm has stood many of the state’s top ranked sires for decades. 

Limehouse entered stud at the Vinery in Lexington, Ky, in 
2006 after a career as a graded stakes winner each year he raced 
from 2 to 4. The son of Grade 1-winning juvenile Grand Slam 
amassed $1,110,433 from 21 starts and won or placed in 11 stakes, 
nine graded. He won at distances from 4V2 furlongs to IVs miles. 

The chesmut colt won his first three outings at 2, including the 
Bashford Manor Stakes-G3 and Three Chimneys Juvenile Stakes 
at ChurchiU Downs. He started his 3-year-old campaign with vic¬ 
tories in the Hutcheson Stakes-G2 (getting 7 furlongs in 1:22.23) 
and Tampa Bay Derby-G3, was third to The Chff’s Edge and Lion 
Heart in the Grade 1 Blue Grass Stakes, and finished fourth behind 
Smarty Jones in the Kentucky Derby-Gl over a sloppy track. 

The next season, Limehouse scored in the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap-G2 and Alysheba Stakes. 

Since his first runners came to the races in 2009, Limehouse 
has ranked in the top 15 on the sires lists among his contempo¬ 
raries. He was ninth in the nation on the freshman list in 2009 and 
had two stakes winners that year, including House of Grace, who 
also finished third in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies Turf 

The next year, he sired Canada’s champion 2-year-old filly 
Dehghtful Mary, who was third in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies-Gl. 

Limehouse had seven stakes winners and seven stakes-placed 
runners in 2012 through Dec. 10, including juvenile fiUy Travesura, 
winner of the Grade 3 Miesque Stakes at Hollywood Park Nov. 
24. Eight of Limehouse’s 20 stakes horses won or placed in stakes 
as juveniles. 

A half-brother to U.A.E. Derby-G2 winner Blues and Royals, 
Limehouse is out of the Dixieland Band mare Dixieland Blues, a 
half-sister to stakes winner Denim Yenem. His second dam. Blue 
Jean Baby, and third dam, Jones Time Machine, are both graded 
winners. 

The 12-year-old stallion stands for $3,500 as the property of 
O’Sullivan, with special consideration for multiple bookings. 


THE LADY’S GROOM LEAVES 
CANADA FOR WEST VIRGINIA 


ultiple stakes winner and 
$424,783-earner The Lady’s Groom 
has been moved from Canada to 
stand the 2013 season at One Sparrow 
Farm in Charles Town, W.Va. The property 
of Sky Arctic Thoroughbreds stands for 
$1,200 live foal, with special consideration 
to approved mares. 

The 13-year-old son of Canadian 
champion Runaway Groom was a regular 
presence in the Mid-Atlantic region in the 
mid-2000s, winning or placing in stakes at 
Pimlico and Delaware Park. He recorded 
his first stakes win at Pimlico in the 2004 


Jim McKay Breeders’ Cup Handicap while 
completing the IVs miles in 1:48.23. 

That win came off a solid third in the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap-G2, and was 
part of a streak of good efforts-he fin¬ 
ished second next out in Pimhco’s William 
Donald Schaefer Handicap-G3, was then 
third in a photo finish with Offlee Wild and 
Funny Cide in the Grade 2 Massachusetts 
Handicap, and followed with a second, 
beaten by a neck, in the R.R.M. Carpenter 
Jr. Memorial Handicap at Delaware Park.

N icanor, a full-brother to Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Barbaro, 
has been retired to stand his first season at Shamrock Farm 
in Woodbine, Md. A stud fee of $2,500 live foal has been set 
for the 7-year-old son of Dynaformer owned by his breeder, the 
Lael Stables of Roy and Gretchen Jackson. 

One of the highest-profile foals of 2006, Nicanor was born 
less than two months before Barbarous da22hng Derby run. He is 
the second of four foals of racing age by Dynaformer out of La 
Ville Rouge, a graded stakes-placed daughter of Carson City-all 
are stakes horses. 

Nicanor made 18 starts over four seasons, winning four and 
finishing second or third in another four, earning $147,697. Twice 
he placed in stakes company, finishing third in the lVi6 mile Sussex 
at Delaware Park over a sloppy track and Aqueduct’s Three Coins 
Up Stakes at VAs miles on the turf 

His wins aU came on the turf, including a IVie-mile allowance 
at Belmont Park and 1 SVi-length romp in a Delaware Park maiden 
special weight. 

In addition to Barbaro, who earned $2,302,200 while winning 
his first six starts. La ViUe Rouge is the dam of Dynaformer sons 
Lentenor ($184,406, Kitten’s Joy S) and Margano ($86,290, 2nd 
Capital City S, etc.). Nicanor is also a half-brother to stakes winner 
and sire Holy Ground (Stanton S, etc.). 

Nicanor’s second dam, juvenile stakes winner La Reine Rouge, 
produced California Derby-G3 winner Green Alligator and stakes 
winner and stakes producer Lucky Lavender Gal. Others found 
in the family are graded winners Emma’s Encore, During, Wild 
Emotions, La Reine Elaine, Annie Cake and $804,591-earner La 
Reine’s Terms. 


GRADED WINNER MACHEN 
ENTERS STUD IN WEST VIRGINIA 


T he 5-year-old Distorted Humor son 
Machen, who quickly rose up the 
ranks of promising 3-year-olds in 
2011 when winning three of five starts, 
including the Grade 3 Derby Trial Stakes 
at Churchill Downs, has been retired and 
will stand his first season at II Cavallo 
Farm in New Cumberland, WVa. Owned 
by J. Michael Baird, the chestnut stands 
for $2,000 Hve foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses. 

Trained by Neil Howard for breeder 
Courtlandt Farm, Machen made his debut 
on Jan. 2, 2011, in a 6-furlong maiden 
special weight at Fair Grounds and drew 
off to win by 514 lengths after a slow start. 
In his second start, he was bet down to 
a stunning 1-20. After breaking slowly 


and spotting the field several lengths, he 
charged home to win by 5 lengths. 

He finished fourth next out in his 
stakes debut, the Grade 2 Risen Star, 
behind Mucho Macho Man, Santiva and 
Rogue Romance, while well clear of six 
others, including Pants On Fire and Justin 
Philhp. 

Machen threatened in deep stretch in 
the Grade 2 Louisiana Derby before fad¬ 
ing and finishing fifth in his only start at 
IVs miles. In his return a month later in 
what would be his final start, Machen ral- 
hed six wide and closed with a rush to nail 
Dominus at the wire in the Derby Trial. 

Pointing toward Saratoga’s Amsterdam 
Stakes that summer, Machen suffered a 


condylar fracture of his left front leg dur¬ 
ing a workout at Churchill Downs. 

Machen is the first foal out of 
$609,959-earner Ready’s Gal, a Grade 
1-placed daughter of More Than Ready 
who won the Canadian Stakes-G2 and 
three Grade 3 stakes-the Matchmaker, 
Hillsborough and Lake George. The 
half-sister to $217,076-earner Go Scotty, 
who set a course record in winning the 
5-furlong Sam Houston Turf Sprint Cup 
Handicap, is out of Exquisite Mistress, 
winner of Keeneland’s Beaumont Stakes. 

Exquisite Mistress is also the dam of 
stakes-placed Chastity Belle, dam of grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed Morning Chatter, and is 
the granddam of Fantasy Stakes-G2 win¬ 
ner Ready to Please (also by More Than 
Ready) and multiple stakes winner Chief 
Officer.

WILDCAT BRIEF ADDED 
TO STALLION ROSTER 
AT WALNFORD IN N.J. 



J oe Jennings’ Walnford Stud in Allentown, NJ., has added 
first-year sire Wildcat Brief, a stakes-winning sprinter of 
$340,570, to its roster. Owned by a partnership, the 7-year-old 
by Forest Wildcat stands for $1,500 live foal. 


Wildcat Brief campaigned from 2 to 6, and captured Monmouth 
Park’s 6-furlong Icecapade Stakes during his 4-year-old season, ral¬ 
lying from last of seven to defeat Temecula Creek. Earlier that 
summer, he just missed taking the Mr. Prospector Stakes at the 
shore track, finishing a nose behind Roaring Lion, who stopped 
the clock in 1:09.07 for 6 furlongs. 

Trainer Ben Perkins Jr. sent the chesmut colt out for the Grade 1 
Vosburgh Stakes that fall. Wildcat Brief raUied from more than 
a dozen lengths back to finish third behind Girolamo and Riley 
Tucker. 

Stakes-placed at 3, when second in the Fred ‘‘Gappy” Capossela 
Stakes to Not for Silver, and second in the Decathlon Stakes at 5 
to This Ones for Phil, Wildcat Brief made 27 starts, won six times, 
was second in four and third twice. 

Other top sprinters by Forest Wildcat include the winners of 
the Prix de I’Abbaye-Gl, Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash-Gl, 
Acorn-Gl and Presque Isle Downs Masters Stakes. Wildcat 
Brief is out of the winning Grindstone mare Grisham, a half- 
sister to stakes winners Queen’s Gray Bee ($416,565, Remington 
Park Derby, etc.), Melrose Avenue (Queen’s Vase S-G3, etc., in 
England) and Dysham. 

Third dam, stakes-placed Majestic Street (by Majestic Prince), 
produced three stakes winners and is behind the pedigrees of 
champions Sakhee’s Secret and Permesso, millionaire Arson 
Squad and Grade 1 winner Ermine. 

Wildcat Brief descends from the influential *Beaver Street (his 
fourth dam). Among her offspring are Kentucky Oaks winner 
Native Street, dam of Royal and Regal (Florida Derby-Gl, etc.) 
and Regal and Royal (Jamaica H-G3, etc.), and Milady Handicap 
winner Street Dancer. 


NEW JERSEY’S HEY CHUB 
GETS FRESHMAN FIRST 


D aniel Lopez’s Hey Chub, a multiple 
stakes-winning son of Carson City, 
got his first winner when his first 
starter, Cheddar Chub, took a 2-year-old 
maiden race at Parx Racing Nov. 20. 

Owned by Ed Ferren and Lopez, 
Cheddar Chub rallied through the stretch 
and ran down the leader late to win the 
6-furlong test by a length for trainer 
Guadalupe Preciado. 

Lopez bred Cheddar Chub in the name 
of his Medford, N.J.-based Joe-Dan Farm. 
The colt, one of three foals in his sire’s first 
crop, is out of the graded stakes-placed 
Hay Halo mare Gaelic Bay. 

Hey Chub has been bred primarily to 
Joe-Dan mares, and has eight just-turned 
2-year-olds and six yearlings. 


Among the best New Jersey-bred 
sprinters in the 2000s, Hey Chub won or 
placed in 30 of 36 starts, earning $441,755. 

Described by Lopez as “tough, durable 
and consistent,” Hey Chub raced through 
age 8, and got his first stakes win at 7, when 
he battled millionaire Who’s the Cowboy 
the entire 6-furlong trip to win the John 
J. Reilly Handicap. In his final career start, 
he once again defeated Who’s the Cowboy 
to win the Lincroft Handicap. He was also 
stakes-placed five times, including three 
consecutive runnings of the Colts Neck 
Handicap. 

Out of Lopez homebred Donna Doo, 
a stakes winner of $142,840 by Horse 
of the Year Spend a Buck, Hey Chub is 
a half-brother to stakes winner Saltwater 


Runner. His second dam. Nasty Affair 
(by Nasty and Bold) won 13 races, seven 
stakes, and placed in six stakes, including 
seconds in the Grade 3 Vagrancy and First 
Flight Handicaps. Among her other foals 
are Grade 3 winner and stakes produc¬ 
er Mountain Affair, stakes winner Nasty 
Fever and stakes-placed Hell Cat. Her 
daughter Shaunlee is the dam of $792,694 
earner Cuba. 

Others in the family include recent 
stakes winners Ann’s Smart Dancer and 
Phil Dancer. Hey Chub’s third dam, 
L’Affaire, is a half-sister to Horatius, who 
for years ranked among the leading sires 
in the region with durable and tough run¬ 
ners. His 25 stakes winners include HaU of 
Fame mare Safely Kept.

$2,000 live foal. 
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FLIRTING SONG FIRST STAKES 
WINNER FOR FIBER SONDE 


B eau Ridge Farm’s second-year sire 
Fiber Sonde had a strong 2012, par¬ 
ticularly with his juveniles — of his 11 
2-year-old starters (through Dec. 10), six 
were stakes horses, among them his first 
stakes winner. 

Fhrting Song entered the filly divi¬ 
sion of the Tri-State Futurity Nov. 10 as 
an overlooked stakes-placed runner and 
exited with a decisive F/4-length score. Sent 
off as the second-longest price at 12-1 in 
the field of seven, the gray stalked the pace 
before making her bid with a quarter-mile 
to go. Flirting Song took over around the 
far turn of the 7-furlong stakes and was 


never threatened while winning for breed¬ 
er/owner/trainer John McKee. Another 
daughter of Fiber Sonde, Dixieland Silk, 
got up to be second. 

The first stakes horse out of the Kris 
S. mare Witchy Krissy, Flirting Song is one 
of 14 foals in her sire’s second crop. Other 
stakes horses from the 2010 crop are Roy’s 
Song, Grey Tiger, Mr. Ripken and Hidden 
Canyon. In Fiber Sonde’s first crop, eight 
of his nine starters are winners, including 
Just Fuhr Real, also stakes-placed at 2. 

An 8-year-old son of leading sire 
Unbridled’s Song, Fiber Sonde is owned by 
McKee with partner Cyndy O’Bannon and 


stands at the couple’s farm in KearneysviUe, 
WVa., for ,000 live foal. Out of Canadian 
champion 2-year-old filly Silken Cat, the 
unraced gray is a half-brother to cham¬ 
pion sprinter Speights town ($1,258,256, 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint S-Gl, etc.). Speights- 
town, the nation’s leading sire in 2012 and 
second by number of stakes winners (with 
20), has ranked among the top 10 in the 
nation the past three years. 

Silken DoU, Fiber Sonde’s stakes-win- 
ning second dam, also produced stakes 
winner Meadow Silk (dam of Grade 2 win¬ 
ner Star Dabbler), stakes-winning. Group 1 - 
placed Juyush and stakes-placed Raven 
Red. The family traces back to stakes 
winner Copper Canyon, the granddam 
of Grade 1 winners and sires Cherokee 
Colony and Crusader Sword. 


A.P. INDY SON GANDHI 
ENTERS STUD IN WEST VIRGINIA 


S terhng Farm in KearneysviUe, W.Va., 
is standing first-year sire Gandhi, an 
unraced 4-year-old son A.P. Indy, for 
$1,000 live foal, with special incentives for 
his first season. 

Gandhi is the first foal out Hennessy’s 
daughter India, winner of the Cotillion 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G2, A 2 eri 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 and two other 
stakes and an earner of $630,859. India, 
out of stakes winner and graded placed 
Misty Hour, is a fuU-sister to Irish stakes 


winner Sing Softly and a half-sister to Pilfer. 
A stakes winner of $126,360, Pilfer is the 
dam of millionaire To Honor and Serve, a 
six-time graded stakes winner whose vic¬ 
tories include the Grade 1 Woodward and 
Cigar Mile Handicap. 

Do 2 ens of stakes winners can be found 
under Gandhi’s first four dams, a branch 
of the stellar family of Golden Trail, 
including Canadian champion grass horse 
Rahy’s Attorney, an earner of $2,120,208, 
and Grade 1 winners Memories of Silver 


($1,448,715, Beverly D. S-Gl, Queen 
Eli 2 abeth II Challenge Cup S-Gl-ncr, etc.) 
and Winter Memories ($1,268,100, Diana 
S-Gl, Garden City S-Gl, etc.). 

Gandhi’s fourth dam, graded winner 
Java Moon (by Graustark), is a fuU-sister 
to Outward Sunshine and Kelley’s Day, 
stakes-placed runners who were sensa¬ 
tional producers. Outward Sunshine is the 
dam of champion turf horse Sunshine 
Forever, while Kelley’s Day produced five 
stakes horses, including Grade 1-winning 
millionaire Brian’s Time, one of the leading 
sires in Japan for more than a decade. 

Another of Java Moon’s half-sisters. On 
the Trail, is the granddam of leading sire 
Dynaformer. 


STAKES WINNER HUGO 
ADDED TO ELLOREE ROSTER 


S tormy Atlantic’s stakes-winning son 
Hugo is standing his first season at 
Franklin G. Smith’s EUoree Training 
Center in EUoree, S.C. The 8-year-old has 
a stud fee of $1,500 Uve foal. 

Campaigned by Smith throughout 
his 29-start career, Hugo won or placed 
14 times and earned $187,761. Third in 
Meadowlands’ World Appeal Stakes at 2, 
the Virginia-bred won Colonial Downs’ 
5y2-furlong John D. Marsh Stakes at 4. 


During his 5-year-old season, he placed 
second in Delaware Park’s Eight Thirty 
Stakes, which foUowed a course record-set- 
ting performance in aUowance company, 
when he completed 7^2 furlongs over the 
Delaware mrf in 1:28.49. He was also third 
in the Daniel Van Chef Stakes at Colonial 
Downs earher that summer. 

Out of the stakes-placed Lion Cavern 
mare Go Baby Go (Ire), Hugo is a half- 
brother to Fhbberjibit, an earner of 


$223,608 whose stakes-placings included a 
third in the 2009 Grade 3 Honey Fox 
Stakes at Gulfstream Park. He is also a half- 
brother to $252,810-earner River Fancy. 

Hugo’s second dam. Bequest, won 
Santa Anita’s Santa Barbara Handicap-Gl 
in 1991 in which she equaled the world 
record of l:57y5 for F4 mUes on the mrf 
The family has produced a long hne of top 
mrf horses-Bequest’s dam, group-placed 
Quest, is a full sister to Group 1 winner 
Trei 2 ieme (by The Minstrel).

VIRGINIA BREEDER, OWNER 
JOE ALLBRITTON DIES AT 87; 
CAMPAIGNED CHAMPION HANSEL 


B anking and media mogul Joe AH- 
britton, the owner of Lazy Lane 
Farm in Upperville, Va., died Dec. 
12 in Houston, Tex., where he had lived 
in retirement. He was 87. 

Mr. AUbritton first became a Thor¬ 
oughbred owner when racing in Europe 
in the early 1970s. In 1981, when he 
and his wife, Barbara, were residents of 
Washington, DC., he sought to purchase 
a small farm in Virginia to maintain a 
select band of broodmares. He instead 
chose the former Brookmeade Farm. 
Renamed Lazy Lane, it eventually grew 
to nearly 1,800 acres. 

‘‘The AUbrittons have very much 
been stewards of the land and the prop¬ 
erty, and with its upkeep and aesthetic 
values —they were very much hands on 
with aU that,’’ said Frank Shipp, president 
and general manager of Lazy Lane since 
November 1982. 

A member of The Jockey Club who 
also served on the Breeders’ Cup’s initial 
board of directors, Mr. AUbritton was 
hands on with selecting the matings and 
making decisions about the horses. Lazy 
Lane became one of the leading breed¬ 
ers in Virginia, producing nearly three 
dozen stakes winners over the decades, 
including the aU-time richest Virginia- 
bred runner, Japanese champion Seeking 
the Pearl, an earner of $4,022,066, and 



Group 1 winner Kitwood. Nearly a dozen 
Lazy Lane-breds were named Virginia- 
bred champions, including graded winners 
Beal Street Blues, SUent Greeting, Union 
Avenue, Navesink, Admiral’s Cruise and 
Position Limit. Three runners bred by Lazy 
Lane won stakes in 2012-Cogito, In the 
Rough and WeU Fashioned. 

Lazy Lane’s most notable runner was 
purchased as a yearling in 1989. The 
Virginia-bred Woodman colt Hansel was 
a graded stakes winner at 2 and classic 
winner at 3, taking the Preakness and 


Belmont Stakes-Gl on his way to earn¬ 
ing the Echpse Award for champion 
3-year-old colt of 1991. Retired to stud 
to Kentucky and eventually sent to Japan, 
Hansel was reacquired by Mr. AUbritton 
and returned to the U.S. to Uve at Lazy 
Lane in 2006. Enjoying semi-retirement. 
Hansel covered a mare or two each year 
before being officially retired in 2012. 
The 25-year-old stalUon remains a pen¬ 
sioner at the farm. 

Mr. Allbritton’s media company, 
AUbritton Communications, owns televi¬ 
sion, cable and internet companies as 
weU as the poUtical print and web pubU- 
cation POLITICO founded by his son, 
Robert. At one time, he owned The 
Washington Star and New Jersey’s The 
Hudson Dispatch newspapers. He was the 
largest shareholder and chairman in 
Washington, D.C.’s influential Riggs 
National Bank for more than two decades 
until semi-retiring in 2001. He sold the 
bank to PNC Corporation in 2005. 

Lazy Lane, which also grows crops 
and has a herd of approximately 200 
Angus cattle, has sUghtly more than 20 
employees on a year-round basis. There 
are 13 active broodmares in production, 
eight due to foal this year. In the past 
five years. Lazy Lane had transitioned to 
more of a commercial operation, noted 
Shipp. Among the yearlings sold in 2012 
was a Mr. Greeley colt out of homebred 
mare Life in Seattle (by Unbridled) for 
$410,000 and a MaUbu Moon colt out 
of the Quiet American mare Summer 
DeUght for $200,000. Both sold at 
Keeneland September. 

There are two just-turned 3-year-old 
fUUes in training, one by Hansel, owned 
by Lazy Lane. 


ODEN BOWIE 

Prince George’s County farmer Oden 
Bowie, the sixth generation of his family 
to reside at Fairview farm in MitcheUviUe, 
Md., and grandson of Maryland Governor 
Oden Bowie, died Oct. 23. He was 97. 

A former secretary of the Maryland 
Senate, Mr. Bowie became a Thoroughbred 
owner late in Ufe, buying his first racehorse, 
Sirius A. B., at age 67 in 1982. 

“I figured I was getting along in age, 
and I was ready to take the big gamble,” 
said Mr. Bowie in an interview for The 
Maryland Horse that spring. “No one had 
raced horses successfuUy in the family for 
over 100 years.” Sirius A. B. won multiple 


races at PimUco and Laurel for Mr. Bowie, 
who eventually turned to breeding on 
a small scale. The farm also produced 
tobacco and sod and raised cattle. 

Mr. Bowie’s grandfather was credited 
with reviving Maryland racing and bring¬ 
ing about the creation of Pimlico. It was 
during a dinner party in Saratoga in 1868 
that Gov. Bowie was said to make a pro¬ 
posal to run a race to commemorate that 
evening. Pimlico was built to host the race, 
the Dinner Party Stakes, which was won by 
Preakness. 

JIMMY DUFFY 

James “Jimmy” Duffy, 71, operator of 
Duffy Horse Transportation in Media, Pa., 


which he launched after retiring as a con¬ 
struction contractor, died of cancer Oct. 3. 

“He loved the horses and he thought it 
was fun to be around the racetrack,” said 
Andy Sim off, who employed Mr. Duffy 
for approximately three years to drive 
for his horse transportation company in 
Delaware before Mr. Duffy went out on his 
own. “But we continued to work together,” 
noted Sim off of his and Mr. Duffy’s work¬ 
ing friendship. 

Mr. Duffy was also a partner in brood¬ 
mare syndicates arranged by Pennsylvania 
breeder Jane White, who used his trans¬ 
portation services. “Jimmy did almost all 
of my vanning for several years and always 
got my horses where they were going

safely,” said White. ‘‘I considered him a 
good friend and trusted him completely.” 

STEVE GROAT 

Longtime steeplechase official, organi 2 - 
er and course designer Stephen ‘‘Steve” 
Groat, a senior steward of the National 
Steeplechase Association, died Dec. 11 in 
Aiken, S.C., after a long battle with cancer. 
He was 67. 

Mr. Groat, who received the NSA’s 
highest honor, the F. Ambrose Clark 
Award, in 2004, officiated numerous race 
meets, including Far HiUs and Colonial 
Cup last fall. When he announced his 
retirement from the stand in the jock¬ 
eys' room before the races began at the 
Colonial Cup in November, the jockeys 
gave him a standing ovation. 

Mr. Groat was active in the educa¬ 
tion of other stewards and earlier helped 
launch and manage several NS A race 
meets. Among his posts was a position 
as the executive director of the Fair HiU 
Races in the 1980s, where he helped make 
the first Breeders' Cup Steeplechase a real¬ 
ity in 1986. 

An accomphshed horseman, Mr. Groat 
trained with the U.S. Olympic equestrian 
team and served as master of the Aiken 
Hounds. He is survived by his wife of 44 
years, Jeannie, and three daughters. 


FRANCES ANN MERRYMAN 

Former Maryland trainer Frances Ann 
Merryman, 57, a renowned local riding 
instructor who operated the Tack n Trot 
Riding Academy in the Worthington 
Valley, was struck and killed by a car while 
crossing the street outside her home in 
Lutherville Oct. 24. 

Mrs. Merryman, who was married to 
John B. Merryman Jr., took over the train¬ 
ing of one of the Merryman family's most 
fabled runners. Rebuff, in the late 1980s. 
The Kitty Merryman homebred raced 11 
years, made 94 starts, won 17 times and 
earned $540,953. A three-time stakes win¬ 
ner earlier in his career. Rebuff won Dela¬ 
ware Park's Caesar Rodney Stakes at 9 and 
Laurel's Chieftain Handicap at 10. Kitty 
Merryman gave credit to her daughter-in- 
law after the Delaware win: “Frances has 
done a marvelous job with this horse- 
keeping him sound both physically and 
mentally.” 

Mrs. Merryman was the granddaughter 
of the late Maryland breeder/owner, Walter 
Appel, a former director of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association and the 
Association of Maryland Horse Shows. 
She grew up around horses, was a show 
horse rider, foxhunted and rode cross¬ 
country, and met her husband when work¬ 
ing as a trainer/exercise rider at Pimhco. 



Not long after Rebuff's retirement, Mrs. 
Merryman remrned to giving riding les¬ 
sons. “She combined her masters in educa¬ 
tion and her horsemanship to run a very 
good young riders program,” said her hus¬ 
band, from whom she separated but never 
divorced. “She's the only one I know who 
could keep 10 little kids on Shetland ponies 
all organi 2 ed and under control at once.” 

The Merrymans have a 17-year-old 
daughter, accomplished show rider Barbara 
Ann Merryman, who was recently accept¬ 
ed at Johns Hopkins University and will 
study to become a pediatric neurologist.

PA-BRED PHILLY ACE 
GETS GRADE IN FLORIDA 

B etty Moran’s aging broodmare, champion Late Bloomer, visit¬ 
ed the court of Northview Stallion Station’s Polish Numbers 
in 1996, foregoing a more arduous trip to Kentucky. The 
next April the 23-year-old mare produced her final foal, a filly 
Moran named Bloomy, kept to race and retired to the stellar 
Brushwood Farm broodmare band. 

More than 15 years later, the family of Late Bloomer continues 
to reward Moran, as Bloomy’s bay son PhiUy Ace recorded his 
first graded stakes victory in Calder’s Tropical Turf Handicap-G3 
Nov. 30. It was the second stakes win for Philly Ace in his 4-year- 
old season, and came a little more than three weeks after his older 
half-brother. Spring of Fame, got the second stakes win of his 
career in the Floodlit Stakes at Kempton Park in England. 

Trained by Chhstophe Clement for Brushwood Stable, Philly 
Ace was successful at 3, but really came to hand at 4, winning 
four of his six starts. The Tropical Turf was the Pennsylvania- 
bred’s fourth stakes outing in a row-he finished second in the 
RobeUino Stakes at Penn National in August, won Parx Racing’s 
Alphabet Soup Handicap in September and showed his readiness 
for graded competition with a third in Aqueduct’s Grade 2 Red 
Smith Handicap in early November. 

With Luis Sae 2 in the irons, Philly Ace was kept close to a daw¬ 
dling pace in the F/s-mile Tropical Turf, responded when sent 
after the leaders rounding the far turn, and got the best of early 
leader HolHnger to win by a half-length over a firm course in 
1:49.22. Philly Ace’s seventh win upped his earnings to $356,966. 

The gelded son of Smart Strike is the fifth foal and third stakes 
runner produced by Bloomy. Campaigned through her 5-year-old 
season, she won four times in 11 starts and earned black type with 
a second in Delaware Park’s George Rosenberger Memorial Stakes 
in her final season. 


Moran sold Bloomy’s first four foals as yearlings for a total of 
$585,000. The most expensive-for $205,000 at the 2006 Saratoga 
sales-was the Grand Slam colt Slambino, a multiple stakes-placed 
earner of $309,119. The next year, another son of Grand Slam, 
Spring of Fame, commanded a price of $170,000 at Keeneland. 

Spring of Fame has done his racing in Europe and Dubai, and 
through this past fall, had earned $429,075 from 24 starts. Winner 
of the Phx de TourgeviUe in France at 3, he finished second in 
the Group 3 Maktoum Challenge Round 2 during the winter of 
2011. The Floodlit Stakes, contested over a synthetic track, was his 
second win of 2012. 

Bloomy, a dish-faced mare known around the farm to be some¬ 
what fussy and busy, has not had a foal the past two years and is 
being readied for an early breeding this season. She has an unraced 
3-year-old colt by CurHn named Waynesborough, who is in train- 
ingin Florida with Clement, and an Elusive Quality filly who didn’t 
reach her reserve at last year’s Saratoga select yearling sale and will 
be kept in the stable. 

Moran purchased Late Bloomer privately, while in foal to 
Nijinsky II, in 1987 for $2 million from Mrs. John Hay Whimey’s 
Green tree Stud. The Eclipse Award-winning champion older mare 
of 1978, Late Bloomer was a proven producer at the time of the 
purchase-her first foal was Grade 1 winner and $872,093-earner 
Ends Well, and her second was graded stakes winner and 1986 
Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl third-place finisher Fred Astaire. 

Late Bloomer produced four foals for Brushwood before her 
death in 1998. Her first two fillies. Loose Bloomers (by Deputy 
Minister) and Zagora (Kingmambo), each were sold as maiden 
mares in foal to Seattle Slew for $500,000 at Keeneland. Zagora 
has produced five-time stakes winner Indy Wind and is the grand- 
dam of graded stakes winner Matthewsburg.

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It IS a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac- 
mg, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
IS an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

Racing commission forms Breeding Industry Task Eorce to 
provide input, expertise, effort on breeding industry

When Maryland Racing 
Commission chairman Bruce 
Quade calls, breeder and 
commission member David 
Hayden tells his wife JoAnn to 
turn off the stove. 

"I love his enthusiasm," 
said Hayden. "He calls me 
about something, he's ready 
to get to work on it. But they 
can be long conversations. 
He's relentless." 

In the fall, Quade fre¬ 
quently delayed dinner time 
at the Hayden household as 
he spearheaded the creation 
of a Breeding Industry Task 
Force to report to the racing 
commission. The task force, 
chaired by Hayden, fellow 
commissioner Chuck Tilden 
and Tom Bowman, made its 
first presentation at the De¬ 
cember commission meeting 
and plans to work hard to 
represent the state's breed¬ 
ers. In addition to its chairs, 
the task force consists of Josh 
Pons, David DiPietro and Jim 
Dresher. Mostly, the task force 
was put in place to gather in¬ 
put from the breeding side 
when it comes to regulations 
and ways to target spending 
of the Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try's share of slots revenue. 
Quade sees it as an asset, espe¬ 
cially with the announcement 


of the 10-year agreement on 
racing in the state. 

"It is the next logical initia¬ 
tive to best address that side of 
the house," said Quade. "As a 
commission, we have to make 
sure all facets of the industry 
are involved. Purses are look¬ 
ing pretty good, field sizes are 
up. It looks like it's starting 
to work. To keep that going 
though, we've got to enhance 
the breeding program. I think 
the task force will look at all 
the issues, all the aspects of it, 
and work with the appropri¬ 
ate parties to figure out what 
can be done." 

In general, additional reve¬ 
nue from slots in the state has 
stabilized the racing side of 
the equation. Higher purses 
have meant bigger fields and 
more interest in Maryland rac¬ 
ing. Owners and trainers from 
Maryland and beyond bene¬ 
fit from the improvements at 
Laurel Park and Pimlico Race 
Course. Breeders see a need 
for additional plans targeting 
the horses born on state farms 
and produced from the state's 
stallions. Improve the climate 
for breeders, they say, and you 
ensure the foundation of the 
state's Thoroughbred industry. 

Possibilities include re¬ 
stricted racing, purse enhance¬ 


ments, prioritized entries and 
eligibility, a deeper stakes 
program, increased bonus 
programs and more. Hayden 
wants to see more and better 
Maryland-breds participating 
in the state. He wants to en¬ 
courage owners and trainers 
to buy Maryland-breds. The 
task force will address such is¬ 
sues-some short-term, others 
over time-and provide input 
to the commission. 

Hayden eyes the future, 
and sees Maryland returning 
to a position of strength in the 
region's breeding hierarchy. 
In the last 10 years, the state 
has lost ground to Pennsylva¬ 
nia and West Virginia, whose 
breeding programs benefited 
from slots revenue. With slots 
making an impact on Mary¬ 
land racing, the state's breed¬ 
ing industry is catching up. 

"If you don't have horses 
you can't race and we need to 
ramp up the number of Mary¬ 
land-breds," said Hayden. 
"We need to do something 
to promote the breeding in¬ 
dustry in Maryland, we feel 
the infrastructure is still here. 
We'll never be New York be¬ 
cause there's so much money 
involved up there now, but we 
can be competitive again with 
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Ten-year agreement 
solidifies racing in state 


The Maryland Jock¬ 
ey Club (MJC), Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association (MTHA) and 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association (MHBA) an¬ 
nounced a 10-year agreement 
for sustained racing at Pim¬ 
lico Race Course and Laurel 
Park in mid-December. 

'T am confident and 
pleased via this agreement/' 
Stronach Group chairman 
Frank Stronach, who owns 
Pimlico and Laurel, said in a 
news release. "We will now 
have long-term stability, year- 
round racing and stabling, an 
attractive purse structure, 
promise for the breeding 
industry and a strong foun¬ 
dation to restore Maryland 


racing to its pre-eminence in 
North American racing." 

Maryland Jockey Club 
president Tom Chuckas 
thanked Governor Martin 
O'Malley for his support and 
the work of racing commis¬ 
sioners John McDaniel and 
Bruce Quade, the MTHA and 
MHBA. 

The 2013 racing season 
will feature 146 days of live 
racing days at the major 
Maryland tracks, the same 
number as the previous three 
years. The MJC will guaran¬ 
tee a minimum of 100 days 
a year for the balance of the 
agreement. There are provi¬ 
sions in the contract for the 
horsemen to race additional 


days through a revenue-shar¬ 
ing program. 

The deal also calls for 
Pimlico and Laurel Park to 
remain open for year-round 
racing, training and sta¬ 
bling for the balance of the 
contract. Chuckas indicated 
Pimlico and Laurel would 
maintain a minimum of 1,900 
stalls. The deal also means 
the MJC-operated training 
center at Bowie would close. 

Chuckas said the deal "al¬ 
lows the Maryland Jockey 
Club to invest in capital im¬ 
provements at both facilities 
and we plan on submitting a 
plan to the Maryland Racing 
Commission and Maryland 
Department of Budget and 
Management in February." ^

"We're trying to strengthen 
Maryland racing rather than 
simply racing in Maryland," 
he said.

Input 
from breeders, considered 
with input from owners and 
trainers and further input 
from the racetracks make for a 
complete view of the industry. 

"The governor and the 
general assembly stepped up 
for racing and they gave us 
the wherewithal to do some¬ 
thing," said Quade, about rac¬ 
ing's inclusion in the slots law. 
"They established a frame-

Campus farm 
of the future at the 
University of Maryland 

By Sara Gavin 


In the middle of a bustling, 
expanding, urban university, 
the campus farm serves as a 
small patch of rustic tranquil¬ 
ity and a constant reminder of 
the University of Maryland's 
heritage as an agricultural col¬ 
lege. Now, the College of Agri¬ 
culture and Natural Resources 
is embarking on a mission to 
turn the unique property into 
a teaching facility for the fu¬ 
ture. With help from experts 


at Blackburn Architects, the 
college has developed a Cam¬ 
pus Farm Master Plan which it 
unveiled at a special presenta¬ 
tion inside the Riggs Alumni 
Center Dec. 5. 

"The University of Mary¬ 
land is one of the only land 
grant universities that has a 
working farm actually located 
on its campus," said Cheng-i 
Wei, dean of the college. 
"Current national trends and 


emerging interests in topics 
like urban agriculture, buying 
locally grown products, micro¬ 
farming and food security 
make this the perfect time to 
invest in upgrading what is 
already a major asset for our 
college and university." 

Proposed improvements 
include expanding and reno¬ 
vating structures, creating in¬ 
door teaching spaces, stream¬ 
lining the layout to more 
efficiently move animals 
throughout, improving ac¬ 
cessibility and increasing the 
farm's visibility on campus. 

Although it sits on just 
4.3 acres, the campus farm is 
used for hands-on instruction 
in a variety of undergradu¬ 
ate courses offered through 
the Department of Animal 


and Avian Sciences, ranging 
from livestock management 
to equine nutrition and small 
ruminant parturition, affec¬ 
tionately known as "lamb 
watch" at the university. One 
of the major goals of the Cam¬ 
pus Farm Master Plan is to 
expand curriculum to better 
meet emerging agricultural 
industry trends. 

The college is in the process 
of securing funding to make 
its vision a reality. In a show 
of confidence and enthusiasm 
for the project, Wei announced 
the college will match any 
monetary gift donated specif¬ 
ically toward revitalizing the 
campus farm. 

Blackburn has estimated 
the total renovation could be 
$5 to $7 million. ^

In 11 starts last year 
at 5, the son of Gators N Bears 
recorded seven wins, six in 
stakes, and earned $438,760 of 
his career total $560,430. 

"He's older and he's get¬ 
ting more mature," said Gar¬ 
cia. "He's from the type of 


family you have to give time 
to develop." 

Action Andy was bred by 
Carol Kaye out of the Not For 
Love mare Love Me Twice, a 
half-sister to stakes winners 
Baltimore Belle, Baltimore 
Bob and Gabianna. From 30 
lifetime starts, he has 11 wins, 
eight seconds and four thirds. 
He has shown a particular 
fondness for Tampa, winning 
six of eight and finishing 
second in the other two. He 
also captured the track's Su¬ 
per Stakes last year and set 
a 614-furlong track record of 
1:15.47. 

Ben's Cat relentless 
in Fabulous Strike at Parx 

King T. Leafherbury's home¬ 
bred Ben's Cat got his 14th 
lifetime stakes win by getting 
up in the final strides to nip 
Immortal Eyes in the inau¬ 
gural running of the $200,000 
Fabulous Strike Stakes at Penn 
National. Contested Nov. 21 at 
6 furlongs on the main track, 
the race drew a stellar field of 
sprinters and was completed 
in 1:09.50. 

Ben's Cat paid $13.80 as the 
fifth choice in the nine-horse 
field. Grade 1 winner Posei¬ 
don's Warrior finished strong¬ 
ly but came up three-quarters 
of a length short to place third. 

The 2011 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year, Ben's Cat 
was as effective last year at 6, as 
the son of Parker's Storm Cat 
won five stakes and amassed 
$557,060 (through early De¬ 
cember). With 19 wins, three 
seconds and a third in 29 life¬ 
time starts, he has earnings of 
$1,357,290,11th on the all-time 
Maryland-bred list. 

Delaunay continues 

stakes-winning roll 

Delaunay got his third 
stakes win in a row, and won 
for the seventh time in 11 
starts in 2012, by taking the 
Thanksgiving Handicap at 
Fair Grounds on the track's 
opening day holiday card on 
Nov. 22. The now 6-year-old 
gelding, bred by Fitzhugh 
LLC and racing in the colors 
of Maggi Moss, went off the 
3-2 favorite and repelled Gan¬ 
try by IVi lengths. The Tom 
Amoss trainee stopped the 


clock in 1:08.95, less than a 
second off the 6-furlong track 
record. Less than three weeks 
earlier, Delaunay captured 
the Bet On Sunshine Stakes at 
Churchill Downs. 

The son of champion 
sprinter Smoke Glacken and 
stakes winner Perilous Night 
(by Coronado's Quest) was 
fourth or better in all his starts 
in 2012 (through early Decem¬ 
ber), and more than doubled 
his career earnings during the 
year, which stand at $404,455 
from 36 starts. 

I Stand Alone 

never headed 
in Zia Park stakes 

I Stand Alone, a son of 
Northview Stallion Station's 
Dance With Ravens, was 
much the best in Zia Park's 
1-mile $55,000 Rio Rancho 
Overnight Stakes for 2-year- 
olds Dec. 2. Breaking in stride, 
the dark bay owned by Roger 
K. Beasley and trained by H. 
Ray Ashford Jr. was clear at 
every call and crossed the wire 
3^4 lengths on top. He record¬ 
ed his second win in seven 
starts, and increased his earn¬ 
ings to $65,601. 

Bred by the Bowman family 
(Tom and Chris Bowman and 
daughters Quin Bowman and 
Becky Davis), I Stand Alone is 
out of the Lemon Drop Kid 
mare Otherwise Perfect. He is 
a half-brother to Friscan (by 
Two Punch), who was graded 
stakes-placed as juvenile in 
2011, and is from a female fam¬ 
ily that has made headlines in 
the state since the 1980s. 

I Stand Alone's third dam. 
Allegedly, a daughter of Hoist 
the Flag, was a half-sister to 
two-time Prix de I'Arc de Tri- 
omphe-Gl winner and major 
sire Alleged. She produced 
three Maryland-bred stakes 
winners for breeder H. Turney 
McKnight-European group 
winner Per Quod, graded 
winner Suspect Terrain and 
Supposedly, the latter bred 
in partnership with Tom and 
Chris Bowman and Milton 
P. Higgins III, among others. 
The partners also bred Sup- 
posedly's older full-sister and 
I Stand Alone's second dam, 
Krysia, a winning daughter of 
Polish Numbers. ^

S ix Newjersey-breds were among the top 20 
earning horses at the 2012 Monmouth Park 
meet. The top earners were Geeky Gorgeous, 
Javerre, Chief Carlson, Hotnslick, Uncle Otto and 
Gracefully Mean. 

Geeky Gorgeous, a daughter of Devil His Due and 
the Pure Prize mare Thatholeinmypocket, has raced 
exclusively at Monmouth, and last year at 3 four of 
six starts, was second in her other two, and earned 
$ 142,840. Geeky Gorgeous was bred in New Jersey by 
Joe-Dan Farm and is owned and trained by Daniel J. 
Lopez. 

Javerre launched his career as a 3-year-old on May 
26 in a maiden claiming race for $40,000, won that 
and his next two starts in allowance company, and 
became a stakes winner in his fifth start when he 
captured the $60,000 New Jersey Breeders Handicap. 
The first foal out of New Jersey-bred champion Our 


Fantene, Javerre earned $120,600 in four starts at 
Monmouth. The son of Outflanker also finished 
third in a starter race at Saratoga and was second 
in the $ 100,000 Maryland Million Sprint Handicap 
at Laurel Park. Bred by Gunsmith Stables, Javerre is 
owned by Smith Farm and Stable and trained by Cal 
Lynch. 

Chief Carlson won three of his six starts at 
Monmouth Park in 2012 and finished second in two 
others, including the New Jersey Breeders Handicap 
for owner/breeder Joe Calvo. The now 4-year-old son 
of Defrere—Steady Anna, by Steady Growth, earned 
$ 114,930 at Monmouth Park last year to bring his 
career earnings to $ 156,562. 

Geraldine Kromann^s Hotnslick made all of her 
nine 3-year-old starts at Monmouth, winning three. 
The daughter of Crafty Friend out of Sweet Cali 
Cat, by Tabasco Cat, was foaled in Pennsylvania but 
qualifies under a rule that no longer applies as a non- 
accredited New Jersey-bred because her sire stood 
in New Jersey at the time she was conceived. Bred in 
Pennsylvania by Charles Kromann and trained by 
Lloyd Kromann, Hotnslick earned $100,280 in 2012. 

Uncle Otto, bred by George L. Schwartz, won 
two races at Monmouth Park last year and finished 
second in the $75,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap. 
Owned by Law Legacy Stables LLC and trained by 
Skip Einhorn, Uncle Otto has either won or finished 
second in a stakes in each of his first three seasons. 
The son of Roaring Fever—Skout About, by Mr. 
Leader, won the $75,000 First State Dash Stakes at 
Delaware as a 2-year-old in 2010 and finished second 
in the $75,000 Spend a Buck Stakes at Monmouth 
Park at 3. Uncle Otto has earned $226,160 in his 18 
career starts, 14 coming at Monmouth. 

Gracefully Mean (Bandini—Classy Agenda, by 
Sky Classic) won two races at 3 in 2012 and finished 
second in the $60,000 Jersey Girl Handicap for 
earnings of $92,840. Bred by Helga Nemeth and 
owned by Vienna Acres, Gracefully Mean has earned 
$109,640 during her 11-race career for trainer Jamie 
Woodington.

Owner/Breeder Profile: 
Bill and Brigid Thompson

President’s 

message 


D O you know that the NCTA is only 45 
members strong, but our members 
are connected to some of the best horses 
to race this past year? The roll call in¬ 
cludes Dayatthespa, Dancinginher- 
dreams, Ariana D, Maid of Heaven, Ruler 
of Love, Zeb and Lively Reparations-as a 
group they’ve accounted for a Grade 1 
win, a Grade 1 placing. Grade 2 wins. 
Grade 2 placings, a Grade 3 win. Grade 3 
placings and several stakes wins. 

We have many more promising 
young horses coming up in 2013. How 
many small associations in states with¬ 
out racing can boast as many top horses 
per member? 

And stallions who stand or stood in 
state are the sires of a number of talented 
North Carolina-bred runners. Dixie’s 
Wild Again, who died in 2011, had the 
consistent 4-year-old filly Sweet Dixie 
Dollar last year, who boasted a record of 
7-2-3-1 (and was fourth once), earning 
$37,200 through mid-November. 
Chelsey Cat, Nancy Shuford’s longtime 
leading sire, was represented by juvenile

B ill and Brigid Thompson reside in Wil¬ 
low Springs on 40 black-fenced acres, 
once designated to be land for multi¬ 
housing. There is one house today along 
with acres of pasture and stables called 
Maple Lane Farm. Brigid fondly recalled, 
“I rode a tractor and we planted a stand of 
seedlings all around the perimeter of the 
grounds.” Bill and Brigid both come from 
a background of riding horses, and this 
quiet area had a perfect setting, serene 
and away from city noises and pollution. 

The Thompsons began to build their 
successful farm, buying their first Thor¬ 
oughbred, Class With Luck, in 1996. 
Guided by trainer Don Tant, the Thomp¬ 
son’s bred the Caveat mare that spring to 
Anjiz, a New York stallion. The mating re¬ 
sulted in a winning filly named Empress 
Anja. The Thompsons planned to expand 
and sought more advice. With input from 
Werk Thoroughbred Consultants, they 
bred their mare to Saint Ballado. 

Their timing could not have been bet¬ 
ter. The stallion’s fee in 1997 was $3,500, 
but he would soon have six stakes win¬ 
ners, including Florida Derby-Gl winner 
Captain Bodgit, and a pricey new stud fee. 
The Thompsons sold their yearling. Glori¬ 
ous Grace, for $95,000 and she became a 
stakes winner as well. The Thompsons 
were on a roll. 

Friend and horseman Jeffery Matthews 
introduced them to the operators of Jona- 
bell Farm near Lexington, where Bill said, 
‘T got a lot of valuable advice about breed¬ 
ing and learned a lot about the business.” 
One valuable lesson turned out to be the 
simplest-that running a commercial 
breeding operation is challenging. 

'The first five or six years, I intended to 
sell. It took a while to recognize that we 
might have more success racing than 


breeding to sell,” said Thompson. “To be 
viable as a commercial operation, you’ve 
got to get the absolute best bloodlines.” 

Focusing on states that offered breed¬ 
ers and owners incentives, they built their 
program. Maple Lane Farm had a Black Tie 
Affair (Ire) mare named Derby Tie, sold 
her and then bought her back again. The 
farm’s two most successful runners are 
her foals Dumbledore (a son of Prospect 
Bay who earned $270,206) and Ariana D. 

Ariana D-a Pennsylvania-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Rock Slide with multiple stakes 
wins and earnings of $707,075-is a star 
for Maple Lane. Now 7, she made her de¬ 
but at 3 in 2009 and won four times that 
year. In 2010, she won two stakes-Wood- 
bine’s Bessarabian and the Northern Fling 
at Presque Isle Downs. Ariana D won once 
in 2011, Woodbine’s Avowal Stakes, placed 
in six others, four graded, and was among 
the contenders for a Sovereign Award. 
Last year, the Andrew McKeever-trained 
dark bay finished third in Keeneland’s 
Grade 1 Madison and four other stakes. 
She won at Keeneland in October to give 
her a fourth consecutive winning season. 
In 33 career starts, Ariana D has nine wins 
and 16 placings. The Thompsons like her 
grit, determination, soundness and bal¬ 
ance. When the time comes, they expect 
to breed her to a top Kentucky stallion. 

The Maple Lane silks are bright and 
easy to see when mixed among racing 
horses and viewed through binoculars. 
The broad red band across the back with 
white bands edged by heavy black, a red 
cap, red sleeves with black bands with a 
white band, brings to mind the dark red 
brick house on the grounds and span of 
black wooden fences surrounding the 
whole farm.

Other horses of racing age owned by 
the Thompsons are Legato, a North Caro¬ 
lina-bred mare with two career wins; Ca¬ 
nadian-bred mare Aberforth (One Way 
Love—Derby Tie); Virginia-bred filly 
Campbell Creek (E Dubai—Lasque, by 
Bounding Basque) and the unraced 
4-year-old Jump Start filly Adjudicate. 

Back on the farm, the mares and oth¬ 
er horses are approachable and easy to be 
around. Even the 12-year-old gelding 
Dumbledore is kind and approachable, 
with his Roman nose and broad head.

PHBA REGIONAL MEETING 

SATURDAY, OCTOBER 27 
WILLOW LAKE FARM

T he PHBA held its sec¬ 
ond regional meet¬ 
ing Oct 27. Dale and Ellen 
Schilling graciously hosted 
the event at their Willow 
Lake Farm. 

Brian SanfrateUo, PHBA 
president, led the discussion, 
which included an overview 
of the Breeding Funds dis¬ 
tributions to date, the re¬ 
stricted race schedules at the 
three tracks and a govern¬ 
ment affairs update. 

SanfrateUo noted that the 
Breeding Fund did not re¬ 
ceive any money from the 
tax on pari-mutuel handle 
in 2012, resulting in a loss 
of budgeted revenue of $1.5 
million. The money did not 
come into the Fund due to 


the decline in handle and 
the increased costs incurred 
by the Racing Commission. 
(By statute, the tax on handle 


only accrues to the Breeding 
Fund after all Commission 
expenses.) SanfrateUo re¬ 
ported that slot revenue to

the Breeding Fund is estimated at $18.5 
million for the calendar year. 

Sanfratello noted that the Breed¬ 
ing Fund may see a decline in overall 
monies available in 2013. Slot revenue 
is leveling off and in some cases starting 
to decline-most notably at Presque Isle 
Downs where competition ffom Ohio 
is affecting the Erie facility. 

Nonetheless, the Breeding Fund will 
have ample revenue to pay Breeder, 
Stallion and Owner Awards although 
the restricted races and Owner Bonuses 



may be supported by the horsemen, ei¬ 
ther in full or in part, going forward. 
The PHBA president made a point to 
thank Mike Ballezzi of the PTHA and 
Todd Mostoller of the HBPA for their 
support of the Pennsylvania breeding 
program. Both horsemen’s organiza¬ 
tions have paid for a substantial restrict¬ 
ed race program which will exceed $10 
million this year. 

Sanffatello stressed that the Breeding 
Fund is healthy and remains one of the 
strongest programs in the country. The 
combined outlays ffom the Breeding 
Fund and the horsemen will approach 
$30 million in 2012-when including 
Breeder Awards, restricted races, stakes 
and Owner Bonuses. 



The PHBA president reminded the 
members that the governor’s budget 
address for the 2013-14 fiscal year is 
approaching. 

The PHBA will continue to work 
with the Thoroughbred and Standard- 
bred horsemen and breeders through 
the Pennsylvania Equine Coalition. 
Members of the PHBA were asked to 
participate in the January 2013 stallion 
auction and to engage their local rep¬ 
resentatives to promote the racing in¬ 
dustry. 

The Schillings provided a lovely 
lunch for the members at the conclu¬ 
sion of the meeting and all in atten¬ 
dance enjoyed the fall day in Mont¬ 
gomery County.

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Colonial Turf Cup Audley sells Bodemeister’s 

advances to Grade 2 dam for $5 million 


T he American Graded Stakes 
Committee voted to upgrade 
the Colonial Turf Cup to Grade 2 
status for 2013. The ninth edition 
of the Turf Cup is scheduled for 
June 22 at Colonial Downs and is 
open to 3-year-olds and up at 1^6 
miles over the Secretariat Turf 
Course. 

The first Turf Cup in 2005 was 
open exclusively to 3-year-olds 
and was intended to serve as a prep 
for the Grade 2 Virginia Derby 
four weeks later. After English 
Channel and Showing Up won 
the first two editions, the Turf 
Cup earned Grade 3 status for 
2007 and 2008. In 2009, it jumped 
to Grade 2. Colonial Downs then 
made a strategic decision in 2011 
that saw the Turf Cup lose its grade. 

In an eftbrt to bring past Turf 
Cup and Virginia Derby champi¬ 


ons and entrants back to Colonial 
Downs, the track opened the 
condition to allow older horses. 
By doing so, the Turf Cup lost its 
graded status as do all races that 
change conditions in that manner. 

Rahystrada and Turbo Com¬ 
pressor won the last two editions. 
The former went on to capture 
the Grade 3 Kentucky Cup Turf 
in 2011 and Grade 3 Arlington 
Handicap in 2012, and fmished a 
strong third in a return engage¬ 
ment at this past summers Turf 
Cup at age 8.The latter captured 
the Grade 1 United Nations at 
Monmouth Park three weeks 
after his Turf Cup win. 

Now graded again, the Turf 
Cup rejoins the Virginia 
Derby-G2, AU Along Stakes-G3 
and Virginia Oaks-G3 on Colon¬ 
ials graded stakes program.

A daughter of Storm Cat out 
of Grade 3 winner Parade Queen, 
by A.R Indy, Untouched Talent won 
the Sorento Stakes-G3, was Grade 
1-placed and earned $243,550. 

Her first foal to race was Vir¬ 
ginia-bred Bodemeister, runner- 
up in the 2012 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and Preakness Stakes- 
Gl.The Empire Maker colt won 
the Arkansas Derby-Gl and retired 
with earnings of $1,304,800. 

Sold in foal to Unbridled’s 
Song, Untouched Talent was pur¬ 


chased by Cooknore and is bound 
for Ireland. Brookdale Sales con¬ 
signed her as agent for Audley 
Farm, who bred Bodemeister and 
the seven-figure Smart Strike filly. 

“It was a nice culmination of a 
great year for Audley, raising a 
great horse like Bodemeister,” said 
Joe Seitz of Brookdale Sales.

Breeders earn 10 percent at Colonial 


A s the popularity of the 100 
percent Owners Bonus for 
Virginia-breds that earned purs¬ 
es at Colonial Downs continued 
to grow, the VTA and Virginia 
Racing Commission decided to 
add a 10-percent Breeders Bonus 
to the program at the New Kent 
racetrack. 

In 2011 and 2012, the breeders 
of horses who won any Owners 
Bonus money were rewarded with 


a check after the meet equaling 10 
percent of the bonuses earned by 
horses they bred. 

In 2012, the Virginia Breeders 
Fund paid out $61,396.34. Audley 
Farm led the way with $5,980.04 
in bonuses for the 35-day meet. 
R. Larry Johnson was not far 
back with $4,882.79; Lady Olivia 
at North Cliff was third with 
$3,718.67. Sixty-seven Virginia 
breeders received awards. 


Tough Breeders’ Cup for Camp Victory 


G rade 1 stakes winner Camp 
Victory, one of two Virginia- 
bred entrants in the 2012 Breeders’ 
Cup, lost any chance when he 
broke in the air for the $1 million 
Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-G1. 

Bred by Mike Atkins’s Atkins 
Homes Inc., the son of Forest 
Camp and the Clever Trick mare 
Victory Trick broke last in the field 
of 14. He moved outside after run¬ 


ning down Santa Anita’s famous 
chute, but could not threaten the 
top finishers and wound up 11th. 
Camp Victory made five starts 
during the year leading into the 
race, winning the Triple Bend 
Handicap-Gl and placing in three 
other graded stakes.

Farms Inc., fmished seventh in the

Race days set for Colonial Downs in 2013 


T he Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission formally approved 
a compromise request by the 
Virginia HBPA and the man¬ 
agement of Colonial Downs, 
Virginias only pari-mutuel 
track, for five weeks of sum¬ 
mer racing. The 25-day meet 
will start Saturday, June 8 
(Belmont Stakes Day) and end 
Saturday, July 13. The normal 
racing schedule wiU be five 
days a week-Wednesday 
through Sunday. Post time is 
6 p.m. every day except 
Sunday, which has a 1 p.m. 
post. 

The 2013 meet will be 
seven race days shorter than 
last summers 32-day, eight- 
week meet. The parties agreed 
on a shorter meet in an 
attempt to reduce the loss 
annually suffered by the track 
because of high operating 
expenses. In 2012 Colonial 
Downs lost $1.5 million dur¬ 
ing its live meet, even though 
attendance and live on-track 
handle were greater than the 
prior years eight-week meet. 

The Virginia HBPA initial¬ 
ly petitioned the VRC for 
another eight-week, 32-day 
meet in 2013. Colonial Downs 
requested a four-week meet 
with 17 race days. There is a 
bright side to the five-week, 
25-day compromise ultimately 
submitted to and approved by 


the VRC. Average daily purses 
are projected to be $248,000, a 
25 percent increase over last 
summers purses. Individual 
overnight races should average 
around $22,000, an increase of 
more than 40 percent over 
2012 overnights. 

Colonials two signature 
stakes races, the $300,000 
Colonial Turf Cup-G2 and the 
$500,000 Virginia Derby-G2 
are set for June 22 and July 13, 
respectively. Thirteen addi¬ 
tional stakes races, including 
six for Virginia-breds, round 
out the schedule. At the 
Virginia HBPAs request, the 
track agreed to reduce purses 
for the Derby and the Turf 
Cup to boost overnight purses. 

The 2013 purse increases 
allow Colonial to remain 
somewhat competitive with 
neighboring tracks in West 
Virginia, Maryland, Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Delaware where 
purses are supplemented by 
slot-machine revenue. 

Virginia does not have any 
form of alternative gaming 
despite repeated attempts over 
the years by the track and the 
horsemen to convince the 
state legislature to permit it at 
Colonial Downs. While the 
state Senate is usually recep¬ 
tive, the House of Delegates 
leadership has adamantly 
opposed what it regards as an 


“expansion of gambling.” The 
irony is the legislature allows 
annual expansion of the 
Virginia lottery, which now 
has more than 5,000 outlets. 

Virginia Breeders 
Fund 

Though plans are not yet 
final, the Virginia Breeders 
Fund will likely continue its 
100-percent owners bonus 
plan in some form during the 
2013 meet. If so, Virginia-breds 
running in open non-stakes 
races who finish in the first 
five spots will receive double 
the normal purse share. For 
example, a Virginia-bred run¬ 
ning in an open maiden spe¬ 
cial weight race with a purse 
of $32,000 wiU compete for 
$64,000. 

Colonial's stabling 
schedule 

Colonials 1,000-stall stable 
area will open in mid-May 
to accommodate horses com¬ 
ing from Florida and else¬ 
where. Colonial will also for 
the first time in many years 
run a shuttle for horses sta¬ 
bled at Laurel Park and Bowie 
Training Center in Maryland. 
During Colonials 2012 meet, 
30 percent of starters were 
daily ship-ins to the receiving 
barn, with about half the horses 
coming from Maryland. 


Steeplechase races 
at Colonial Downs 

The steeplechase races nor¬ 
mally run during Colonials 
June/July race meet are mov¬ 
ing to an early April date in 
2013, the spot for many years 
occupied by the now-defunct 
Strawberry Hill ILaces. 

The inaugural Dogwood 
Classic wiU be held in the 
afternoon Saturday, April 6. 
Colonial Downs will produce 
the new event and oversee all 
operational aspects. 

A number of National 
Steeplechase Association sanc¬ 
tioned jump races will be run 
on Colonials Secretariat turf 
course. Hundreds of tailgate 
spots will be available on the 
stone dust base of the tracks 
dirt course. 

Colonial Downs’ president 
Ian Stewart said, “We want to 
kick off the inaugural Dog¬ 
wood Classic with immediate 
vibrancy at the beginning of 
the spring season, when nice 
weather has arrived and every¬ 
one is ready to shake off win¬ 
ter and enjoy terrific racing in 
a great party atmosphere.” 

The name “Dogwood 
Classic” resulted from a nam¬ 
ing contest promoted by radio 
stations in Richmond. The 
dogwood is Virginia’s state 
flower.

The 
son of Posse—Royal Sweep, by End 
Sweep, stretched out to 6 y 2 furlongs 
for the first time and his natural 
proclivity for speed continued his 
mandate toward divisional honors. 

A Coleswood Farm homebred 
trained by Jeff Runco, the strapping 
bay colt, despite drifting out late, 
maintained supremacy over his nine 
rivals. The final clocking of 1:19.25 
and 5 y 2 -length margin of victory 
were compliments of Charles Town's 


leading jockey Jose Montano. In 
the Fairway improved to 3-for-3 with 
Montano in the irons. 

Owner, trainer and breeder Runco 
is always quick to credit the lion's 
share of his accomplishments to wife 
Susan. Her help in maintaining the 
farm, overseeing the reserve stock 
there and navigating the pairings of 
stallions and mares is instrumental in 
the duo's extensive triumphs. 

In the Fairway returned on Nov. 10 
to take the Tri-State Futurity, his third 
stakes win in a row, and push his 
earnings to $126,811. 

DOWN TOWN ALLEN 

John Casey's Down Town Allen 
worked repeatedly to join the high- 
ranking company of recent Cavada 
Stakes stars Original Gold, Julie B, 
Carnival Chrome, Aspenglow and 
Silver Heart. And in her third try, the 
wish was granted due to a change 
in tactics. 

The daughter of Windsor Castle- 
Like Down Town, by Roy, could never 


have been faulted for her gameness 
and rapidity, but on occasion her 
inability to kindly rate left her short of 
the intended mark. 

Some may say by her fifth year, 
she matured with age, while others 
look to trainer John Casey and 
assistant Kristy Petty for the answer. In 
any event, the 7l^-length outcome in 
the $250,000 stakes was just what the 
doctor ordered for regular rider Matt 
McGowan, who rode just weeks 
removed from a broken foot. 

McGowan was visibly moved in 
the winner's circle as he accepted 
congratulations for the big win. 

The journeyman, originally from 
Wisconsin, remembered last 
year's edition of the race where 
he was pressed through robust 
early fractions (a half mile in 47.38 
seconds) and knew a repeat 
performance would spell disaster. 

The new and improved Down Town 
Allen strolled through the opening 
half in :49.12 and when challenged 
on the far turn, held all the cards. 

The purse may have been a 
lucrative incentive for most to defy 
a precarious injury, but McGowan 
put it best: "I heard all the rumors. 

I was told it was too soon to ride, I 
was greedy, my health should be 
more important, but in the end it

Aiways quick with a smiie, Larrosa is 
often seen racing from barn-to-barn 
in an attempt to secure his next 
mount. The jockey and trainer Sandy 
Done epitomize what the team 
is aii about as they are frequentiy 
witnessed ieading their charge to 
the track and discussing him whiie 
he coois out in Barn 21. 

On the eve of the Ciassic, 

Larrosa spoke about his big horse's 
chances: "i don't think the outside 
post wiii hurt my horse, instead i iike 
it. i wiii ioad iast, watch the horses 
to my inside and, after the break, 
piace myseif accordingiy. Sandy 
and i are very confident in Lucy's 
Bob Boy's preparation.Though we 


were unabie to officiaiiy test him at 
the distance, i have iet him gaiiop 
strongiy in the mornings and he has 
thrived on it. i am not so sure the 
competition is coming into this race 
as weii as we are. We are ready."

10years ago 

B The change of ownership 
of Maryland’s mile ttacks 
became official on Nov. 

27, 2002, when the Frank 
Stronach-led Magna 
Entertainment Corp. 
completed its purchase 
of a majority interest in 
the Maryland Jockey Club, 
corporate owner of Laurel 
Park, Pimlico and Bowie 
Training Center. 

Joe De Francis, who was 
head of the tracks since the 
death of his father Frank 
De Francis in 1989, would 
remain in charge of the day- 
to-day operations. De Francis 
and his sister Karin retained 
a 49-percent interest in the 
tracks. 

B The Delaware Handicap 
was elevated to Grade 2 status 
by the American Graded 
Stakes Committee of the 
Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association for its 
66 th running in July 2003. 

The historic summer test for 
fillies and mares appeared on 
TOBAs initial list of graded 
races in 1973 as a Grade f a 
designation it held until 1989 (three 
of its runnings-1983 to '85-were 
held at Saratoga when Delaware 
Park was struggling financially). 
After 10years, the race has once 
again achieved Grade 1 status (see 
Mid-Atlantic Report). Among its 
winners over the past decade were 
champions Royal Delta (2012), 
Blind Tuck (2011) and Fleet 
Indian (2006). 

B Within one week in 
November, Maryland lost 
two of its most fascinating 
horsepeople. 

Katharine Warfield 
^dGtty” Merryman, 79, who 
with her late husband John 
B. Merryman successfully 
bred and raced horses in 
Maryland for nearly 50 years, 
died Nov. 22. In addition to 
breeding the likes of 18-time 
stakes winner Twixt, Smart 


’n Quick, Due North and 
Rebuff, the proprietors of The 
Orebanks in Sparks, Md., left 
a racing legacy through their 
six children, five of whom 
have made careers as owners 
and trainers-daughters Katy 
Voss, Ann Merryman and Li 2 
Merryman, and sons Edwin 
and John. 

Charismatic former 
Fasig-Tipton sales company 
auctioneer Milton J. ^Laddie” 
Dance died Nov. 28. A 
Marylander by birth. Dance, 
76, retained strong ties to the 
state-he and his wife Jeanne 
‘‘Jinny ’ Vance maintained 250- 
acre Taylor’s Purchase Farm in 
Sparks, a top-class commercial 
operation in the 1960s and 
1970s. The couple campaigned 
champion and 1999 Belmont 


Stakes-Gl winner Lemon 
Drop Kid. Dance joined the 
Fasig-Tipton team in the 
early 1950s and left in 1993 
to start an auctioneering 
firm with longtime colleague, 
John Finney. Horsemen’s 
Bloodstock Services Inc., 
based in Laurel, Md., 
disbanded two years later 
following Finney’s death. 

B California-based trainer 
Bob Hess Jr. shipped Fog City 
Stable’s D’wildcat across the 
country in search of his first 
Grade 1 win, and got it over a 
rain-soaked track in the Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash 
at Laurel. 

The race’s even-money 
favorite, Thunderello, was 
seeking to boost his chances 


for an Echpse Award after 
finishing second in the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl at 
Arlington Park in his prior 
start. But the son of 1993 
De Francis Dash winner 
Montbrook broke a sphnt 
bone and chipped a sesamoid 
during the race and was puUed 
up. The 3-year-old trained by 
Scott Lake went off to stud 
with a record of three wins 
and three seconds in seven

I starts. 

I B One of the region’s most 
brilliant young sires, Polish 
Numbers, shattered the 
tibia in his left hind leg in 
late November while in his 
paddock at Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City and 
was euthani 2 ed. 

The 15-year-old son 
of Dan 2 ig and champion 
Numbered Account had 
occupied the same stall as his 
legendary grandsire. Northern 
Dancer. At the time of his 
death, he had sired 35 stakes 
winners and 37 stakes-placed 
runners in eight crops, among 
the best was Grade 1 winner 
Tenski. His offspring were also 
popular in the sales ring-in 
2002, two Polish Numbers 
yearlings and two juveniles 
sold for six figures. 

25years ago 

B The Maryland-bred gelding 
Time to Bid recorded his 49th 
career victory at Laurel in the 
fall of his 12-year-old season, 
and remained in training in 
1988 to aim for number 50. 
The son of Jig Time was 
special to G. Steven McKonly, 
who got his first win as owner 
with the chestnut gelding in 
November 1986, lost him a 
few starts later, and recently 
claimed him back. 

McKonly noted that 
although no one could be sure 
how long the old campaigner 
would continue, “It is said 
that the horse knows his way 
around the barn so weU that

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if he had hands, he could 
probably saddle himself up ” 

Stakes placed earher in his 
career, Time to Bid had racked 
up 176 starts and earned close 
to $240,000 while averaging 16 
starts a year for 11 years, the 
majority in the claiming ranks. 

Time to Bid got his 50 th win on 
April!, 1988, at Charles Town 
and was immediately retired bj 
McKonly. The gelding had finished 
third or better in 118 of 179 starts 
and earned $241,247. He is the 
last North American runner to 
reach the 50-win milestone. 

B Two members of the 
Phipps family having a 
profound impact in the region 
died in the fall of 1988. 

Barbara Phipps Janney died 
on the last day of November 
at her Glyndon, Md., home. 
She was 76. Mrs. Janney, 
an accomphshed rider and 
foxhunting enthusiast, would 
be forever linked, as the 
co-breeder and owner with 
her husband, Stuart S. Janney 
Jr., with the great fiUy Ruffian, 
who raced under the cherry 
and white silks of thejanneys' 
Locust Hill Farm. Mrs. Janney 
was the daughter of Henry 
Carnegie Phipps and Gladys 
Mills Phipps. Her mother's 
powerful Wheatley Stable 
raced the Hkes of champions 
Bold Ruler, Misty Morn and 
High Voltage. 

Three days earlier, Mrs. 
Janney's sister-in-law, Lillian 
Bostwick Phipps, died at 81 
at her home in Summerville, 
S.C. Mrs. Phipps, wife of 
Mrs. Janney's brother Ogden 
Phipps, campaigned HaU of 
Fame steeplechasers Neji and 
Oedipus as well as additional 
champion jumpers Ancestor, 
Mako, Top Bid and Straight 
and True. A longtime client 
of Maryland-based trainer D. 
Michael ‘‘Mikey ’ Smithwick, 
Mrs. Phipps was leading 
steeplechase owner 11 times. 

B The 3-year-old fiUy 
Angehna County captured 
three stakes in a five-week 
span, capped by the Grade 
3 Honey Bee Handicap at 
the Meadowlands Nov. 28. 
Bred and owned by Carey 


the assistance of Louise 
Pascal and Snowden Carter, 
selected Nickel Boy as the first 
state-bred Horse of the Year. 
Owned by Elmendorf Farm, 
the ‘‘aging warrior" sealed the 
title by winning the $25,000- 
added Jennings Handicap, the 
richest race ever staged for 
Maryland-breds, in December. 
The 7-year-old gelding, ‘‘son 
of a teaser and an unwanted 
mare," was bred by Melvin 
Blackburn. By *His Nickel out 
of Carickmacross, by Chance 
Play, Nickel Boy earned 
$53,734 of his lifetime total 
$345,691 in 1962.
